REGULATIONS FOR THE REGISTRATION OF LAUN- 
DRIES AND THEIR PROPER MANAGEMENT AND 
CONTROL MADE BY THE LOCAL AUTHORITY 
FOR THE TOWN OF SUVA, UNDER SECTION 101 
OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH ORDINANCE 1911 
AND SECTION 5 OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 1913. 


Interpretation. 


1. “ Laundry " means any room or rooms in 
which wearing apparel, house linen, and similar 
things are laundered for profit. 


“ Launderer " means any person working in 
connection with a laundry and includes persons 
conveving to and from a laundry articles to be 
RUE: 


“ Proprietor " means any person who owns, 
controls, or manages a laundry. 


Registration. 


2. All laundries shall be registered by the 
proprietor with the Local Authority who may 
defer registration until the structional require- 
ments of these Regulations are complied with. 


3. Registration shall be for one year or part 
thereof, ending on the last day of Dec ember 1n 
each year. 


4. No laundry may be conducted on unregis- 
tered premises. 


5. The name of the proprietor and the regis- 
tration number shall be legibly written on a sign 
and affixed to the laundry. 


Structural. 


6. Efficient drainage shall be provided to the 
satisfaction of the Local Authority so as to 
prevent waste waters lying stagnating or be- 
coming a nuisance on or about the property 
on which a laundry is situated. 


7. Every room used as a laundry shall have 
at least one external wall through which direct 
ventilation shall be provided. 


Health. 


8. Any article received into a laundry for 
laundering shall not be taken into or kept in any 
room which is used as a sleeping. apartment, 
and no sleeping apartment may be registered 
or used for laundry purposes. 


9. No person afflicted with a skin or other 
infectious disease may work as a launderer or 
enter or remain on any property on which a 


laundry is situated or be permitted by the 
proprietor so to act and no person whosoever 
may send or permit to be sent to a laundrv 
anything from a house in which a person who 
is afflicted with any such disease resides. 

Provided that this section shall not apply if 
the Medical Officer of Health has issued a certi- 
ficate that the disease is harmless. | 


Penalty. 


10. Any person offending against any of the 
foregoing Regulations shall be liable on con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding five. pounds 
(£5) for each offence and for a continuing offence 
a further penalty not exceeding two pounds (£2) 
for each day during which the offence continues.

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PROCLAMATION. 
[No. 2 oF 1917.] 
[L.s.] BICKHAM Escorr, 
Governor. 

In the name of His Majesty, GEoRGE V., of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and of the British Doininions beyond the Seas 
King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India. 

By His Excellency Sir ERNEST BICKHAM SWEET 
Escorr, Knight Commander of the Most Dis- 
tinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint 
George, Governor and Commander-in-Chief in 
and over the Colony of Fiji. 

WHEREAS by article 2 of the Letters Patent 
under the Sign Manual of His Majesty the King 
bearing date the thirty-first January, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and fourteen, providing for 
the administration of the Government of the 
Colony of Fiji, it is amongst other things directed 
that the Governor shall do and execute in due 
manner all things that belong to his office, 
according to such instructions as may from 
time to time be given to him by His Majesty 
the King through a Secretary of State: 

And whereas His Majesty the King through 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies has 
instructed the Governor to issue a Proclamation 
requiring returns to be made of British property 
in enemy territory and claims by British subjects 
against enemy persons and enemy Governments : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the aforesaid 
direction, I do hereby require all persons within 
the Colony of Fiji who are entitled to property 
of any description whatsoever in enemy territory 
or to any interest in such property or have claims 
against enemy persons or enemy Governments, 
forthwith to make returns of their said property 
or claims to the officers appointed to receive 
the same : 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to make 
such returns respecting property or claims 
whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made to such 
officers as aforesaid. The officers appointed 
to receive such returns shall be :— 

(a) In the case of property in enemy territory 
and of claims against enemy persons, 
the Public Trustee, Suva; - 

(b In the case of claims against enemy 
Governments, the Honourable the Colo- 
nial Secretary, Suva. 

For the purposes of this Proclamation— 

The expression “ property " includes docu- 

| ments of title to property ; the expres- 
sion “enemy territory ” means the 
territory of any state at war with His 
Majesty the King (including the Colo- 
nies and Dependencies thereof) ; the 
expression ''enemy persons `. includes 
all persons, firms, companies and cor-

NATIVE TAX REGULATIONS. 


District Commissioner to be Receiver of Taxes in 
his district. 


l. The District Commissioner shall be ex officio 
Receiver of Taxes for the Magisterial District 
assigned to him, and he shall keep the tax 
accounts of that district in the manner prescribed 
bv the Receiver-General. He shall forward to 
the Receiver-General a monthly return of all 
taxes collected by him, and, in addition, separate 
returns giving full particulars for each Magis- 
terial District in respect of which taxes have been 
paid to him. Provided that the Receiver- 
General may at his discretion receive any portion 
of the taxes at Suva. 


Buli to collect tax. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Buli to collect 
the tax from the tax-payers of his district, and 
to pay all moneys so collected to the District 
Commissioner monthlv or oftener if possible. 
The Buli shall issue receipts for all amounts 
received by him as taxes. 


Penalty for refusal to pay tax. 

. Any native who shall refuse or neglect to 
Pay the sum lawfully payable bv him on or before 
the date fixed by the Provincial Council for 
Payment shall be guilty of a breach of these 

**ulations, and shall, in addition to the pay- 
ment of such sum, be liable, on summary con- 
“ction before a District Commissioner, to a 
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penalty not exceeding two pounds, and, in default 
of payment, to imprisonment for any period 
not exceeding twenty-one days. 

Exemptions. 

4. In the month of January in each year the 
Buli of each district shall prepare a list of tax 
payers in his district who are recommended for 
exemption under section 6 (d) of Ordinance 
No. If of 1913. This list shall be laid before 
the District* Council. The Buli shall certify 
as correct a list of the natives recommended 
for exemption by the District Council and shall 
forward it to the Roko or Provincial Commissioner 
of the province for approval by the Governor. 
The names of those natives who are approved 
by the Governor shall be published in Na Mata 
and shall be communicated by the Secretary for 
Native Affairs to the District Commissioner.

L This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the 
Rotuma Lands Ordinance 1917. 


2. It shall not be lawful for any native or any body of 
natives of Rotuma, save and except with the written 
approval of the Resident Commissioner (to be exercised 
at his discretion, except as hereinafter mentioned), to sell, 
lease, or in any way dispose of or deal with any land or 
any estate or interest therein in Rotuma ; and any sale, 
lease, disposition, agreement, or contract relating to any 
estate or interest in any such land made without the 
written approval of the Resident Commissioner as afore- 
sad shall be deemed to be null, void, and of no effect. 
Provided that the Resident Commissioner shall not give 
his written approval as aforesaid unless he shall be satisfied 
that any such sale, lease, disposition, agreement, or con- 
tract as aforesaid is in accordance with the basis of land 


tenure amongst the natives of Rotuma as hereinafter 


specified. And provided always that where one of the 
contracting parties is a non-native (other than the Govern- 
ment of the Colony), it shall not be lawful to grant to such 
non-native party any greater estate or interest in any 
land in Rotuma than a lease for twenty-one years. Any 
such lease shall be in the form contained in Schedule A 
to this Ordinance, and shall be made in duplicate.

3. For the purpose of satisfying himself that any such 
sale, lease, disposition, agreement, or contract as above- 
mentioned is in accordance with the basis of land tenure 
amongst the natives of Rotuma, it shall be lawful for the 
Resident Commissioner, by summons under his hand, 
to require the attendance of any person whose evidence 
may appear to him to be material to the issue, and to 
examine such person on oath respecting the right, title, 
or interest of any person or persons in the land in question 
or otherwise ; and for so doing the Resident Commis- 
sioner shall have all the powers of the Resident Commis- 
sioner's Court for the Island of Rotuma. 

4. The basis of land tenure amongst the natives of 
Rotuma shall be deemed and is hereby declared to be the 
holding by the natives of Rotuma of their lands by family 
communities, according to ancient custom, the members 
of each family holding the land in undivided ownership, 
and the acknowledged head of the family being the “ Puré ” 
or overlord of the land ; and each family community shall 
be deemed capable of selling, leasing, or in any other way 
disposing of or dealing with any land or any estate or interest 
therein in Rotuma, so far as ancient custom shall allow. 
Provided that no individual member of any family com- - 
munity shall be deemed to have, and it is hereby declared 
that he has not, any greater interest in any land the pro- 
perty of such family community than an interest for the 
term of his life. 

5. It shall not be lawful for a child adopted according to 
ancient custom to be considered as a member of the family 
adopting such child so far as having any interest in the 
family land is concerned, unless the person adopting such 
child shall be the last of the family community or sole 
owner of the land. 

6. The Resident Commissioner shall keep a book, to 
be called the Register of Native Land Dealings (hereinafter 
called the Register) in which a record of all dealings in 
land in Rotuma which may hereafter be effected with the 
written approval of the Resident Commissioner as afore- 
said shall be entered. Such Register shall be in such 
form as may from time to time be approved by the 
Governor. 

7. The parties concerned in any such dealing or dealings 
in land as aforesaid shall apply to the Resident Com- 
missioner to have any such dealing or dealings as above- 
mentioned entered in the Register. 

8. Every dealing in land as aforesaid so entered in the 
Register shall, in the absence of fraud or mistake, be 
held to be conclusive as between the parties concerned 
in the same ` provided that in any case in which the parties 
concerned are dissatisfied with any decision of the Resident 
Commissioner, the Resident Commissioner shall submit 
a report of the facts of the case, together with his observa- 
tions thereon and any notes of evidence and documents 
relating thereto, to the Governor, who may thereupon 
make such order as he shall think fit. 

9. It shall be lawful for the members of the family 
community, with the unanimous consent of such members, 
and subject to the approval of the Resident Commissioner, 
to divide among themselves any lands so held in communit 
by them : provided that the lands so divided shall continue 
to remain lands belonging to the family community as 
aforesaid. The Resident Commissioner shall enter in the 
Register a record of any such division.

10. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be held to affect 
any right, title, or interest of the Crown in, upon, or over 
any land in Rotuma, nor to prevent any native from 
dealing with any land as an absolute or limited owner, 
in the event of the Resident Commissioner being satisfied 
in the manner provided in section two of this Ordinance.

(d) have the same powers as are possessed by a District 
Medical Officer under the Native Health Regu- 
lation 1915, and any Native Regulation amending 
the same. 


3.—(1) The Governor may, if he deems it necessary, 
appoint a medical practitioner for the purposes of this 
Ordinance who may be unable to comply with all or any 
of the provisions of the Medical Practitioners and Apothe- 
caries Registration Ordinance 1881, and any Ordinance 
amending the same. 

(2) Any medical practitioner appointed under this sec- 
tion shall in the discharge of his duties under this Ordinance 
be under the general control and supervision of the Chief 
Medical Officer of the Colony. 

(3) Any medical practitioner appointed under this sec- 
tion shall not engage in private practice, and, in the event 
of his doing so, he shall be liable to the same penalties as 
are or may be imposed by the Medical Practitioners and 
Apothecaries Registration Ordinance 1881, or any Ordi- 
nance amending the same in the case of any person prac- 
tising medicine in the Colony who is not registered in 
accordance with the provisions of such Ordinances.

INTITULED AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND THE IMMIGRANTS ORDINANCE 1909. 


E it enacted by the Governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council as follows :— 


L This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the 
Immigrants Amendment Ordinance 1917. 


9. Section two of the Immigrants Ordinance 1909 is 
hereby amended, and shall be read as if the following 
definition were added thereto :- 


“ Undesirable nae means any person whom 
“ the Governor shall, from time to time, by a declaration 
"jn writing directed to the Inspector-General of Con- 
E “ stabulary, declare to be likely to be dangerous to the | 
“peace and good order of the SO or likely to cause 
unrest in the Colony." 


8. Section five of the Immigrants Ordinance p is 
hereby amended, and shall be read as if the word ‘ >? 
were added after the word “ stowaway " which occurs in 
subdivision (f) of subsection (1) thereof, and as if a further 
subdivision, to be numbered (g), were added to subsection 
(1) thereof in the following form :— 

“ (g) an undesirable immigrant ; 
and as if for the words “ forbid the person named or indi- 
cated in the notice from landing in the Colony,” which 
occur in the sixteenth and seventeenth lines of subsection 
(1) thereof, there were substituted the words “ forbid all 
such persons to land in the Colony.” 
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Immigrants Amendment Ordinance 1917. 


4. The declaration referred to in section two of this 
Ordinance shall be in the form sct out in Schedule A 
annexed to this Ordinance. 


5.—(1) It shall be lawful for the Governor in Council 
from time to time, by Order in the form contained in Sche- 
 dule B annexed to this Ordinance, to deport from the 
Colony to the place from which he or they came to the 
Colony, or to such other place as may be named in the 
Order, all or any of the following persons :— 


(a) Any person who shall have last landed in the 
Colony within two years of the date of such 
Order for Deportation, and who shall, in the 
opinion of. the Governor in Council at the time 
of the making of the Order for Deportation, be 
dangerous to the peace and good order of the 

-© Colony, or shall be causing unrest in the Colony ; 

(b Any person who, within two years of the date of 
his last landing in the Colony, shall be convicted 
of any offence punishable by the Supreme Court 
of the Colony or by any Court of Summary 
jurisdiction within the Colony ; and 

(c) Any person who, within two years of his last 
landing in the Colony, shall be found to be a 
lunatic within the meaning of the Public Lunatic 
Asylum Ordinance 1884. 


(2) The form of Warrant of Deportation contained in 
Schedule C annexed to this Ordinance, may be used in 
proceedings under this Ordinance. 


6. Where an Order for Deportation is made in the case 
of any person either under the provisions of the Immigrants 
Ordinance 1909 or of this Ordinance, the Governor in Coun- 
cil may, if he thinks fit, order that the whole or any part 
of the expenses in connection with the deportation of such 
person shall be paid out of the general revenues of the 
Colony. 


*4.—(1) If an Order for Deportation is made in the case 
of any person under the provisions of the Immigrants 
Ordinance 1909 (such person not being a person in whose 
case permission to land has been given under the Immi- 
grants Ordinance 1909) within six months after he has 
landed in the Colony, the master of the ship in which he 
has been brought to the Colony and also the master of any 
ship belonging to the same owner shall be liable to pay to 
the Receiver-General as a debt due to the Crow any sums 
ordered to be paid out of the general revenues of the Colony 
by the Governor in Council under the last preceding section 
in connection with such person, and shall, if required by 
the Governor in Council, receive such person and his 
dependents (if any) on board his ship and afford them free 
of charge a passage to the port of embarkation and 
proper accommodation and maintenance during the 

assage. 

(2 If the master of a ship fails to comply with the 
provisions of this section as to giving a passage to any such 
person as above-mentioned or his dependents, he shall 
be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on summary 
conviction, to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds.

*NoTE (1).—Under the Trading with the 
Enemy Proclamations of 25 June and 10 Novem- 
ber, 1915, all Proclamations relating to Trading 


with the Enemy apply to all persons or bodies 
of persons of enemy nationality, resident or 
carrying on business in Liberia, Persia, Morocco 
or Portuguese East Africa, and consequently 
it is an offence to trade with any person or body 
of persons of enemy nationality, resident or 
carrying on business in Liberia, Persia, Morocco 
or Portuguese East Africa, even though such 
person or body of persons is not included by name 
in the above List, and the omission of the name 
of any such person or body of persons from such 
List is not an authority or licence to trade with 
such person or body of persons. 


NoTE (2).— Where a firm named in the List has 
more than one branch im the same country, all 
branches in that country are held to be included 
in the List even in cases where no address, or of 
several addresses one only is specifically men- 
tioned. 


NOTE (3).—The List for each country is sent 
by telegraph to His Majesty's Representative 
in that country, who will notify British Consular 
Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply 
for information as to names on the List ; but 
firms in the United Kingdom with branches 
abroad are advised to furnish such branches 
with copies of the Statutory List. The Lists 
for all countries in Central and South America 
are ‘also telegraphed to His Majesty's Ambas- 
sador at Washington. 

The Foreign Trade Department is prepared 
on application to inquire of His Majesty's Repre- 
sentatives abroad for the names of substitutes 
for any firm on the Statutory List. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph 
he must undertake to pay the cost of the tele- 
graphic correspondence. A considerable amount 
of information is, however, already available 
at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is 
hoped that it may be possible in many cases - 
to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes 
in response to inquiries, without the necessity 
of referring the matter abroad. It would 
greatly facilitate the work of this Department 
if applicants in making inquiries would specify 
the particular trade, or trades, for which sub- 
stitutes are required.

GEORGE R.I. 


WHEREAS by section forty-three of the Customs 
Consolidation Act, 1876, it is provided that the 
importation of arms, ammunition, gunpowder 
or any other goods may be prohibited by Proc- 
lamation : 


And whereas it is expedient that the importa- 
tion into the United Kingdom of cocaine or of 
opium should be prohibited except as hereinafter 
provided : 

Now, therefure, We, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, in pursuance of the said 
Act, and of all other powers enabling Us in 
that behalf, do hereby proclaim, direct and 
ordain, as follows :— 

As from and after this date, subject as here- 
inafter provided, all cocaine and all opium shall 
be prohibited to be imported into the United 
kingdom : 


Provided always, and it is hereby declared, 
tht nothing in this Proclamation shall apply 
to cocaine or opium imported under the licence 
of one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, 
and in accordance with the provisions of such 
licence. 


The word “ cocaine ” includes all preparations, 
salts, derivatives, or admixtures prepared there- 
from or therewith and containing 0-1 per cent. 
(one part in a thousand) or more of the drug, 
orany solid or liquid extract of the coca leaf 
containing 0-1 per cent. or more of the drug. 


The word " opium " means raw opium, pow- 
dered or granulated opium, or opium prepared 
for smoking, and includes any solid or semi- 
solid mixture containing opium. 

The Cocaine and Opium (Prohibition of 
Import) Proclamation, 1916, is hereby revoked. 

This Proclamation may be cited as The Cocaine 
and Opium (Prohibition of Import) No. 2 Proc- 
lamation, 1916.

In my Circular despatch of the 30th of 
August last on the subject of the Imperial 
Institute I had the honour to invite vour atten- 
tion to the debates which took place in Parliament 
prior to the passing of the Imperial Institute 
(Management) Act, 1916. 


2. You will see that, on the occasion of the 
second reading of this measure in the House of 
Lords, Lord Islington, who has, as you are aware 
been elected Chairman of the Executive Council 
of the Institute, gave an assurance on behalf 
of His Majesty's Government that every oppor- 
tunity would be taken to bring responsible 


representatives of His Majesty's oversea domi- 
nions, when in this country, into the closest 
possible contact with the Imperial Institute, 
so that the Institute should have the full advant- 
age of their advice and council, and intimated 
that they would be invited to attend the mectings 
of the Council or Committees. 


3. I think it important that every eftort 
should be made to establish close personal touch 
with the Institute, in the manner suggested, 
not only by Colonial Governors, but also by those 
officers. of the various Colonial Governments 
who are especially engaged in work which is 
allied to that upon which the Imperial Institute is 
engaged. I refer particularly to the heads of 
the various Agricultural, Forestry, Mining, and 
other technical, scientific, or trade Departments. 

4. I have, therefore, to request that all such 
officers who may come to this country on leave 
of absence may be requested to take an early 
opportunity of placing themselves in touch with, 
and, when possible, of personally visiting, the 
Imperi; al Institute, with a view to a full discussion 
of those questions in which their Department 
and the Institute are mutually interested, and 
with a view also to the consideration of the 
possibility of fresh investigations and develop- 
ments. 
© 5. Itisalso desirable that all Colonial Governors 
and principal executive officers when they are 
on leave of absence in England should familiarise 
themselves with the work which is being done 
by the Institute and, if possible, attend any 
meetings at which matters specially affecting 
their respective Colonies are under consideration.

AN ORDINANCE 


REGULATING THE TENURE AND DISPOSAL OF 
LAND IN ROTUMA. 


[14th February, 1917.] 


BE it enacted by the Governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council as follows :— 


l. This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the snorrtme. 
Rotuma Lands Ordinance 1917. 


2. It shall not be lawful for any native or any body of tanos not to 

natives of Rotuma, save and except with the written Cer wm 
approval of the Resident Commissioner (to be exercised Consent or 
at his discretion, except as hereinafter mentioned), to sell, Ee 
ease, or in any way dispose of or deal with any land or 
any estate or interest therein in Rotuma ; and any sale, 
lease, disposition, agreement, or contract relating to any 
estate or interest in any such land made without the 
Written approval of the Resident Commissioner as afore- 
Said shall be deemed to be null, void, and of no effect. 
Provided that the Resident Commissioner shall not give 
his written approval as aforesaid unless he shall be satisfied 
that any such sale, lease, disposition, agreement, or con- 
tract as aforesaid is in accordance with the basis of land 
tenure amongst the natives of Rotuma as hereinafter 
specffied. And provided always that where one of the 
contracting parties is a non-native (other than the Govern- 
ment of the Colony), it shall not be lawful to grant to such 
non-native party any greater estate or interest in any 
land in Rotuma than a lease for twenty-one years. Any 
such lease shall be in the form contained in Schedule A 
to this Ordinance, and shall be made in duplicate. 
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3. For the purpose of satisfying himself that any such 
sale, lease, disposition, agreement, or contract as above- 
mentioned is in accordance with the basis of land tenure 
amongst the natives of Rotuma, it shall be lawful for the 
Resident Commissioner, by summons under his hand, 
to require the attendance of any person whose evidence 
may appear to him to be material to the issue, and to 
examine such person on oath respecting the right, title, 
or interest of any person or persons in the land in question 
or otherwise; and for so doing the Resident Commis- 
sioner shall have all the powers of the Resident Commis- 
sioner's Court for the Island of Rotuma. 

4. The basis of land tenure amongst the natives of 
Rotuma shall be deemed and is hereby declared to be the 
holding by the natives of Rotuma of their lands by family 
communities, according to ancient custom, the members 
of each family holding the land in undivided ownership, 
and the acknowledged head of the family being the “ Puré ” 
or overlord of the land ; and each family community shall 
be deemed capable of selling, leasing, or in any other way 
disposing of or dealing with any land or any estate or interest 
therein in Rotuma, so far as ancient custom shall allow. 
Provided that no individual member of any family com- 
munity shall be deemed to have, and it is hereby declared - 
that he has not, anv greater interest in any land the pro- 
perty of such family community than an interest for the 
term of his life. 


9. It shall not be lawful for a child adopted according to 
ancient custom to be considered as a member of the family 
adopting such child so far as having any interest in the 
family land is concerned, unless the person adopting such 
child shall be the last of the family community or sole 
owner of the land. 

6. The Resident Commissioner shall keep a book, to 
be called the Register of Native Land Dealings (hereinafter 
called the Register), in which a record of all dealings in 
land in Rotuma which may hereafter be effected with the 
written approval of the Resident Commissioner as afore- 
said shall be entered. Such Register shall be in such 
form as may from time to time be approved by the 
Governor. 

*. The parties concerned in. any such dealing or dealings 
in land as aforesaid shall apply to the Resident Com- 
missioner to have any such dealing or dealings as above- 
mentioned entered in the Register. 

8. Every dealing in land as aforesaid so entered in the 
Register shall, in the absence of fraud or mistake; be 
held to be conclusive as between the parties concerned 
in the same ` provided that in any case in which the parties. 
concerned are dissatisfied with any decision of the Resident 
Commissioner, the Resident Commissioner shall submit 
a report of the facts of the case, together with his observa- 
tions thereon and any notes of evidence and documents 
relating thereto, to the Governor, who may thereupon 
make such order as he shall think fit. l 

9. It shall be lawful for the members of the family. 
community, with the unanimous consent of such members, 
and subject to the approval of the Resident Commissioner, 
to divide among themselves any lands so held in community 
by them : provided that the lands so divided shall continue 


‘to remain lands belonging to the family community as 


aforesaid. The Resident Commissioner shall enter iu the 
Register a record of any such division. 


Rotuma Lands Ordinance 1917. 


10. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be held to affect 
any right, title, or interest of the Crown in, upon, or over 
any land in Rotuma, nor to prevent any native from 
dealing with any land as an absolute or limited owner, 
in the event of the Resident Commissioner being satisfied 
in the manner provided in section two of this Ordinance. 


ll. The fees set out in Schedule B to this Ordinance 
shall be payable to the Resident Commissioner in respect 
of the matters therein specified, and all such sums shall 
be paid by him into general revenue: provided always 
that the Rotuma Regulation Board may, from time to 
time, alter, vary, revoke, or add to any such fees. 

12. Any person who alienates or in any way disposes 
of or deals with land or any estate or interest therein 
without the written approval of the Resident Commissioner, 
and any person who is a party to any such transaction 
as aforesaid, shall be liable on conviction to a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five pounds, or, in default of payment, 
to imprisonment for any term not exceeding three months. 

183. The Rotuma Land Sales Registration Ordinance 
1885 is hereby repealed.

AT THE COURT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 
THE 16TH DAY or FEBRUARY, 1917. 


Present : 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


WHEREAS by an Order in Council dated the 11th 
day of March, 1915, His Majesty was pleased to 
direct certain measures to be taken against the 
commerce of the enemy ; 


And. whereas the German Government has 
now issued a memorandum declaring that from 
the Let February, 1917, all sea traffic will be 
prevented in certain zones thereat described 
adjacent to Great Britain and France and Italy, 
and that neutral ships will navigate the said 
zones at their own risks ; 


And whereas similar directions have been given 
by other enemy powers ; 


And whereas the orders embodied in the said 
memorandum are in flagrant contradiction with 
the rules of international law, the dictates of 


humanity and the treaty obligations of the 
enemy ; 

And wheteas such proceedings on the part of 
the enemy render it necessary for His Majesty 
to adopt further measures in order to maintain 
the efficiency of those previously taken to prevent 
commodities of any kind from reaching or leaving 
the enemy countries and for this purpose to subject 
to capture and condemnation vessels carrying 


goods with an enemy destination or of enemy 
origin unless they afford unto the forces of His 
Majesty and His Allies ample opportunities of 
examining their cargoes and also to subject such 
goods to condemnation, His Majesty is therefore 
pleased by and with the advice of His Privy 
Council to order and it is hereby ordered that the 
following directions shall be observed in respect 
of all vessels which sail from their ports of depar- 
ture after the date of this order:— — - 

(1) A vessel which is encountered at sea on’ 
her way to or from a port in any neutral 
country affording means of access to thc 
enemy territory without calling at a port 
in British or Allied territory shall until 
the contrary is established be deemed 
to be carrying goods with an enemy 
destination or of enemy origin, and shall 
be brought in for examination and if 
necessary for adjudication before the 
Prize Court ; 

(2) Any vessel carrying goods with an enemy 
destination or of enemy origin shall be 
liable to capture and condemnation in 
respect of the carriage of such goods: 
Provided that in the case of any vessel 
which calls at an appointed British or 
Allied port for the examination of her 
cargo no sentence of comtlemnation shall 
be pronounced in respect only of the 
carriage of goods of enemy origin or 

, destination and no such presumption 
as is laid down in article 1 shall arise ; 


(3) Goods which are found on the examina- 
tion of any vessel to be goods of enemy 
origin or of enemy destination shall be 
liable to condemnation ; 


(4) Nothing in this order shall be deemed to 
affect the liability of any vessel or foods 
to capture or condemnation independ- 
ently of this order ; 


(5) This order is supplemental to the Orders 
in Council of the 11th day of March, 
1915, and the 10th day of January, 1917, 
for restricting the commerce of the

Bv-LAWS REGULATING THE REMOVAL OF NIGHT 
SOIL, AND IMPOSING CHARGES FOR SUCH SER- 
VICE, MADE BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF 
SUVA UNDER SECTION 129 J (a) OF THE MUNI- 
CIPAL INSTITUTIONS ORDINANCE 1909 (AS 
AMENDED BY THE MUNICIPAL INSTITUTIONS 
AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 1916) AND SECTION 
131 OF THE MUNICIPAL INSTITUTIONS ORDI- 
NANCE 1909. . 

_ Interpretation. 
1. “ Night soil” means feces, urine, and matters 
mixed with them or either of them. 
“ Sanitary service " means the work of remov- 
ing and disposing of night soil. 
“ Pan " means the receptacle provided by the 
Council for the deposit of night soil. 


Estimate and Charge. 

2. In the months of December in each. year 
the Town Clerk shall prepare an estimate for 
the year commencing on the first day of January 
following of the cost of removal and disposal of 
night soil. The cost shall include administrative 
and clerical expenses, wages, plant, materials, 
and depreciation. The surplus or deficiency of 
any one year shall be deducted or added, as the 
case may be, to the estimate of the succeeding 
year, and the balance shall be calculated at a 
charge per pan for each removal and emptying. 


3. When approved by the Council the charge 
per pan shall be notified once during the months 
of December in each year in the Gazette and in 
a newspaper circulating within the Municipality 
aad shall be imposed by the Council as the 
Sanitary Charge during the vear to which the 
estimate refers. Provided that during the year 
1917 the Sanitary Charge to be imposed by the 
Council shall be sixpence (6d.) for each removal 
and emptying of each pan. 

4. Sanitary Charges shall be paid quarterly 
in advance during the months of January, 
April, July, and October in each year by the 
owner or occupier of the premises to which the 
sanitary service is rendered. 
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Notice of Service, discontinuance. 

5. Persons requiring the sanitary service shall 
notify the Town Clerk in writing. If the person 
liable to pay the Sanitary Charge for any premiges 
requires the service to be wholly or partly, 
temporarily or permanently discontinued to him 
at such premises he shall notify the Town Clerk 
in writing, otherwise the Sanitary Charge for the 
current quarter shall be paid by him. 


6. Upon receipt of such notice the Town Clerk 
shall refund or otherwise adjust any balance of 
charge paid for which services have not been 
rendered. 

Who may remove Night Soil. 

7. Night soil shall only be removed or disposed 
of by the Council's servants or contractors or 
the servants of such contractors or by any person 
whom the Council has authorised in writing so 
to do, and such authorisation may be revoked 
by the Council at any time. 


Penalty. 

8. Any person who shall offend against any 
of the provisions of the foregoing By-laws shall 
be liable on conviction to a penalty not exceeding 
ten pounds (£10). 


Suspending Clause. 
9. These By-laws shall come into force on the 
first day of April, 1917. 


Repeal. 

10. The Dyis made by the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Suva on the thirteenth day of February, 
1912, and confirmed by the Governor in Coun- 
cil on the first day of March, 1912, are hereby 
repealed.

The estimated revenue for 1917 will be reduced somewhat by the recent amendment of the 
law freeing schools from the operation of the “ General " and the “ Education " Rate. 


8. Sanitary Work.—The sanitary work of the town has worked as satisfactorily as possible. 

The work is now carried out mostly at night time and an improvement in general conditions is 
apparent. The sewerage installation has not as yet relieved the Council of as much as was expected. 
e growing native population within the town area will necessarily continue to make heavy 
demands upon the service. Recently the Council passed Regulations to better control the same 


Ge impose certain charges. The Regulations are now awaiting approval of the Governor in 
ounci]. 


A plant for disinfecting pans by steaming has been selected after consultation with the 
New South Wales Public Health Department and is now on order. 


The garbage of the town is removed daily and the work during the past twelve months 
has been carried out mostly before daylight, with improved results. l 

9. Lighting.—The lighting of the town has been carried on as hitherto (actevlene and 
Kerosene) with imperfect results. No improvement can be expected until the Council is allowed 
to instal electricity. The question has been very fully gone into during the year and towards 
the end of the year the services of an electrical expert, Mr. G. K. Dunbar from Sydney, were obtained 
and the whole question is now before the Secretary of State. 


10. Roads.—During the year the sum of £2,635 1s. 5d. was expended on the upkeep of roads. 
The cost of stables including wages, horse-feed, shocing, medicine, and green fodder was £600 6s. 8d. 
The abnormally wet weather from December, 1915, till June, 1916, caused much damage. For 
the whole year, 152 inches of rain fell in Suva, and, together with the fact of increasingly heavy 
traffic, is a matter that is giving my Council serious concern. Moreover, the position threatens 
to become acute, as the Secretary of State has prohibited for the duration of the war borrowing 
of any moneys under Ordinance 17 of 1915. 
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11. Marhets.— The native and fish markets have been taken over and a sum of £87 5s. 10d. 
was expended up to the end of the year on repairs and alterations. A further sum of £25 will, 
it is estimated, complete the alterations; a grant of £80 was received from the Government on the 
taking over of the buildings. Regulations for the better control of the markets have been made 
by the Council and duly approved by the Governor in Council. 

12. Victoria Park.—The work of levelling and filling in this Park is proceeding, although 
slowly. B* the end of the year the work should be completed. 

13. i: oreshore.—A notable improvement has been made in the foreshore; the grass lawn 
now running along the western side of the Parade junctioning with Cakobau Road is kept clean 
and well cut. The trees have been considerably cut and a more uniform growth is expected. 


14. Town Hall and Baths.—The Town Hall is in good condition and the necessary painting 
of the interior is being undertaken. The cost of sewerage connections is estimated at £310. The 
improvement of the baths is a work very much to be desired, but it is fe ared only slight expenditure 
will be possible during the current ycar.

THE attention of the public is drawn to the 
following sections of the Roads Consolidating 
Ordinance No. XXI of 1914, the contravention 
of which will render persons liable to prosecution. 


Part V I.—Injuries to Thoroughfares. 


Section 29 :— . 

(4) Makes or causes to be made any dam, 
ditch, drain or watercourse upon or 
across, or shall otherwise break up or 
injure the surface of any public road. 


Section 30 :— 

(1) Leads or drives any horse mule or pig 
or other animal from on or off or into 
any public road in such manner as to 
cause injury to the same or shall suffer 
any animal to damage the same. 

(2) Obstructs or causes to be obstructed the 
passage of water from a public road or 
from any ditch or drain leading there- 
from. 

(3) Being the owner or occupier of any land 
contiguous to a public road permits any 
water filth or other matter or thing to 
flow from such land into or upon the 
said public road or suffers any accumu- 
lation of dirt or rubbish from off his 
land to impede the flow of the water in 
any ditch or drain on such public road. 

(4) Hauls or draws upon any public road any 
timber, stone, or other thing otherwise 
than upon wheeled carriages or shall 
suffer any timber, stone, or other thing 
which shall be carried principally or in 
part upon wheeled carriages to drag 
or trail upon such public road to the 
damage thereof. 


Part VII.—Nuisances on Public Roads. 


Section 33 :— 

(1) (a) Turns or permits to be turned loose 
any poundable animal upon any public 
road ; or 

(b) Tethers or causes to be tethered any 
poundable animal in upon or next a 


public road so that such animal causes 
obstruction or inconvenience to the 
passers by unless such animal shall be 
so tethered during the time required 
for loading or unloading it or for the 
loading or unloading of any cart to ` 
which it may belong ; 


(2) Leads or drives any horse mule ox sheep 
goat or other animal on any public road 
without proper andesufficient assistance. 


Interpretation. 


Section 3.—In this Ordinance unless the con- 
text otherwise requires :— 

“ Public road " means any road street or 
thoroughfare proclaimed or which may 
hereafter be proclaimed by the Governor 
under section eleven of this Ordinance 
and includes all carriage ways cartways 
bridle tracks and pathways as well as 
all bridges drains dams embankments 
causeways fences and ditches belonging 
or appertaining to a public road and 
such waste land adjoining any public 
road as may be reserved for its protection 
or benefit by proclamation by the 
Governor under the same section of this 
Ordinance.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR IN COUN- 
CIL RELATING TO CUSTOMS CARRIERS' LICENCES 
BY VIRTUE OF THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 
123 OF THE CUSTOMS REGULATION ORDINANCE 
1881. 

Issue of Customs carriers! licences. 


1. Customs carriers’ licences may be issued 
by the Receiver-General in the form set out in 
Schedule I annexed to these Regulations. 


Customs carriers’ bond. 


2. A Customs carriers’ licence bond may be 
in the form set out in Schedule II annexed to 
these Regulations. 


Duration of licence. 


3. A Customs carriers’ licence shall expire on 
the 3lst day of December of the year of issue 
unless previously revoked. 


Mode of application for licence. 


4. Application for a Customs carriers’ Iftence 
shall be made to the Receiver-General in writing. 
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One licence may be issued in respect of all carriages, 
Cc, owned by one person. 


5. One licence may be issued in respect of all 
carriages, boats, or lighters owned by one person. 


Each carriage, &c., to have separate number. 


6. Each carriage, boat, or lighter must have 
a separate and consecutive number (for each 
port), which must be painted prominently thereon, 
together with the licencee’s name and the letters 
" H.M.C." to the satisfaction of the Collector 
of Customs. 


Number allotted to one carriage, &c., not to be 
placed on any other. 


7. The number allotted to any one carriage, 
boat, or lighter shall not be placed on any other 
carriage, boat, or lighter. E 


Bond to be entered into before issue of licence. 


8. Before a Customs carriers’ licence is issued 
the licencee shall enter into a bond with two 
sureties for a sum of not less than five hundred 
pounds sterling and with such additional security 
as the Receiver-General may deem necessary. 


Conditions of Customs carrier’s carriage licence. 


9. The conditions of the security for a Customs 
carrier's carriage licence shall be as follows :— 

(a) The licencee shall not use a carriage in 

-contravention of any Customs Ordinance 
or Regulation. ` 

(b) When the carriage is being used in the 
conveyance of goods subject to the con- 
trol of Customs, the driver of the carriage 
shall proceed to his destination as 
quickly and directly as possible, and 
shall hand over the goods to the proper 

" officer, together with any Customs 
documents handed to him in connection 
therewith. 

(c) The licencee shall be responsible for the 
duty (if any) on any deficiency between 
the quantity of goods loaded on, and 
that delivered from the carriage. 


Conditions of Customs carrier's boat or lighter 
licence. 

10. The conditions of the security for a Customs 
Corner e boat or lighter licence shall be as 
follows :— 

(a) The licencee shall not use a boat or 
lighter in contravention of any Customs 
Ordinance or Regulation. 

(b When being used in the conveyance of 
goods subject to the control of Customs, 
the boat or lighter shall be taken as 
quickly and directly as possible to the 
place appointed for the landing or dis- 
charging of the goods, and the person 
in charge of the boat or lighter shall 
hand over the goods intact to the proper 
officer together with any Customs docu- 
ments handed to him in connection 
therewith. . 

(c) All entrances to the hold shall be capable 
of being firmly secured ; and locks and 
fittings approved by the proper officer 
shall be supplied at the expense of the 
licencee. 

(d) The licencee of the boat or lighter shall 
be responsible for the duty (if any) on 
any deficiency between the quantity of 
goods loaded on, and that delivered 
from, the boat or lighter. 


Revocation of licence. 


11. If any licencee sells or loses his carriage, 
boat, or lighter, or it or they are rendered unfit 
for the purpose for which they are licensed, the 
licence shall be returned to the Collector of 
Customs, and shall be revoked if it is for that 
carriage, boat, or lighter only, or amended to 
exclude that carriage, boat, or lighter if more than 
one is included in the licence.

BY-LAWS REGULATING THE ESTABLISHMENT AND 
USE OF PUBLIC BATHING AND WASHING PLACES, 
MADE BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF SUVA 
UNDER SECTIONS 129 (b) AND 131 OF THE 
MUNICIPAL INSTITUTIONS ORDINANCE 1909. 


Interpretation. 
l. " Attendant " means the person appointed 
by the Council to sell or collect tickets 
and to supervise and attend to the baths. 


" Baths" means any place or places con- 
structed enclosed or set aside for pub - 
lic bathing and controlled by the Council 
and includes all dressing rooms con- 
veniences spaces fittings water and 
water races used in connection therewith. 

“ Council " means the Municipal Council of 
the Town of Suva. 

“ Mixed bathing ” means bathing in the same 
baths by both sexes at the same time. 


Bathing hours. 
2. The following shall be the hours for bathing 
in the baths :— 
On Sundays :— 
Females, daylight till 10 a.m. 
Males, 10 a.m. till 10 p.m. 


On Week Days :— 
Females, 8 a.m. till noon; 6 p.m. till 
9.30 p.m. 
Males, daylight till 8 a.m.; noon till 


6 p.m. ; 9.30 p.m. till 10.30 p.m. 
Excepting that on Wednesday night mixed bath- 
ing shall be permitted from 6 p.m. till 10.30 p.m. 
provided that no intercolonial or over-seas 
steamer is in port.

4. Classes for swimming lessons consisting of 
bona fide pupils of any school will be admitted 
free if accompanied by teachers able to swim. 
Each class shall be admitted for one hour twice 
weekly at times and under arrangements to be 
communicated by the Head Teacher of the school 
to and approved by the Town Clerk. 

The Boy Scouts if accompanied by the Scout 
Master shall also be admitted free for one hour 
weckly under arrangements approved by the 
Town Clerk. 

Nuisances and general provisions. 

9. During the hours for mixed bathing no 
female under the age of 18 years shall be admitted 
to the baths unless accompanied by a chaperon. 


6. Children under 6 years of age will be ad- 
mitted to the baths during daylight only and 
must be accompanied by a person over the age 
of 17 years. 

7. No person shall bathe in the baths without 
being clad in a proper bathing costume which 
covers the body from neck to knee. 

8. No person shall enter the baths while 
suffering from any infectious contagious or 
offensive disease or skin complaint. 

9. No person shall allow his dog to enter the 
baths. 

10. No person shall use offensive insulting 
or indecent language or gestures or behave in 
a disorderly manner in the baths. 

11. No person shall enter the baths while 
intoxicated or introduce or drink any intoxi- 
cating liquor therein. 
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12. No person shall loiter in the baths or 
obstruct or inconvenience any person or official 
therein. | 

13. No person shall wilfully foul or pollute the 
baths or water or throw or deposit any glass 
refuse rubbish or fruit skins therein. 

14. No person shall enter the baths during the 
hours set aside for the opposite sex, or during the 
hours for mixed bathing enter any compartment 
or place set aside for the exclusive use of the 
Opposite sex, or intrude into any compartment 
after being informed by the attendant that the 
compartment is already occupied by a reasonable 
number of persons. 

15. No person shall deface damage or write 
on any part of the baths. 

Penalty. 

16. Any person who shall offend against any 
of the foregoing By-laws shall be liable on con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding five pounds 
(£5). 

Suspending clause. 

17. These By-laws shall come into operation 

on the first day of April, 1917.

18. The By-laws made by the Town Board of 
Suva and passed by the Governor in Council on 
the 17th day of November, 1893, and the By-laws 
made by the Town Board of Suva and read a 
third time and passed on the 9th day of May, 1896, 
by the said Board are hereby repealed.

NOTICE TO SHIPPERS AND SHIPOWNERS RE- 
SPECTING MANIFESTS AND BILLS or LADING. 


The attention of Shippers and Shipowners and 
the trading community generally is drawn to the 
fact that in time of war the practice of shipping 
goods with Bills of Lading made out “ to order ” 
(made illegal by section 4 of the Customs (War 
Powers) Act, 1915, in the case of goods shipped 
from the United Kingdom under licence) is very 
undesirable in respect of any goods exported from 
any part of the British Empire. Shippers of 
goods not requiring licences are therefore advised 
not to make out Bills of Lading “to order,” 
but only 

(a) to a named consignee, or 
(b) to a bank or financial house of high 
standing, with the remark in the margin 
of the Bill of Lading “ Notify ADR. 
“A.B.” being the name of the person 
or firm for whom the goods are ulti- 
mately destined. 
Goods shipped to Holland should be consigned 
to the Netherlands Oversca Trust. 


It is essential during the war that, in the case ` 


of all goods, whether shipped under licence or not, 
British ships should have on board throughout 
the voyage a full manifest of cargo and all the 
Bills of Lading, or certified copies of the Bills 
of Lading. 


Unless these requirements are complied with, 
there will be a risk that the ships will be stopped 
and diverted by HAL Ships or the War Vessels 
of the Allied Nations, in order to permit of full 
examination of the cargo, and ascertainment of its 
destination. 


In the case of British ships that will touch 
at ports in countries contiguous to enemy terri- 
tory, compliance with these requirements is of 
special importance and serious delay may result 
to ship and cargo in such cases if all ship's papers 
are not on board and in order. 


This Notice supersedes the announcement made 
bv the Board of Trade on August 19th, 1915 (see 
“ Board of Trade Journal" of 26th August, 
1915. pp. 594-5), but in no way affects the 
requirement of section 4 of the Customs (War 
Powers) Act, 1915, in regard to licensed goods.

Traffic of persons on wharf. 


1. When a, vessel is being. berthed. at, or. is . 
being removed from, a Government wharf, it 
shall be lawful for any member of the Fiji Con- 
stabulary to direct any person, not being a public 
officer on duty, to refrain from entering on any 
part of such wharf or to direct auy such person on.. 
any part of such wharf to remove to some.other 
part of such wharf or to leave such wharf, and 
any such person shall forthwith comply with 
any such direction as aforesaid. 


Discharging or loading of vessels. 


2. The master of any vessel berthed at any 
Government wharf shal] cause the discharge 


U 
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or loading of such vessel to be commenced and 
continued till completed, by working at such 
hours as the Collector of Customs shall direct. 


Goods discharged or laden to be properly slung. 


3. Every master of a vessel shall be responsible 
for the proper slinging of all goods discharged on, 
or laden from, any Government wharf, and for 
any damage that may occur either from the 
breakage of slings or from the goods being 
improperly slung. | | 


Placing of goods on wharf. 


4. All goods landed on any Government wharf 
or brought there for shipment shall be placed as 
the Collector of Customs may direct, and so as 
to keep all mooring posts or rings free, all rails 
or tramways clear, and so as not to interfere with 
the free use of the wharf. 


Goods left on wharf. 


5. No goods shall be left on any Government 
wharf for a longer period than twenty-four hours, 
without permission from the Collector of Customs, 


and the Collector of Customs may, when in his. 


opinion the public convenience requires it, at 
any time during or after the expiration of such 
period, cause any goods to be removed from such 
wharf to any place he may think proper, at the 
expense and risk of the owner or his agent, or 
the person in charge of such goods. 


Dangerous or inflammable goods. 


6. All goods of a dangerous or inflammable 
character shall be removed by the owner thereof 
immediately after being landed on any Govern- 
ment wharf, and, if the owner of any such goods 
fails to do so, he shall be held responsible for any 
accident, damage, or loss that may result from 
such failure, in addition to any penalty which 
he may incur under the provisions of' these 
Regulations. IEEE 


Rubbish to be removed from wharf. 


7. Before any ‘vessel is removed from any 
Government wharf the master of such vessel 
shall cause all dirt or rubbish to be thoroughly 
cleared from that portion of the said wharf 
opposite to the berth occupied by such vessel, 
and such dirt or rubbish shall be deposited at 
such places as may be appointed by the Harbour 
Master. 


Vessels moored at steps or landing places. 


8. No person shall make fast any vessel to any 
steps or landing-place for passengers, or so near 
thereto as to obstruct the approach of other 
vessels, or allow such vessel to lie longer alongside 
than required for landing passengers. 


Penalty. 


H Any infraction of any of these Regulations 


shall be punished by fine not exceeding five pounds 
or in default by imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding three months. 


Repeal.

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS AND EXPORTERS. 


Precautions to be taken against Trading with the 
Enemy. 


The following announcement is issued by the 
Bo 


l.. The attention of importers and exporters 
is directed to the provisions of His Majesty's 
Proclamation dated the 9th September, 1914, 
relating to Trading with the Enemy. By para- 
graph 5 (7) of this Proclamation, all persons 
resident, carrying on business, or being in His 
Majesty's Dominions are warned “ not directly 
or indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit 
of, or obtain from, an enemy country or an enemy, 
any goods, wares, or merchandise ; nor,directly 
or indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit 
of, or obtain from, any person, any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, for or by way of transmission to 
or from an enemy country or an enemy; nor 
directly or indirectly to trade-in or carry any 
goods, wares, or merchandise destined for or 
coming from an enemy ‘country or an enemy." 
It is further provided by paragraph 3 that the 
expression ‘‘ enemy " in the Proclamation means 
"any person or body of persons of whatever 
nationality resident or carrying on business in 
the enemy country, but does not include persons 
of cnemy nationality who are neither resident nor 
carrying on business in the enemy country." 
By the Proclamation of 16th February, 1915, 


the prohibitions in the above-mentioned Proc- 


lamation of 9th September, 1914, are extended 
so as to apply to territory in the effective military 
occupation of an cnemy'as they apply to an ey, 
country. 


2. Under the Trading with the Enemy (Exten- 
sion of Powers) Act, 1915, power is taken to 
prohibit trade with firms of cnemy nationality 
or association in non- enemy countries. Statu- 
tory Lists of such firms in foreign countiies, 
with whom all dealings by persons resident or 
carrying on business in this country are pro- 
hibited, are drawn up from time to time by the 
Foreign. Trade Department, Lancaster House, 
St. James, London, S.W., to which Department 
enquiries on ‘the subject , should. be addressed, ‘as 
‘also should enquirics relating to the firms in China 
and Siam, Pérsia, Morocco, Liberia, and Portu- 
Africa, with whom: trading ` is pro- 
hibited by th: Proclamations of 25th June, 1915, 
and 10th November, 1915, and the-firms in China, 


Siam and Liberia to whom alone..goods;may be 


consigned under the Proclamations of 24th 
September, 1915, and. 26th. April, 1916. 

3. With a view to preventing breaches of the 
foregoing, importcrs are required, in certain cases, 
as indicated below, 'to produce Certificates of 
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Origin and Interest or Certificates of Interest 
issued by His Majesty's Consular Officers, and 
exporters to make Declarations of the Ultimate 
Destination of their goods as set out in the 
following paragraph. | 


Exports [rom the United Kingdom. 


4. Declarations of the Ultimate Destination 
of goods exported to any foreign place in Europe 
or on the Mediterranean Sea (with the exception 
of those situated in Russia and France) or to 
Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, China, Colombia, 
Cuba, Ecuador, Fernando Po, Japan, Liberia, 
Morocco, Netherlands East Indies, Paraguay, 
Persia, Peru, Philippine Islands, Porto Rico, 
Portuguese East Africa, Portuguese Guinea, 
Portuguese West Africa, Rio Muni, Siam, Tripoli, 
the United States, Uruguay or Venezuela are, 
in view of the provisions of section 1 (1) of the 
Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, 1915, required 
to be made to the Collectors or other proper 
Officers of Customs and Excise, in accordance 
with the Customs Order issued under section 139 
of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, as 
extended by section 2 of the Customs (War 
Powers) Act, 1915. The exporter may be 
called upon to produce evidence that the goods 
have not reached an enemy or an enemy country, 
and if he fails to do so he is liable to a penalty 
of treble the value of the goods, or £100, unless 
he proves that the goods reached the enemy or 
enemy country without his consent or connivance 
and that he took all reasonable steps to secure 
that the ultimate destination of the goods should 
be the person or country mentioned in the 
declaration. 


Enquines regarding the guarantees and 
methods of consignment requisite in the case 
of goods of kinds the exportation of which is not 
prohibited or restricted should be addressed to 
the Secretary, Customs House, E.C. Enquiries 
relating. to the regulations as to the shipment 
and consignment of goods of kinds the exporta- 
tion of which ts prohibited or restricted, and as 
to the special forms of guarantee to be obtained 
from proposed consignees, in Holland, Scandina- 
via, and Switzerland, should be made of the 
Secretary, War Trade Department, 4, Central 
Buildings, Westminster, S.W. 


9. Attention is drawn to the fact that in time 
of war the practice of shipping goods with Bills 
of Lading made out "to order " (made illegal 
by section 4 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 
1915, in the case of goods shipped from the United 
Kingdom under licence), is very undesirable in 
respect of any goods exported from any part of 
the British Empire. Shippers of goods not 


requiring licences are therefore advised not to: 


make out Bills of Lading '' to order " but only 
(a) to a named consignee, or (b) to a bank or 
financial house of high standing with the remark 
in,the margin of the Bill of Lading “ Notify 
A.B.,".' A.B," being the name of the person 
or firm for whom the goods are ultimately 
destined. Goods shipped, to the Netherlands 
. Should be consigned to the Netherlands Oversea 
Trust. 


Imports into the United Kingdom. 


6. All goods, excepting Meat, Petroleum Pro- 
ducts and Sugar, imported from the countries 
marked “ A ” below must be accompanied by 
Certificates of Interest. These certificates will 
be, issued by. His Majesty’s Consular Officers, 
who will require documentary evidence that no 


enemy or person with whom trade is for the time 
being prohibited (e.g., persons on the Statutory 
List) has any interest in the goods. 


"A" :—Abyssinia, Argentina, Azores, Boli- 
via, Brazil, Canary Islands, Cape 
Verde Islands, Chile, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Danish West 
Indies, Dominican Republic, Ecua- 
dor, Greece, Guatemala, Honduras, 
Liberia, Madeira, Mexico, Morocco 
(excluding Spanish Morocco), Mus- 
cat, Netherlands East and West 
Indies, Nicaragua, Panama, Para- 
guay, Persia, Peru, Philippine Is- 
lands, Portuguese East and West 
Africa, San Salvador, Spain, Span- 
ish West Africa, Uruguay, and 
Venezuela. 


In the case of imports from the countries 
marked “B” below, Certificates of Origin and 
Interest will be required. 


"B':—Norway, Sweden, Denmark, the 


Netherlands, and Switzerland. 


In the case of the five countries marked '' B," 
the following goods need not be accompanied by 
Certificates of Origin and Interest, namely :—

Postal parcels sent from Norway for the use 
of Norwegian seamen in the United 
Kingdom. | 

Goods imported from Iceland or the Faroe 
Islands either directly or on a through 
Bill of Lading via Denmark. 

Goods addressed to Government Depart- 
ments. 
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The goods specified on à Certificate of Interest 
or Certificate of Origin and Interest must be 
shipped from the country of origin within the 
period stated on the certificate, which will in no 
case exceed two months. It is not necessary 
that the goods shall have arrived at their ultimate 
destination within the period specified. The onus 
of proving that the goods were shipped within 
the period required will if necessary rest in cases 
of doubt with the importer of the goods. 


Certificates of Interest and Certificates of 
Origin and Interest are not required for goods 
transhipped in the United Kingdom, but shippers 
are advised to procure them in their own interest 
in order to prevent possible delay. 


7. Any goods, wares, or merchandise imported 


from the foreign countries specified in paragraph . 


6, except as provided in that paragraph, unac- 
companied by Certificates of Interest or Certi- 
ficates of Origin and Interest as the case may 
require, will be detained by the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise until the requisite certi- 
ficates are produced. The Commissioners are, 
however, authorised in such cases, and at their 
discretion, to allow delivery of the goods on the 
security of a deposit or of a bond to the amount 
of three times the value of the goods with a view 
to the production of the necessary certificates 
within a prescribed period, provided that they 
sce no reason for suspecting that the goods 
emanate from enemy territory or that an enemy 
or a person with whom trade is prohibited has 
an interest in the goods. In similar circum- 
stances, perishable goods may be handed over to 
brokers to whom they are consigned for sale on 
an undertaking being given to render an account 
of the sale and to pay over the proceeds less 
brokerage charges. If the necessary certificate 
is received within the statutory period mentioned 
in the notice of seizure the proceeds paid over 
may be returned. 


8. Importers are warned that they are under 
an obligation to take all necessary steps to satisfy 
themselves that goods they propose to import 
are not of enemy origin, and that no enemy or 
person with whom trade is prohibited has any 
interest in the goods. Failing evidence that they 
have done so, the goods, should they prove as a 
result of examination on arrival to be of enemy 
origin, or should it be found that an enemy or a 
person with whom trade is prohibited has an 
interest in them, will be liable to seizure even 
though accompanied by Consular Certificates of 
Interest or of Origin and Interest. Importers 
who are offered goods (especially goods hitherto 
mainly derived from enemy countries) by firms 
abroad respecting which they have insufficient 
information, are strongly advised to defer pay- 
ment until.the goods are delivered, and to make 
it a condition of payment that the goods are not 
only accompanied by Certificates of Interest 
or Certificates of Origin and Interest as the case 
may require, in proper form, but are passed on 
arrival by the Customs authorities of the United 
Kingdom. 


Caution. 


9. The Board of Trade direct the particular 
attention of all manufacturers and traders con- 
cerned to the need for scrupulous care in the trans- 
action of their business abroad, in view of the 
act that some traders in some neutral countries 
are making themselves agents for tlie supply of 
goods to and from enemy countries. Especial 
care should be taken in opening new accounts 


in neutral countries, and in relation to any orders 
or enquiries of an abnormal character. British 
traders should keep themselves informed of all 
additions to the Statutory Lists referred to in 
paragraph 2 above, and it is advisable for them 
to make arrangements, either directly or 
through any bookseller, with H.M. Stationery 
Office, or (in Ireland) with E. Ponsonby, 
Ltd., 116, Grafton Street, Dublin, to be fur- 
nished with "The Trading with the Enemy 
(Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3," 
and all subsequent additions to the List made by 
Orders of Council. These lists are also published 
in the ' Board of Trade Journal" and the 
" London Gazette." Even when the name of a 
particular firm abroad docs not appear in the 
Statutory List, business should be suspended, 
in any case of doubt, pending reference to the 
War Trade Intelligence Department, Tothill 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W., as regards 
firms in European countries to whom tt is proposed 
to export, and to the Foreign Trade Department, 
Lancaster House, St. James, London, S.W., in all 
other cases. It is inadvisable that any new 
accounts should be opened by any Bnitish trader 
in neutral countries, during the war, without the 
fullest enquiries as to the character of the business 
proposed to him. The Proclamations relating 
to trading with the enemy cover indirect trading 
with the enemy through neutral agents, and care- 
lessness in transacting neutral business may 
involve traders in the severe penalties attaching 
to trading with the enemy.

MEMORANDUM ON THE SUBJECT OF THE PRO- 
CEDURE TO BE FOLLOWED IN REGARD TO 
REQUISITIONS FOR STATIONERY AND STORES. 


Indents for Stationery. 


l. The Government Printer will indent for 
the necessary stocks of Stationery in sufficient 
time and in sufficient quantity to ensure that 
reasonable supplies for public departments are 
available. 

Requisitions for Stationery. 


2. Departments will requisition on the Govern- 
ment Printer once in each quarter for stationery 
required. Requisitions should reach the Printing 
Office at the beginning of the month prior to the 
commencement of the quarter, viz.: in March, 
June, September, and December, so that the 
necessary supplies may be made up in time to 
reach Departments at the commencement of 
each quarter. 

Scrutiny of Requisitions. 

3. Should the Government Printer consider 
that the supply of stationery ordered by any 
Department is excessive, or should he be unable 
to supply any article ordered, he will communicate 
without delay with the Colonial Secretary, giving 
his reasons for what he considers to be an exces- 
sive demand or for his inability to meet the order, 
so that he may be instructed as to what action 
is to be taken. 


Customs Entries for Stores—Passing of. 


4. It is the duty of the Public Works Depart- 
ment (Stores Branch) to pass Customs entries 
for all goods that arrive for Departments, except 
the Harbour Works and Medical Department, 
invoices, bills of lading, &c., for which will be 
sent to the District Engineer, Suva; to see that 
goods arrive and that the packages are in good 
order ; and, if they do not arrive or are not in 
good order, to report the fact at once to the 
Colonial Secretary, so that necessary action may 
be taken. So soon as it has been ascertained 
that the goods have arrived and that they are 
in good order, delivery will be taken and the 
goods forwarded to the Department concerned 
or arrangements made with the Department 
to take delivery. The officer authorised to 
pass Customs entries will inspect all inward 
manifests and take all other possible steps to 
ensure that goods intended for Departments are 
dealt with promptly on arrival. Should any 
goods arrive for which invoices and shipping 
documents have not beeen received the matter 
should be at once reported to the Head of the 
Department concerned. 


Requisitions for Stores to be purchased locally from 
Contractors. 


5. Requisitions for stores to be purchased from 


Government Contractors will be prepared in 
duplicate and forwarded, through the Head of 
the Department concerned, to the District 
Engineer (Stores Branch) Suva. The requi- 
sitions, except in cases of urgency, should reach 
the Stores Branch in the third week of each month 
and should be for articles required for the follow- 
ing month. Requisitions, not being of an urgent 
nature, received at any other time will be liable 
to be held over until the proper date. The 
District Engineer will cause such particulars as 
may be necessary in connection with tenders for 
supplies to be recorded in a register. The 
requisitions will then be transmitted, in duplicate, 
to the Contractors. | 


Examination of Stores. 


6. The examination officer in the Stores Branch 
of the District Engineer's Office will examine 
all stores obtained on requisition from Contractors 
and will see that the goods supplied are in accord- 
ance with the requisition. He will check all 
weights and quantities and will satisfy himself 
that the goods are according to approved samples, 
if any, or otherwise in accordance with the terms 
of the contract. 


Delivery of goods. 


7. In the case of articles requisitioned for by 
Departments in Suva, the Contractors will supply 
the articles direct to the requisitioning officer 
after the articles have been passed by the examining 
officer of the Stores Branch. In the case of stores 
for places outside Suva, the examination officer, 
after passing the articles, will see that they are 
properly packed in his presence and despatched. 
The Contractors will forward the shipping receipt 
to the officer to whom the goods are consigned. 
After despatch of the goods, the Contractors 
should attach to their voucher one copy of the 
requisition, and should send these documents 
to the Department concerned so that the voucher 
may be forwarded to the Treasury for payment. 


Goods to be checked by receiving officer. 


8. Upon receipt of any article from the Con- 
tractor, the receiving officer will immediately 
check the articles and report any cause for 
complaint. 


Goods obtained from Contractors in Levuka. 


9. In the case of goods to be obtained from the 
Contractors in Levuka, requisitions should be 
sent direct to the Contractors by the requi- 
sitioning officer in Levuka, who will be respon- 
sible for the inspection of stores before accepting 
delivery. In the case of stores requisitioned 
for the Leper Asylum, inspection before delivery 
must be made by the European officer in charge 
of the Station launch, and that officer will be 


responsible for the correct delivery of the goods 


at Makogai. In the case of stores requisitioned 
for Rotuma, the inspection before delivery bv 
the Contractors must be made by the Harbour 
Master of Levuka. ` 


Previous instructions cancelled and replaced. 

10. The instructions contained in the Memo- 
randum approved by the Governor on the 12th 
November, 1914, are cancelled and replaced by 
the present instructions.

STEAM BOILERS AND PRIME MOVERS. 

RULES RELATING TO THE INSPECTION OF STEAM 
BoILERS AND PRIME MOVERS, MADE BY 
THE GOVERNOR IN COUNCIL UNDER SECTION 
12 OF THE STEAM BOILERS ORDINANCE 1915 
THIS 25TH DAY OF APRIL, 1917. 


Inspection of Steam Boilers and Prime Movers. 


1. Every steam boiler shall be inspected at 
least once in every twelve months, and the 
owner of every such steam boiler shall cause the 
same to be thoroughly opened up for such in- 
spection and all flues and other parts to be 
thoroughly cleaned. He shall also cause all 
bridges and bars to be taken out, so that access 
may be had to every part of the boiler. 


2. Whenever deemed to be necessary bv a 
Licensed Inspector, owners shall cause boilers 
to be stripped of all lagging and casing for the 
purpose of examination, and, in boilers difficult 
of access, tubes and stays shall be removed 
by the owners so as to make the inspection of 
the shell possible. 


3. All prime movers shall be inspected in all 
their parts at least once in every twelve months. 


4. For the purposes of inspection the owner 
of every prime mover shall have all the bearings 
opened up. All spur and fly wheels and shafts 
and other parts in connection with such prime 
mover shall be thoroughly cleaned by the owner 
and put in a fit condition for proper examination. 


5. Such inspection shall take place at such 
times as may be convenient to the owner of 
the said boiler or prime mover, as the case may 
be. 

How tested. 


6. All boilers shall be tested by hydraulic 
pressure at such intervals and at such pressures 
as a Licensed Inspector shall deem advisable. 
All boilers which cannot be properly inspected 
internally shall be subjected to the hydraulic 
test once in every twelve months. | 


7. All machinery and apparatus necessary for 
carrving out the above tests shall be supplied 
by the owner of the plant. 


8. No Licensed Inspector shall inspect any 
boiler which has not cooled down to the normal 
temperature, and which has not all the mudhole 
and manhole doors taken off, and the boiler put 
in a proper state by the owner for a thorough 
inspection. | 

Steam pressure. 
9. Upon the annual inspection of all steam 


boilers in the Colony, as provided for in Rule 1, 
the maximum working pressure of steam to be 


allowed to every such boiler shall be determined 
by a Licensed Inspector at such a figure as, in 
his opinion, will provide a reasonable margin 
of safety, and such maximum pressure shall be 
stated in any certificate issued to any owner 
under Rule 12. 


Inspection fees. 


10. The fee to be paid for inspection shall 
be as follows :—

Each boiler 2.2 0 
Each prime mover 1 1 0 
Each locomotive 2 2 0 


Provided that the Governor may authorise the 
payment of an annual lump sum in commutation 
of the fees specified above in cases in which an 
Inspector is required to issue licences in respect 
of a number of boilers and prime movers at one 
and the same factory or mill the property of the 
same owner. mE 


Qualification for office of Licensed Inspector. 


11. Any Inspector appointed under the Steam 
Boilers Ordinance 1915 shall be a corporate 
member of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
or of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, 
or hold a diploma recognised by such Institutions, 
or hold a First Class Board of Trade Certificate. . 
Provided that the Governor may, at his discretion, 
licence, temporarily, as Inspectors for any specified 
period persons who, in the opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Works, are qualified by experience 
to carry out the duties of Inspectors even though 
they do not possess the qualifications specified 
in this Rule. 

Issue of certificate. 


12. Subject to all the conditions prescribed by 
these Rules a Licensed Inspector may issue to 
the owner of any steam boiler or prime mover 
a certificate under section 6 of the Steam Boilers 
Ordinance 1915. Provided that, if any repairs 
to the boiler or prime mover should be effected 
during the currency of the said certificate, the 
owner or owners thereof shall immediately 
report the same in writing to the Inspector who 
may suspend the certificate, if he sees fit so to do, 
and make a fresh examination of the boiler or 
prime mover. 


Penalty. 


13. Any owner not complying with any of the 
provisions of these Rules shall be deemed to 
have committed an offence and shall be liable 
on conviction to a penalty not exceeding ten 
pounds for each such offence. 


Repeal. 


14. The Rules made by the Governor in 
Council on the thirteenth day of December, 1915, 
are hereby repealed.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR IN 
COUNCIL ON THE Ist Day oF May, 1917, UNDER 
SECTION 69 OF ORDINANCE XXVIII or 1911. 


Cases of suspected Ankylostomiasis (Hookworm) 
to be reported. 

1. When there is reason to suspect that any 
person is suffering from Ankylostomiasis, the 
person in charge of the house or other premises 
in which the person so suspected then is shall 
immediately report the fact to the Medical Officer 
of Health or to the Ankylostomiasis Officer, if 
there be one in the district. 


Duty of the Medical Officer of Health or Anhv- 
lostomiasis Officer on report of a case of Anky- 
lostomiasis. 

—(1) The Medical Officer of Health or the 
Ankylostomiasis Officer (as the case may be) 
shall, as soon as possible after receipt of such 
report, examine the person who is suspected to 
be suffering from Ankylostomiasis, and may also 
examine all other persons who are found upon 
the premises. 

(2) After such examination as aforesaid the 
Medical Officer of Health may either— 

(a) report the case to the Ankylostomiasis 
Officer ; or 

(b) order the patient for such treatment as 
he shall consider advisable, which shall 
include all methods of clinical examina- 
tion, the attendance at a local hospital 
if so directed, either as an in-patient or 
as an out-patient, the attendance at 
the office or dispensary of the District 
Medical Officer of the district, or the 
removal to the Colonial Hospital or any 
other hospital. 

(c) After such examination as aforesaid the 
Ankylostomiasis Officer may deal with 
the patient in the manner set out in 
subsection (b) of this subsection. 

Discharge from hospital. 

3. No person sent to a hospital shall leave 
the hospital or be discharged therefrom without 
the permission of the Medical Officer in charge 
of the hospital. 

Penalty. 

4. Any person who, by any act or default, 
commits a breach of any of these Regulations 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding £100, 
or to imprisonment with or without hard labour 
for any period not exceeding six months. _

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR IN COUN- 
CIL UNDER SECTION 3 OF ORDINANCE IX or 
1912 THIS FIFTH DAY OF May, 1917. 


Amendment of Regulation 7 of the principal 
Regulations. 


1. Regulation seven of the Regulations made 
by the Governor in Council under section 3 of 
Ordinance IX of 1912 on the seventh day of 
January, 1916 (hereinafter referred to as thc 
principal Regulations) is hereby repealed and 
replaced as follows :— S 


Speed. 


'" 7. The speed at which a heavy motor 
“ vehicle is driven on any public road shall

CIRCULAR. | 
EMPIRE DAY, 24TH MAY, 1917. 

I AM instructed to convey to the Managers, 
Head Teachers, and Teachers in the Schools 
of the Colony a message from His Excellency 
the Governor in view of the near approach of 
Empire Day. It is His Excellency's desire 
that the day be observed in a fitting manner 
in all schools. 


In past years it has been possible to arrange 
for festive gatherings of school children and their 
parents, but it is not expedient to hold gatherings 
of such a nature at a time when the Empire 
is engaged in a struggle for the defence of its 
liberties and the rights of smaller nations. The 
importance of the day and the ideals of which 
it is intended to be an expression should be 
brought, however, clearly before the minds of 
the children. 


Teachers should explain to their pupils, in a 
manner suited to their age, the greatness of the 
privileges which they enjoy as subjects of the 
British Empire. It may have been difficult 
in the past to explain to young people what in 
peaceful times is more or less of an abstraction, 


but the war has made it possible to show in 
concrete terms not only the security which as 
British subjects they enjoy, but the responsi- 
bilities and duties which fall to each and every 
one in defence of that security. While it is the 
part of grown up people to fight and to work, 
it is for the young to prepare themselves to play 
a worthy part in upholding. the Empire's tradi- 
tions and those principles which we are fighting 
to uphold and which alone can make an Empire 
great. It is for them to cultivate the virtues 
of industry, obedience, reverence, self-control, 
and an unselfish regard for the nghts and the 
needs of others, and it is in the humblest tasks 
and duties of every day that the opportunity 
lies for the practice of those virtues. 


They should be encouraged to take a proper 
pride in the part which their own land has played 
in the great struggle; but, in all that is said. 
care should be taken not to arouse in sensitivc 
minds a feeling of hatred for those who are our 
enemies and it is not fitting at such a time and 
to an audience of children to dwell upon the crimes 
of which they have been guilty. 


In schools in which it is known, the song 
“ Flag of Britain " should be sung, along with 
any other suitable patriotic songs which the 
pupils may know. At schools which possess 
a Union Jack, the flag should be flown. Patri- 
otic exercises should conclude with the singing 
of the National Anthem. 


Managers and Head Teachers are invited to 
send to the Superintendent of Schools any report 
they may desire to make on the observance of 
the day in their schools.

The movements, whereabouts, cargo. or 
employment (whether past, present, or 
future) of any seagoing ship other than 
one exclusively engaged in the inter- 
insular trade of the Colony, or any 
information as to any such ship which 
if known to the enemv might be a source 
of danger to that ship or might other- 
wise be of use to the enemy. 


That part of the Publications Control Proc-

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR GOVERNMENT AND ASSISTED PRIMARY SCHOOLS 
MADE UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF SECTIONS 5 AND 6 OF THE EDUCATION ORDI- 


ANCE 1916. 


A.—GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS. 
I.—TEACHERS. 


1. All appointments and promotions of teachers in Government Primary 
Schools shall be made by the Governor, and all teachers shall be subject to the 
Colonial Regulations for the time being in force in respect of tenure of office, 
salaries, leave of absence, and discipline. 


2. Teachers must possess the certificates of competency required by these 
Regulations, and they shall receive such salaries as the Governor, with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council, shall determine. | 


: 8. The number of teachers to be appointed to any Government Primary 
School shall be fixed by the Governor on the recommendation of the Superintendent 
of Schools. 


4. No teacher who is emploved under these Regulations shall engage in 
any business or occupation that will interfere with the proper performance of 
his duties as a teacher. 


9. The Head Teacher shall be responsible for the organisation and adminis- 
tration of the school and for the discipline of the pupils. He shall send to the 
Superintendent of Schools, at stated times, all returns required of him and shall 
conform to all instructions issued to him by the Superintendent of Schools. 


6. The Head Teacher shall keep the following registers and records :— 

(1) An Attendance Register. 

(2) An Admission Register. 

(3) A Log Book, in which shall be recorded any event of importance 
connected with the school or any event to which reference at any 
future time may be necessary ; the unavoidable closing of the school ; 
the grant of special holidays; changes among teachers ` notes 
on condition of school buildings, &c.; receipt of circulars and 
instructions ; and visits. No entries shall be made in the Log 
Book except bv the Head Teacher, the Superintendent of Schools, 
Inspectors of Schools, members of the Board of Education, and 
members of the School Committee for the district in which the 
school is situated. 

(4) A Cash Book, in which he shall keep a true account of all sums which 
he may be authorised to receive or required to disburse. He shall 
obtain for all sums, which he 1nav be required to disburse, signed 
receipts which shall be preserved by him either in the Cash Book 
Or in a separate file. 

(5 An Instructions Book, in which all circulars, rules, instructions, 
and reports received from the Superintendent of Schools shall 
be bound and indexed. 

(6) A Register of Official Correspondence. 

(7) An Inventory of school furniture and apparatus. 


II.—PupPILs. 


7. No applicant shall be refused admission into a Government Primary 
School on account of the religious persuasion, nationality, race, or language of 
such applicant, or of cither of his parents or guardians, unless in any district, 
in the opinion of the Board of Education, there exists adequate provision for the 
education of pupils of different races in separate schools. The Head Teacher 
of a school established in any such district for the education of the children of 
one race may refuse admission to a pupil of another race, but he must immedi- 
ately report any action taken, with full particulars, to the Superintendent of 
Schools. 

8. The fees payable by pupils attending Government Primary Schools 
shall be at the rate of three pence per week or part of a weck in all classes up to 
and including Standard V and at the rate of sixpence per week or part of a week 
in Standards VI and VII. Provided that the Governor may, as he shall deem 
fit, remit, either wholly or in part, any fees payable under this Regulation, 
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9. No child suffering from any infectious or contagious disease, or in whose 
house any infectious or contagious disease is known to exist, shall be admitted 
to a school established under these Regulations. The Head Teacher may suspend 
the attendance of any such pupil, and, if he does so, he must report his action 
without delay to the Government Medical Officer of the district and to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

10. No pupil shall be expelled from any Government Primary School 
unless by the dircction and witb the express concurrence of the Superintendent 
of Schools, but any pupil may for a serious offence against morals or discipline, 
or for repeated offences, be suspended temporarily by the Head Teacher from 
attendance. Such suspension shall be reported by the Head Teacher, without 
delay, to the Superintendent of Schools, who may confirm the explusion of the 
pupil or order his readmission to the school on such conditions as he may deem just. 


11.—(1) No child, who is under the age of five years shall be entered on the 
Admission or Attendance Register, and no pupils shall be retained on the registers 
or allowed to remain at school after the end of the school year in which they shall 
attain their 15th birthday in schools for boys only, their 16th birthday in schools 
for girls only, and their 14th birthday in mixed schools. 

(2) The above age limits may be extended in individual cases, with the 
approval of the Superintendent of Schools, in schools for boys only and in schools 
for girls only. i 

12. When a pupil leaves a Government or an Assisted Primary School 
for another Government or Assisted Primary School, the Head Teacher, on the 
application of the parent or guardian, shall deliver a Transfer Certificate on a form 
approved by the Superintendent of Schools. When a pupil who leaves one school 
and applies for admission to another school does not produce a Transfer Certificate, 
the Head Teacher of the school to which admission is sought shall cause the parent 
or guardian to sign an admission form, and may enter the pupil's name on the 
Admission and Attendance Registers and reckon in his returns his attendances 
from that date, provided that he applies without delay, through the Superintendent 
of Schools, for the Transfer Certificate. 


18. On first admission to a school every child shall produce a certificate of 
successful vaccination and a certificate of birth or other satisfactory proof of age. 
All such particulars concerning a pupil shall be registered in the school to which 
he is first admitted in such manner as to be available for reference to other schools.

III.—GENERAL. 


14.—(1) The school vacations shall be as follows :— 


(a) From the Wednesday before to the Friday following Easter Monday, 
inclusive. : 

(b) Two weeks in August. 

(c) Five weeks in December and January, the school re-opening on the 
third Monday in January. 


(2) Saturdays and days proclaimed by law to be Public Holidays shall 
be observed as school holidays. 


15. At every session two full hours shall be given to secular instruction 
in the subjects prescribed by Schedule A attached to these Regulations, over and 
above the time required to mark the registers. In addition, the pupils of the school 
shall be practised in physical exercises for not less than a quarter of an hour and 
not more than half an hour daily, in accordance with a syllabus approved by the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


16.—(1) A time table of the work of the school showing the lessons of the 
various classes for each day of the week, the times at which they are given, and 
the teachers by whom they are given, shall be submitted, in duplicate, on an 
official form, to the Superintendent of Schools at least a week before the beginning 
ofthe school year. The time table shall also show the time and hour given to the 
marking of the Attendance Register, to phvsical exercises, and to instruction in 
subjects not included in Schedule A attached to these Regulations. 


(2) One copy of the time table, when approved, shall be posted up in the 
school. The time table shall be strictly followed, but changes in it may be made 
subsequently with the approval of the Superintendent of Schools. When the 
Head Teacher is unavoidably compelled by special circumstances to make a tem- 
porary departure from the approved time table, he shall record the fac, and 
the arrangements made, in the Log Book. i 


17. The Head Teacher of a Government Primary School, when instructed 
to do so, shall afford facilities to Ministers of recognised religious denominations 
to attend the school in order to give religious instruction to pupils of their own 
denomination, but no pupil shall attend such instruction without the sanctior» 
of his or her parent or guardian. Such instruction shall be given before or afte 
the periods devoted to secular instruction, and shall not exceed in duration hal-f 
an hour on any one day or two hours in any one week.

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18. The course of secular instruction shall be as specified in Schedule A 
attached to these Regulations, subject to such modifications and additions as 
2 from time to time, be deemed necessary or advisable by the Board of 

ucation. 


19. Once every year, and at a time as near as convenient to the end of the 
school year which shall be fixed by the Governor for the schools of each district, 
the pupils of a school shall be examined in their respective standards bv the 
Superintendent or an Inspector of Schools in any or all of the subjects prescribed 
for each standard in Schedule A attached to these Regulations. The examination 
shall be so conducted as to enable the Superintendent or Inspector to judge of 
the value of the instruction given during the year and to assist the Head Teacher 
in determining the standard to be followed by each pupil in the ensuing school 
year. The Superintendent or Inspector shall furnish a written report on the 
examination and such report shall form part of the general report on the school. 


20. Every pupil on the Attendance Register shall be presented to the 
Superintendent or Inspector of Schools for examination, if he shall so require, 
and the report on the examination by the Superintendent or Inspector shall take 
cognisance of the number of pupils present during -the period of examination 
in relation both to the number on the roll and to the average attendance. 


21. The Head Teacher shall be responsible that instruction shall be imparted 
to the Pupil Teachers appointed to his school for at least four hours per week, 
outside of the school hours of secular instruction and in accordance with a time 
table to be submitted by the Head Teacher and to be approved by the Suprrin- 
tendent of Schools. 


B.—ASSISTED SCHOOLS. 


22. Schools established for giving primary instruction may be admitted 
to receive grants in aid from public funds provided that they conform to the 
conditions laid down by these Regulations. 


23. Applications for admission to receive grants in aid shall be made to 
us Board of Education, by letter addressed to the Secretary of the Board. Such 
etter shall— 


(1) give the name, title, and address of the person who is prepared to 
act as Manager of the school on the conditions laid down by these 
Regulations, and in whom the property of the school shall be vested ; 

(2) state clearlv the locality of the school established or to be established 
and its position relatively to neighbouring schools ; 

(3) contain an undertaking by the person proposed as Manager to keep, 
for a period of three months, a true record of the attendance of 
pupils on a form approved by the Superintendent of Schools, and 
to open the school during the above mentioned period to visitation 
and inspection, at any time, with or without notice given, by any 
member of the Board of Education or of the School Committee 
of the district or by the Superintendent or any Inspector of Schools. 


24. A school to be admitted to receive grants in aid must fulfil the following 
conditions to the satisfaction of the Board of Education :— 


(1) It must be necessary for its locality. 

(2) It must furnish proofs that it is established on a secure basis and 
that proper arrangements have been made for its management 
and maintenance. 

(3) The average daily attendance for the three months following the 
date of the application for grants in aid must be at least 30 in the 
education districts of Suva and Levuka and at least 20 in any other 
education district. ' 

(4) It must satisfy the requirements of Schedule B attached to these 
Regulations in respect of school buildings, play grounds, sanitary 
accommodation, furniture, and accessories. 

(5) The teachers employed orto be employed must be holders of certificates 
as required by these Regulations. 

925. The Manager of an Assisted School shall not be a paid member of the 
teaching staff of the school. 


bos 26. In every Assisted School the following registers and records shall 
€ Kept : 


(1) An Attendance Register. 
(2) An Admission Register. 
In the keeping of these Registers, the instructions issued by the 
Superintendent of Schools shall be strictly followed. 
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(3| A Log Book, in which shall be recorded any event of importance 
connected with the school or any event to which reference at any 
future time may be necessary ` unavoidable closing of the school ; 
the grant of special holidays; change or absence of teachers; 
notes on condition of school buildings, AC ; receipt of circulars 
and instructions ` and visits. No entries shall be made in the 
Log Book except by the Manager, the Head Teacher, the Superin- 
tendent and Inspectors of Schools, and members of the Board 
of Education and the School Comnittee of the district. 


(4) A Cash Book, showing the receipts under the heads—(a) “ Govern- 
ment Grants; ' (b) ‘School Fees; ” (c) “ Other sources; " and 
the expenditure of the school. The Cash Book shall be open at all 
times to inspection by the Superintendeyt and Inspectors of Schools. 
The Cash Book shall contain entries of the payments of all salary 
grants due to teachers to which shall be attached the signatures of 
the teachers, showing that they have received such grants. 


(5) An Instructions Book, in which all circulars, rules, instructions, and 
reports received from the Superintendent of Schools shall be bound 
and indexed. 

27.. The staff of an Assisted Primary School (exclusive of the Head Teacher) 
which shall be recognised for the payment of salary grants as hereinafter provided 
shall be calculated on the average attendance for the past school year and shall 
be as follows :—

28. The staff to be allowed for a school with au average attendance greater 
than 150 shall be fixed by the Board of Education. 


29. No salary grants shall be paid to a school unless the staff comprises 
at least the number of teachers holding the prescribed certificates shown according 
to the average attendance in the above table. 


90. The Head Teacher of an Assisted Primary School must be the holder 
of a First Class Certificate if the average attendance of his school for the preceding 
school year is over 80. 


9l. The Board of Education may, for a period of not more than three 
years after the coming into force of these Regulations, award salary grants to a 
school in which the statf is inferior, either in numbers or qualifications, to the 
staff required by sections 28—30 of these Regulations. 


o2.—(1) The salary grant for the Head Teacher of a school, of which the 
a attendance is over 40 and not over 60, shall be the grant allowed to a 
teacher with a second class certificate. 

(2) The salary grant for the Head Teacher of a school, of which the average 
attendance is not over 40, shall be the grant allowed to a teacher with a third 
class certificate. 

88. No teacher shall be accepted as the Head Teacher of an 
Primary School who is under twenty years of age. 


34. Teachers in. Assisted Primary Schools shall be appointed and Fema 
by the Manager. The Manager shall give notice of all appointments and changes 
to the Superintendent of Sc hools, who shall see that the provisions of these Regu- 
lations in respect of staff and teachers’ certificates are in all cases observed.

95. No applicant shall be refused admission into an Assisted Primary 
School on account of the religious persuasion, nationality, race, or language of 
such applicant or of either of his parents or guardians, unless in any education 
district, in the opinion of the Board of Education, adequate provision exists 
for the education of pupils of different races in separate schools.

The Manager shell forward to the Superin- 
a of Schools, for his information, a full report of the circumstances of 
each case. 


98.—(1) The school vacations shall be fixed by the Manager. There 
shall be at least three vacations vearly, of not less than eight weeks in all. : 

(2) Due notice of all vacations and special holidays shall be given by the 
Manager to the Superintendent of Schools. | 

(3) Saturdays and days proclaimed by law to be Public Holidays shall 
be observed as school holidavs. 


39. An Assisted Primary School to be cligible for grants in any vear shall 
be open during the year for purposes of secular instruction for not less than 380 
periods of at least 2 hours each. ; 


40. Sections 15, 16, 18. 19, 20. and 21 of these Regulations shall applv to 
Assisted Primary Schools. 


41. No pupil in an Assisted Primary School shall be made to attend any 
class or lesson in religious instruction if the parent or guardian has notified his 
desire that the pupil shall not attend such instruction. 

42. (1) The grants in aid which may be paid to Assisted Primary Schools 
that satisfy the conditions laid down by these Regulations shall be:— ` 

(a) A Salary Grant, according to the position (Ist. 2nd, or 3rd class 
certificate) held by the teacher on the staff of the school as provided 
in sections 27 to 32 of these Regulations :— 

For the Ist class £100 per annum. 

For the 2nd class £75 per annum. 

l'or the3rd class £50 per annum. 
A Salary Grant of £10 per annum shall be paid in respect of each pupil 
teacher whose appointment to the staff of a school has been approved 
by the Superintendent of Schools. The grant shall be increased to 
£20 when the pupil teacher has passed the qualifying examination 
required by Schedule C attached to these Regulations. 

(b An Efficiency Grant, which may be awarded on a report to be made 
by the Superintendent of Schools and to be based on his own obser- 
vations and on the Inspector's report which shall deal with the 
accommodation, equipment, methods of teaching. organisation, 
and discipline of the school. 

(2) On a report from the Superintendent of Schools that an addition to, 
or an extension of, the buildings of an Assisted School is necessary, the Board 
of Education may sanction, subject to such conditions as it may impose in each 
case, the payment to the Manager of such school of a grant not exceeding onc-half 
of the total estimated cost of the addition or extension. 


43. On the report of the Superintendent of Schools, schools shall be graded 
for the year as— ' 
First Class; or | 
Second Class ; or 
Third Class. 


When the report of the Superintendent of Schools is not sufficiently favourable 
to allow of a school being graded, at least, as Third Class, no Efficiency Grant 
Shall be paid to the school. The Salary Grants in such a case may be continued 
lor a further period of one year or for a longer period as the Board of Education 
May decide, but, thereafter, the school shall cease to receive Salary Grants unless 
S Pr upon it is such as to allow of its being graded, at least, as a Third Class 
chool. | 
44, The amount of the Efficiency Grant shall be reckoned as follows :— 

(1) To a school graded First Class, at the rate of ten shillings for each 
pupil who has received instruction during the school year in one of 
the standards of Schedule A attached to €hese Regulations, and has 
made at least 250 attendances during the school year. 

(2) To schools graded Second Class and Third Class, at the rates of eight 
shillings and six shillings respectively, for each pupil eligible as 
above. 

(3) No grant shall be paid in respect of any pupil who has been for more 
than two years in the same standard. 
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45. When the Salary and Efficiency Grants earned by the Assisted Primary 
Schools under sections 42, 43, and 44 of these Regulations exceed the amount pro- 
vided in any year by the Legislative Council for the payment of such grants, the 
Efficiency Grants, and, if necessary, the Salary Grants, shall be reduced fro rata. 


46.—(1) When a teacher on the staff of an Assisted Primary School is 
absent from duty on account of illness or other unavoidable cause for a period 
not exceeding three days, the Manager, if he is satisfied as to the cause of such 
absence, may make arrangements among the staff for the performance of the 
duties of the absent teacher. All such absences shall be recorded in the Log Book 
under the teacher's name and the entries shall be endorsed by the Manager. 


(2) If the absence extends beyond three consecutive school days, it shall 
be reported, without delay, by the Manager to the Superintendent of Schools, 
and, if the Superintendent of Schools does not approve of the arrangements 
proposed by the Manager for the performance of the duties of the absent teacher, 
the Governor may either order a reduction of the Salary Grant due in respect 
of the absent teacher by an amount proportional to the duration of the absence, 
or he may call upon the Manager to appoint a substitute possessing the qualifica- 
tions of the absent tcacher. 


(3) The total leave granted to a teacher on account of illness or other 
unavoidable cause shall not exceed 28 days in any one year, exclusive of the 
school vacations and holidays. 


47. A school shall cease to be an Assisted School— 


(1) if it ceases to fulfil any of the conditions under which it was admitted 
to receive a grant in aid or allowed to continue in receipt of a grant 
in aid ; or 

(2) 1f the management or discipline of the school, or the conduct of the 
Manager or of the teachers is judged by the Board of Education 
to be unsatisfactory and to be prejudicial to the interests of education. 


C.—CERTIFICATES OF TEACHERS. 


48. The classes of certificates of competency to be held by teachers employed 
in Government or Assisted Primary Schools shall be— 
The Ist Class Certificate. 
The 2nd Class Certificate. 
The 3rd Class Certificate. 
The Pupil Teacher's Certificate. - 


49. A pupil teacher's certificate may be granted to any pupil not under 
the age of fifteen vears who—- 
(1) has passed the sixth standard of a Government or Assisted Primary 
School in all the subjects prescribed for that standard ; 
(2) has received from the Head Teacher of the school which the pupil 
attended for the two years previous to passing the above examination 
a certificate stating that the pupil's conduct has been good and that 
the pupil has been regular and punctual in attendance at school 
and diligent at his work ; 
(3) 1s certified by a duly qualified medical practitioner to be of sound 
constitution and physically fit to undertake the work of teaching ; 
(4) has been accepted for employment in a Government or Assisted 
Primary School. 


50. The holder of a pupil teacher's certificate who has been employed 
in a Government or Assisted Primary School for a period of one year must present 
himself for examination in the subjects prescribed in Schedule C attached to these 
Regulations at the first examination advertised to take place after the completion 
of his first year of employment ; and the retention of his services as a pupil teacher 
shall be conditional on his reaching a satisfactory standard in this qualifying 
examination. If a pupil*teacher should fail at the first attempt to reach the 
standard required, he shall be permitted to present himself again at the first 
examination advertised to take place after that at which he first presented himself, 
and if he should fail a second time to satisfy his examiners, his services as a pupil 
teacher shall be dispensed with. 


51. Pupil Teachers employed in Government or Assisted Primary Schools 
shall not present themselves for the examination for the Third Class Certificate 
in the subjects prescribed in Schedule C attached to these Regulations— 


(a) until they have taught in a school for one year after the date of their 
passing the qualifying examination ; and 

(b) unless they shall be certified by the Superintendent or Inspector of 
Schools to have performed satisfactorily during that period their 
duties as pupil teachers. | 
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62.—(1) Teachers, who are holders of the Third Class Certificate, shall not 
present themselves for the examination for the Second Class Certificate prescribed 
in Schedule C attached to these Regulations— 


(a) until they have taught in a Government or Assisted Primary School 
for three years from the date of their obtaining a Third Class Certi- 
ficate ; and 

(b) unless their certificate has been endorsed by the Superintendent of 
Schools annually during the three years as showing that thev have 
performed satisfactorily their duties as teachers. i 


(2) Teachers, who are holders of the Third Class Certificate and have 
taught in a Government or Assisted Primary School for two years from the date 
of their obtaining a Third Class Certificate, may present themselves for the 
examination for the Second Class Certificate, but the certificate shall not be 
issued to them until the expiration of the period of three years required by 
section (a) above. 


53. A First Class Certificate shall be awarded to the holder of a Second 
Class Certificate who has served for at least four years, uninterruptedly or with 
an intermission where good cause is shown, as the Head Teacher of a Government 
or Assisted Primary School or as the principal assistant of a Government or 
Assisted Primary School with an average attendance of not less than 81 in the 
last year of the above mentioned period, provided that his conduct and efficiency 
for the whole of the period have been certified by the Superintendent of Schools 
to be entirely satisfactory. 


54. The Board of Education may issue— 


(a) Honorary Certificates of the First, Second, or Third Class to teachers 
whose qualifications and experience entitle them, in the opinion 
of the Board, to hold such certificates ; and 

(b) Temporary Certificates of the Second or Third Class which shall 
be valid only for a stated period. 


55. Examinations for Teachers’ Certificates prescribed by these Regulations 
shall be held once a year at a time'and place which shall be announced not less than 
two months in advance by notice published in the Gazette and, at least, one 
local newspaper, and by circular letter to all Government and Assisted Primary 
Schools. Persons applying for admission to, and attending, these examinations 
shall conform to all instructions issued by the Superintendent of Schools for the 
conduct of the examinations, and failure to conform to such instructions shall 
render them ineligible to obtain certificates of any class.

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SCHEDULE B. (Section 24 (4). 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT REQUIRED IN ASSISTED PRIMARY SCHOOLS IN ACCORDANCE WITH SECTION 24 (4) OF THE 
PRIMARY ScHOOLS REGULATIONS. 


1. The grounds adjoining a school building shall be properly levelled and drained, and shall be suflicient in area 
and otherwise suitable, for purposes of recreation, for the children attending the school. 


2. The floor shall be, constructed in such material and at such a height above the ground as shall ensure absolute 
freedom from dampness. 


3. Every building used as a school shall be in every part at least 10 feet in height from the floor to the ceiling or 
to the point from which the roof springs. No room or building used as a school shall be less than 12 feet along its shorter 
side. 


4. It shall be provided with doors and windows sufficient in number and size for proper ventilation and for the supply 


of light from a proper direction. 
5. It shall afford at least 8 square feet of internal area for every pupil in average attendance. 
6. The roof shall be of shingles or thatch or if of galvanised iron the rooms shall be ceiled. . 


7. School furniture shall comprise :— 


(a) Benches of suitable height according to the ages of the pupils using them, and desks of convenient height 
and slope, allowing at least 24 inches in length for each pupil in average attendance. The desks shall 
be at least 14 inches wide and the benches at least 8 inches wide. 

(b) A chair and a desk or table for each teacher. 

(ch Blackboards, which shall be in area at the rate of 12 square feet for every 20 pupils in average attendance. 

(d) A clock and a bell. 

(e) A cupboard with lock and key. 


8. Ina mixed school, separate seating accommodation shall be provided for boys and for girls in the standards above 
Standard IV. 


9. Privies, to be constructed in accordance with the requirements of the Local Authority for the district, shall be 
provided, at a suitable distance from the school rooms. There shall be at least one compartment for every 25 or part 
of 25 pupils in average attendance. Separate privies shall be provided, as far apart as possible, for boys and for girls. 


10. If any building offered for school purposes does not entirely satisfy the conditions laid down in sections 1 to 6 
above, the Superintendent of Schools shall decide, subject to appeal to the Governor, whether it shall be accepted or not. 


11. The school shall be provided with the apparatus and accessories necessary for the proper teaching of all the 
subjects of Schedule A.

(3) The custodian may place on deposit with any bank 
or invest in any securities approved by the Governor any 
moneys paid to him under this Ordinance or received by 
him from property vested in him under this Ordinance 
and any interest or dividends received on account of such 
deposits or investments shall be dealt with in such manner 
as the Governor may direct. 


4.—(1) Any sum which had a state of war not existed 
would have been payable and paid to or for the benefit 
of an enemy by way of (a) dividends or (b) interest or (c) 
share of profits shall be paid by the person firm or company 
by whom it would have been payable to the custodian to 
hold subject to the provisions of this Ordinance and the ` 
payment shall be accompanied by such particulars as the 
Governor may prescribe or as the custodian if so autho- 
rised by the Governor may require. Any payment 
required to be made under this subsection shall be made— 


(a) within fourteen days after the passing of this 
Ordinance if the sum had a state of war not 
existed would have been paid before the passing 
of this Ordinance ; and 

(D in any other case within fourteen days after it 
would have been paid. | 


(2) Where before the passing of this Ordinance any such 
sum has been paid into any account with a bank or has 
been paid to any other person in trust for an enemy the 
person firm or company by whom the payment was made 
shall within fourteen days after the passing of this Ordi- 
nance by notice in writing require the bank or person to 
pay the sum over to the custodian to hold as aforesaid 
and shall furnish the custodian with such particulars as 
aforesaid. The bank or other person shall within one 
week after the receipt of the notice comply with the require- 
ment and shall be exempt from all liability for having 
done so. 


(3) If any person fails to make or require the making 
of any payment or to furnish the prescribed particulars 
within the time mentioned in this section he shall on 
summary conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred pounds or to imprisonment with or without 
hard labour for a term not exceeding six months or to both 
such fine and imprisonment and in addition to a further 
fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day during which 
the default continues and every director manager secretary 
or officer of a company or any other person who is knowingly 
a party to the default shall on the like conviction be liable 
to the like penalty. 


(4) If in the case of any person firm or company whose 
books and documents are liable to inspection under section 
five of the Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 any 
question arises as to the amount which would have been 
so payable and paid as aforesaid the question shall be 


determined by the person who may have been or may be 


appointed to inspect the books and documents of the per- 
son firm or company or on appeal by the Governor and 
if in the course of determining the question it appears 
to the inspector or the Governor that the person firm or

company has not distributed as dividends interest or profits 
the whole of the amount properly available for that purpose 
the inspector or Governor may ascertain what amount 
was so available and require the whole of such amount 
to be so distributed and in the case of a company if such 
dividends have not been declared the inspector or the 
Governor may himself or themselves declare the appro- 
priate dividends and every such declaration shall be as 
effective as a declaration to the like effect duly made 
in accordance with the constitution of the company. 

Provided that where a controller has been appointed 
under section eight of the Trading with the Enemy Ordi- 
nance 1914 this subsection shall apply as if for references 
to the inspector there were substituted references to the 
controller. 


(5) For the purposes of this Ordinance the expression 
“ dividends interest or share of profits " means any divi-

and where a person is carrying on any business on behalf

(6) It shall be lawful for the Governor to exempt any 
liquidator appointed under the provisions of the Alien 
Enemy Trade Disposal Ordinance 1916 or any other 
person from the operation of this section either in whole 
or part and either permanently or temporarily and to 
withdraw in whole or part any exemption so granted. 


(7) The provisions of this section shall extend to sums 
which had a state of war not existed would have been 
payable and paid in the Colony to enemies— 

(a) in respect of interest on securities issued by or 
on behalf of the Government or the Government 
of any of His Majesty’s Dominions or any foreign 
Government or by or on behalf of any corporation 
or any municipal or other authority whether 
within or without the Colony ; and 

(b by way of payment off of any securities which have 
become repayable on maturity or by being drawn 
for payment or otherwise being such securities 
as aforesaid or securities issued by any company ; 

and in the case of such sums as aforesaid (other than sums

(9) For the purposes of this section “ securities ” includes 
stock shares annuities bonds debentures or debenture 
stock or other obligations. 


5.—(1) Any person who holds or manages for or on behalf 
of an enemy any property real or personal (including any 
rights whether legal or equitable in or arising out of pro- 
perty real or personal and any balances and deposits 
standing to the credit of enemies at any bank and debts

by notice in writing communicate to the custodian full 
particulars as to any share of profits and interest due to 
such enemy or enemies and if any company or partner 
fails to comply with the provisions of this subsection the 
company shall on summary conviction be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred pounds and in addition to a 
further fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day during 
which the default continues and the partners and every 
director manager secretary or officer of the company who 
is knowingly a party to the default shall on the like con- 
viction be liable to the like fine or to imprisonment with 
or without hard labour for a term not exceeding six months 
or to both such imprisonment and fine.

6.—(1) The Supreme Court may on the application of 
any person who appears to the court to be a creditor of 
an enemy or entitled to recover damages against any 
enemy or to be interested in any property real or personal 
(including any rights whether legal or equitable in or 
arising out of property real or personal) belonging to or 
held or managed for or on behalf of an enemy or on the 
application of the custodian or any Government Depart- 
ment by order vest in the custodian any such real or per- 
sonal property as aforesaid if the court is satisfied that such 
vesting is expedient for the purposes of this Ordinance 
and may by the order confer on the custodian such powers 
of selling managing and otherwise dealing with the property 
as to the court may seem proper. 

(2) The court before making any order under this section 
may direct that such notices (if any) whether by way of 
advertisement or otherwise shall be given as the court 
may think fit. 

(3) A vesting order under this section as respects pro- 
perty of any description shall be of the like purport and 
effect as a vesting order as respects property of the same 
description made under the Trustee Ordinance 1915. 

(4) No application shall be made to the Supreme Court 
under this section without the permission of the Governor. 


7.—(1) The custodian shall except so far as the Governor 
or the Supreme Court may otherwise direct and subject 
to the provisions of the next succeeding subsection hold 
any money paid to and any property vested in him under 
this Ordinance until the termination of the present war 
and shall thereafter deal with the same in such manner 
as the Governor may direct.

Provided that before paying any such debt the custodian

war it has been held by or for the benefit of an enemy the 
company body or person may pay the sum due in respect 
thereof into the Supreme Court and the same shall subject 
to the rules of the court be dealt with according to the 
orders of the court and such a payment shall for all pur- 
poses be a good discharge to the company body or person. 


9.—(1) The Governor in any case where it appears to 
him to be expedient to do so may by order vest in the 
custodian any property real or personal (including any 
rights whether legal or equitable in or arising out of pro- 
perty real or personal) belonging to or held or managed 
for or on behalf of an enemy or enemy subject or the right 
to transfer that property and may by any such order or 
any subsequent order confer on the custodian such powers 
of selling managing and otherwise dealing with the property 
as to the Governor may.seem proper. 

(2 A vesting order under this section as respects pro- 
perty of any description shall be of the like purport and 
effect as a vesting order as respects propertv of the same 
description made by the Supreme Court under the Trustee 
Ordinance 1915 and shall be sufficient to vest in the custo- 
dian any property or the right to transfer any property 
as provided by the order without the necessity of any 
furtlier conveyance assurance or document. 

(3 Where in exercise of the powers conferred on him

may with the consent of the Governor purchase the shares 
stock or securities any law or any regulation of the company 
to the contrary notwithstanding and any shares stock or 
securities so purchased may from time to time be reissued 
by the company. !

10. It shall be the duty of every enemy subject who is 
within the Colony if so required by the custodian within 
one month after being so required to furnish the custodian 
with such particulars as to— 

(a) any stocks shares debentures or other securities 
Issued by any company government municipal 
or other authority held by him or in which he is 

, interested ; and 

(b) any other property of the value of £50 or upwards 

belonging to him or in which he is interested ; 

as the custodian may require and if he fails to do so he 
shall on summary conviction be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds or to imprisonment with or with- 
out hard labour for a term not exceeding six months or to 
both such a fine and imprisonment and in addition to a 
further fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day 
during which the default continues. 


11. If the benefit of an application made by or on behalf 
or for the benefit of an enemy or enemy subject for any 
patent 1s by this Ordinance vested in the custodian the 
patent may be granted to the custodian as patentee and 
may notwithstanding anything in sections fourteen and 
fifteen of the Patents Ordinance 1879 be sealed accordingly 
by the Registrar-General and any patent so granted to 
the custodian shall be deemed to be property vested in

12. Any restrictions imposed by any Ordinance or 
Proclamation on dealings with enemy property shall 
continue to apply to property particulars whereof are or 
are liable to be notified to the custodian in pursuance of 
section three of this Ordinance or as extended by any 
subsequent Ordinance not only during the continuance 
of the present war but thereafter until such time as they 
may be removed by order of the Governor in Council and 
Orders by the Governor in Council may be made removing 
all or any of those restrictions either simultaneously as 
respects all such property or at different times as respects 
different classes or items of property. 


18.—(1) Where the custodian executes a transfer of 
any shares stock or securities which he 1s empowered to 
transfer by a vesting order made under sections six and 
nine of this Ordinance the company or other body in whose 
books the shares stock or securities are registered shall 
upon the receipt of the transfer so executed by the custo- 
dian and upon being required by him so to do register the 
shares stock or securities in the name of the custodian 
or other transferee notwithstanding any regulation or 
stipulation of the company or other body and notwith- 
standing that the custodian is not in possession of the 
certificate script or other document of title relating to the 
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shares stock or securities transferred but such registration 
shall be without prejudice to any lien or charge in favour 
of the compnay or other body or to any other lien or charge 
of which the custodian has notice. 

(2) If any question arises as to the existence or amount 
of any lien or charge the question may on application being 
made for the purpose be determined by the Supreme Court. 


14. Where a vesting order has been made under sections 
six or nine of this Ordinance as respects any property 
belonging to or held or managed for or op behalf of a 
person who appeared to the Supreme Court or Governor 
when making the order to be an enemy or enemy subject 
the order shall not nor shall any proceedings thereunder 
or in consequence thereof be invalidated or affected by 
rcason only of such person having prior to the date of the 
order died or ceased to be an enemy subject or subsequently 
dying or ceasing to be an enemy or enemy subject or by 
reason of its being subsequently ascertained that he was 
not an enemy or enemy subject as the case may be. 


15. The custodian shall have power to charge such fees 
in respect of his duties under this Ordinance whether by 
way of percentage or otherwise as the Governor may fix 
and such fees shall be collected and accounted for by such 
persons in such manner and shall be paid to such account 
as the Governor may direct and the incidence of the fees 
as between capital and income shall be determined by the 
custodian. 


16. No action shall be. brought or other proceedings 
commenced by a company the books and documents of 
which are liable to inspection under section five of the 
Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 unless notice 
in writing has previously been given by the company to 
the custodian of their intention. 


17. Any agreement to the contrary notwithstanding the 
absence of proof of the existence of any person the 
vesting of whose property in the custodian is provided 
for in this Ordinance shall not exempt such property from 
being handed over to the custodian as provided for in 
this Ordinance. 


18. All property of whatsocver description held by the 
Treasury under the provisions of the Alien Enemy Trade 
Disposal Ordinance 1916 shall be handed over to the 
custodian as soon as may be after the passing of this Ordi- 
nance and shall be dealt with by him according to the 
provisions of this Ordinance.

(2) In the case of the sale of any lease the lessor or other 
person in whom the reversion expectant on the termi-

such person or in the case of the estate of a deceased person 
his estate shall forfeit to His Majesty a sum of five thousand 
pounds at the suit of the Attorney-General. 


7. If any enemy or an enemy subject or a corporation 
under enemy control purchases from the liquidator any 
immovable property contrary to the provisions of section 
five of this Ordinance or if any person in whom any im- 
movable property sold by the liquidator or any part thereof 
or any right title or interest therein shall have become or 
shall become vested shall become either (1) an enemy

right title or interest shall also be subject to the forfeiture 
under the provisions of section seven of this Ordinance and 
the court shall have the like powers of relieving against 
forfeiture as are in the said section mentioned. 


9.—(1) The Governor may at any time require any person 
claiming to be the owner lessee or mortgagee of any 
immovable property sold by the liquidator or of any part 
thereof or of any right title or interest therein to furnish him ` 
in writing with such particulars as appear to the Governor 
to be necessary to enable him to ascertain whether or not 
the person is or holds the property or any part thereof 
or any right title or interest therein for or on behalf of

(2) If any person fails when required to furnish such 
particulars as it is in his power to give or ascertain or fur- 
nishes particulars which are false in any material particular 
he shall be liable on summary conviction to a penalty of 
one hundred pounds or to six months imprisonment or 
both. 

(3) Where any particulars have been furnished in 
accordance with this section such particulars may be used 
in evidence against the person or corporation by whom 
they are furnished in any proceedings under section six 
or section seven of this Ordinance and the fact that any 
person who. has been required to furnish particulars in 
accordance with this section refuses or neglects to furnish 
such particulars as it is in his power to give or ascertain 
or furnishes particulars which are false in any material 
particular shall be prima facie evidence in the case of pro- 
ceedings under section six or section seven of this Ordinance 
that the person regarding whom the particulars were re- 
quired is an enemy enemy subject or corporation under 
enemy control or a person who but for the conclusion of any 
Peace in connection with the present War would be an 
enemy enemy subject or corporation under enemy control.

The Department is, however, 
prepared on application to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names 
of suitable substitutes. When the applicant 
wishes this done by telegraph he is required to 
undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic corre- 
spondence. [t would greatly facilitate the work 
of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants 
in making enquiries would specify the particular 
trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 


NOTE (5).— The Statutory List for each country 
is telegraphed. on the day of issue, to His Majesty's 
Representative in that country who 1s instructed 
to notifv accordingly British. Consular Officers, 
to whom persons abroad should apply for informa- 
tion as to names on the List. Persons and firms 
in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches 
abroad would, however, be well advised to furnish 
such agencies or branches with issues of the List 
as thev appear. The Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also telegraphed 
to His Majestys Ambassador at Washington, 
who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at 
New York and to other centres in the United 
States likely to be interested.

PETROLEUM 


(REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY His EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR TO CONSIDER AND REPORT 
UPON THE DRAFT BILL RELATING TO PETROLEUM.)

THE Committee appointed by His Excellency to consider and report on a draft Bill relating to 
Petroleum, met for the first time on the 27th day of March, 1917. The draft Bill submitted to 
the Committee by the Chairman was based upon the Hong Kong Petroleum Ordinance 1909. 

2. After a lengthy discussion, the Committee decided that the draft Bill in its then present 
state was too complicated and involved for the conditions prevailing in Fiji, and the Chairman 
undertook to redraft the first fourteen clauses of the draft Bill; this the Chairman did, and after 
circulation of the new draft Bill, a meeting was called for the 4th April, when the Committee 
unanimously agreed to advise His Excellency that the Bill attached to this report should be intro- 
duced into the Legislative Council. 

3. The scheme of the Bill is very simple. No person within the towns of Suva and Levuka 
or any other area to be proclaimed by the Governor in Council from time to time is to keep petroleum 
in any place in any quantity in excess of twenty gallons, unless the petroleum is stored either 
in a public or a private magazine—(clause 4). The Governor has power to proclaim public maga- 
zines and to make regulations for their management—(clause 5). Licences may be granted for 
private magazines, and the Governor in Council may make regulations regarding such private 
magazines (clauses 7 and 10). The remaining clauses of the draft Bill give power to enter and 
inspect places where petroleum is suspected to be kept in illegal quantities, and provides penalties 
for breaches of the Bill or regulations made thereunder. ; 

4. The Committee consider that the quantity of petroleum to be kept in any private maga- 
zine should vary with the description of magazine in which the petroleum is kept, and the Com- 
mittee consider that the following scale would be a reasonable one :— 


Description of private Amount of petroleum to be 
azine. kept. 
Part of a concrete structure within Suva or Levuka or any other area 400 gallons. 
Part of a wooden structure within Suva or Levuka or any other area 200 gallons. 


5. The Committee are of opinion that no private magazine should be licensed to contain 
more than 400 gallons unless such private magazine is an entirely separate building, and is at 
least fifty yards from any other dwelling house or building belonging to any other person. 

6. Clause 10 of the Bill contains a provision for the making by the Governor in Council 
of regulations dealing with the transport of petroleum by land or by sea from one place to another 
within the Colony, a power which the Committee consider should be exercised so far as transport 
by sea is concerned as soon as possible after the passing of the Bill. 

7. The Committee consider that the passing of this legislation will ensure the proper control - 
and supervision of petroleum kept and transported within the Colony, and that it should have the 
effect of lowering the Fire Insurance rates within the Colony.

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


28th May.—In view of tonnage situation it has 
been decided that Imports and Exports Prohi- 
bitions in United Kingdom should apply to goods 
brought here for transhipment, and British lines 
have been instructed not to book cargo on through 
Bills of Lading for transhipment to any port 
outside United Kingdom. In order to encourage 
neutral steamers call United Kingdom goods 
brought here for transhipment in such vessels 
will not require import licence if prohibited for 
import and, if prohibited for export special con- 
sideration will be given to applications for export 
licences. As regards goods brought in British 
or allied vessels, applications for licences in 
respect of such goods proceeding to or from 
British oversea or allied countries, will be dealt 
with as favourably as possible, if direct shipping 
facilities not available. Desirable that no goods 
should be despatched for transhipment here 
except in neutral vessels, until it has been ascer- 
tained whether transhipment will be allowed, 
you should not grant licences for shipments 
involving transhipment at United Kingdom 
without consulting me. In any communication 
with Imperial Government as to any proposed 
transhipment, desirable that in addition to other 
particulars, name of firm to be responsible for 
completing transhipment formalties on arrival 
of goods United Kingdom should be stated.

A BILL 


INTITULED AN ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO PETROLEUM. 


BE it enacted by the Governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council as follows :— 


SHORT TITLE. 1. This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the 
Petroleum Ordinance 1917. | 


INTERPRETATION 9. In this Ordinance— 


“ Petroleum" means and includes petroleum rock 
oil Rangoon oil Burmah oil and any product 
of them and any oil made from petroleum coal 
schist shale peat or other bituminous substance 
or product of them and which has been imported 
into the Colony in separate receptacles otherwise 
than in bulk. 


Provided that the Governor may from time to time 
exclude from this definition such products of petroleum 
as he may deem expedient. 


“ Place" means and includes any house storehouse 
warehouse shop or other building cellar yard 
or wharf. 


‘Licensing Officer " means any officer appointed as 
a licensing officer under the provisions of the 
License Ordinance 1911. 


vesstLsHAVING ` Q,—(1) Every vessel carrying a cargo consisting wholly 
como or in part of petroleum and entering any harbour within 
the Colony from any port beyond the Colony shall conform 
to such instructions in respect to the position at which 
she is to be moored as may from time to time be issued 


by the Harbour Master. 


(2) If any vessel is moored in any position in contra- 
vention of such instructions the owner or master of such 
vessel shall incur a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds 
for each day during which the vessel remains so moored, 
and it shall be lawful for the Harbour Master or any other 
person acting under his orders to cause such vessel to be 
removed at the expense of the owner or master thereof 
to such position as may be ordered by the Harbour Master 
and all expenses incurred in such removal may be recovered 
in the same manner as penalties are hereinafter made 
recoverable,

_ 4.—(1) It shall not be lawful for any person to keep 
in any place within the limits of the towns of Suva or 
Levuka or within any other area from time to time pro- 
claimed by the Governor in Council to be subject to the 
provisions of this Ordinance petroleum in any quantity 
exceeding twenty imperial gallons unless such petroleum 
shall be stored in a public or private magazine hereinafter 
provided for. 

(2) All petroleum shall be kept in some vessel or vessels 
made of glass earthenware or metal and shall be securely 
stoppered. 


9. It shall be lawful for the Governor in Council from 
time to time by proclamation to proclaim any building 
to be a public magazine for the storage of petroleum and 
to make regulations respecting the landing receiving 
depositing guarding delivery and removal of petroleum. 
The Governor may appoint fit and proper persons to have 
the charge and custody of any such magazine and may 
from time to time fix the storage rent payable on goods 
kept therein. 


6. No petroleum shall be delivered from or received 
into any public magazine except between the hours of 
seven in the forenoon and six in the afternoon. 


7. Licences for private magazines shall be issued by a 
licensing officer and shall prescribe the quantity of petro- 
leum which may be stored in the private magazine Any 
person who keeps in a private magazine a greater quantity 
of petroleum than is allowed by his licence shall be guilty 
of an offence against this Ordinance. 


8. No petroleum shall be delivered from any private 
magazine except between the hours of seven in the fore- 
noon and six in the afternoon. 


9. Particulars of every licence issued under this Ordi- 
nance shall be published in the Gazette and such licence 
shall expire on the 31st day of December next after it is 
granted. | 


10. The Governor in Council may from time to time 
make alter and revoke regulations with regard to the 
application for and the issue of licences for private maga- 
zines the conditions of issue including the payment of 
a fee therefor and the giving of bonds in a sum not exceeding 
fifty pounds and the forms of such licences and also with 
regard to the receiving storing and removal of petroleum 
and also with regard to the transport of petroleum by land 
or by sea from one place to another within the Colony 
and generally for the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of this Ordinance. Provided that any regulations regard- 
ing the transport of petroleum shall be published in the

or seizer shall not be liable to any action for such detainer 
or for any loss of or damage to such petroleum or vessels 
or receptacles other than by his wilful act or neglect. 

(3) The owner or occupier of any place on whose pre- 
mises petroleum shall be found upon search under this 
section to be kept contrary to the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance or of the regulations thereunder shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against this Ordinance. 


12.—(1) Any European Officer of Constabulary may at 
any time between the hours of seven in the forenoon and 
six in the afternoon enter any place in which petroleum 
is kept or suspected to be kept and may in any such place 
examine any receptacle containing oil or other liquid 
material and may take a sample not exceeding twelve 
fluid ounces from each such receptacle. 

(2) Any person whose premises may be so entered shall 
give to any such European Officer of Constabulary as 
aforesaid every assistance and facility. 

(3) If any person as aforesaid shall fail to give to any 
such European Officer of Constabulary as aforesaid while 
acting under this section every assistance and facility 
or shall in any manner obstruct any such European Officer 
of Constabulary as aforesaid while acting under this section 
every such person as aforesaid shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Ordinance. 


18. It shall be lawful for the Governor from time to 
time by proclamation absolutely to prohibit the importa- 
tion into the Colony of any particular variety or varieties 
of petroleum from and after a date to be specified in such 
proclamation and from and after such date all and every 
of the provisions of the Customs Regulation Ordinance 
1881 and its amendments relating to goods absolutely 
prohibited to be imported shall apply to any such variety 
or varieties of petroleum as effectually as if such variety 
or varieties of petroleum were included’ in the table of 
prohibitions and restrictions contained in section 104 of 
the said Ordinance and any Ordinance amending the same. 


14. Any person who shall contravene any proclamation 
or any regulation made under this Ordinance or who shall 
be guilty of any breach of the provisions of this Ordinance 
for which no penalty is specified or who shall be guilty 
of an offence against this Ordinance shall be liable on 
summary conviction to a penalty not exceeding twenty- 
five pounds. 


15. The provisions of this Ordinance shall not apply 
to oil stored in pursuance of the provisions of the Storage 
of Oil Ordinance 1915. 


16. The Kerosene Storage Ordinance 1877 is hereby 
repealed.

[12th June, 1917. 


BE it enacted by the Governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council as follows :— 


1. This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the snortmme. 
Alien Enemy Property. Disposal Ordinance 1917. 


9. In this Ordinance— INTERPRETATION 


“ Firm ” means any person company or association 
or body of persons corporate or unincorporate 
the trade of whom or which has been or shall 
on or after the commencement of this Ordinance 
be the subject of an appointment of a liquidator 
under the provisions of section five of the Alien 
Enemy Trade Disposal Ordinance 1916. 


“ Immovable property " includes any right whether 
legal or equitable in or arising out of immovable 
property. 

‘Liquidator’ means a liquidator appointed under 
section five of the Alien Enemy Trade Disposal 
Ordinance 1916. 
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'" Corporation under enemy control ” includes— 


(a) a corporation of which any of the directors 
or persons occupying the position of directors 
by whatever name called is an enemy or 
enemy subject ; 

(b a corporation shareholders in which holding 
ten per cent. or more of the issued capital 
or voting rights of the corporation are 
enemies or enemy subjects or persons who 
hold such shares or stock directly or indirectly 
for or at the disposal of enemies or enemy 
subjects ; 

(c) a corporation which is by any other means 
whether of a like or a different character in 
fact under the control directly or indirectly 
of enemies or enemy subjects or corporations 
under enemy control ; 

(7) a corporation the executive whereof is a 
corporation within (a) (5) or (c). 

“ Enemy " means any person who is or is treated as 
an enemy under any Act of the Imperial Parliament 
Order in or of Council or Royal Proclamation for 
the time being in force and includes any naturalised 
British subject of enemy origin. 


“ Enemy subject " means a subject of a state for the 
time being at war with His Majesty. 


3.— (1) Except where the Crown is tbe lessor the liqui- 
dator may sell or assign any immovable property without 
the consent of the lessor any covenant or condition in the 
lease to the contrary notwithstanding and such sale or 
assignment shall not constitute a breach of any covenant 
or condition. 

(2) In the case of the sale of any lease the lessor or other 
person in whom the reversion expectant on the termi- 
nation thereof shall for the time being be vested shall not 
be entitled to exercise or enforce anv power of re-entry 
under a right of forfeiture of such lease by reason of any 
breach of any covenant or condition prior to the date ol 
completion of the sale thereof by the liquidator nor till 
the expiration of six months from such date by reason 
of any breach of à covenant or condition imposing upon 
the lessee an obligation to trade upon the premises therein 
comprised. 


4. Where an order has been made under section five of 
the Alien Enemy Trade Disposal Ordinance 1916 for the 
appointment of a liquidator of the trade of a firm no bank- 
ruptcy petition or petition for winding up shall be pre- 
sented or resolution for the winding up of such a firm 
passed or steps for the enforcement of the rights of any 
claimants upon or against the firm taken without the con- 
scnt of the Governor. 


5. The liquidator shall not sell any immovable property 
to an enemy or enemy subject or a corporation under enemy 
control or to any person acting for an enemy or enemy sub- 
ject or corporation under enemy control and further shall 
not complete any sale of immovable property unless and 
until the purchaser being an individual or corporation 
shall have made a statutory declaration in the appropriate 
form set out in the Schedule hereto. Such declaration 
in the case of a corporation being a purchaser shall be made 
by some official of the corporation duly authorised thereto 
by the corporation. | 
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6. No person in whom any immovable property sold 
by the liquidator or any part thereof or any right title or 
interest therein shall have become or shall become vested 
shall except with the authority of the Governor given with 
the consent of the Secretary of State in any particular 
case or in: general and in the latter case by Proclamation 
or otherwise sell transfer lease mortgage devise or bequeath 
such property or any part thereof or any right title or 
interest therein to or in any way deal therewith so that 
the same shall be acquired'or owned by or for or be held 
on behalf of or in trust for or for the benefit of or so 
as in any way to come under the control of (1) any enemy 
or enemy subject or corporation under enemy control or 
(2 any person who but for the conclusion of any Peace 
made in relation to the present War would be an enemy 
or enemy subject or corporation under enemv control and 
in either case either alone or jointly with another or others 
and if any person contravenes the provisions of this section 
such person or in the case of the estate of a deceased person 
his estate shall forfeit to His Majesty a sum of five thousand 
pounds at tbe suit of the Attorney-General. 


7. If any enemy or an enemy subject or a corporation 
under enemy control purchases from the liquidator any 
immovable property contrary to the provisions of section 
five of this Ordinance or if any person in whom any im- 
movable property sold by the liquidator or any part thereof 
or any right title or interest therein shall have become or 
shall become vested shall become either (1) an enemy 
enemy subject or corporation under enemy control or (2) a 
person who but for the conclusion of any Peace in con- 
nection with the present War would be an enemy enemv 
subject or corporation under enemy control or if any transfer 
lease mortgage devise or bequest of or other dealing with 
such immovable property takes place in contravention of 
the provisions of section six of this Ordinance then and in 
the latter case without prejudice to the recovery of 
the penalty under section six of this Ordinance the 
Attorney-General may apply to the Supreme Court for 
a declaration that (a) any right title and interest acquired 
or purported to be acquired in contravention of either 
of the said sections or held bv any person who has become 
(1) an enemy enemy subject or corporation under enemy con- 
trol or (2) a person who but for the conclusion of any Peace 
in connection with the present War would be an enemy 
enemy subject or corporation under enemy control and (b) 
in the case of a contravention of section five of this Ordi- 
nance any right title or interest in the property concerned 
which may be vested in the person guilty of such contra- 
vention is forfeited to the Crown and the court subject to 
the proviso following shall forfeit such right title or interest 
to the Crown accordingly. Provided always that in dealing 
with the application the court may take into consideration 
the position of persons who not being themselves prohibited 
persons under section five of this Ordinance have bona fide 
for value and without actual notice of or knowledge of the 
circumstances occasioning the liability to such forfeiture 
acquired any such right title or interest in such immovable 
property or who have acquired any right title or interest 1n 
such immovable property under the will or otherwise 
through or under any such persons and may make such 
order as it thinks fit wholly or partially relieving any such 
persons from forfeiture of such right title and interest so 
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acquired by them or otherwise may make such order as 
it may under the circumstances deem equitable. 


8. If under the intestacy of any person in whom any 
immovable property sold by the liquidator or any part 
thereof or any right title or interest therein shall have 
become or shall become vested any person being a pro- 
hibited person under section six of this Ordinance acquires 
any right title or interest in such immovable property such 
right title or interest shall also be subject to the forfeiture 
under the provisions of section seven of this Ordinance and 
the court shall have the like powers of relieving against 
forfeiture as are in the said section mentioned. 


9.—(1) The Governor may at any time require any person 
claiming to be the owner lessee or mortgagee of any 
immovable property sold by the liquidator or of any part 
thereof or of any right title or interest therein to furnish him 
in writing with such particulars as appear to the Governor 
to be necessary to enable him to ascertain whether or not 
the person is or holds the property or any part thereof 
or any right title or interest therein for or on behalf of 
or in trust for or for the benefit of or in any way so as to 
come under the control of an enemy enemy subject or 
corporation under enemy control or of a person who but 
for the conclusion of any Peace in connection with the 
present War would be an enemy enemy subject or corpora- 
tion under enemy control and in the case of a corporation 
may also require any director of the corporation or person 
occupying the position of director by whatever name called 
or the secretary or any other officer of the corporation 
performing the duties of secretary or any person acting 
as manager or agent for the corporation in connection 
with the property to furnish the required particulars. 

(2) If any person fails when required to furnish such 
particulars as it 1s in his power to give or ascertain or fur- 
nishes particulars which are false in any material particular 
he shall be liable on summary conviction to a penalty of 
one hundred pounds or to six months imprisonment or 
both. 

(3) Where any particulars have been furnished in 
accordance with this section such particulars may be used 
in evidence against the person or corporation by whom 
they are furnished in any proceedings under section six 
or section seven of this Ordinance and the fact that any 
person who has been required to furnish particulars in 
accordance with this section refuses or neglects to furnish 
such particulars as it is in his power to give or ascertain 
or furnishes particulars which are false in any material 
particular shall be przma facie evidence in the case of pro- 
ceedings under section six or section seven of this Ordinance 
that the person regarding whom the particulars were re- 
quired is an enemy enemy subject or corporation under 
enemy control or a person who but for the conclusion of any 
Peace in connection with the present War would be an 
enemy enemy subject or corporation under enemy control. 


10. The provisions contained in sections three four five six 
seven eight and nine of this Ordinance shall so far as they 
apply to the liquidator apply also to any controller now 
or hereafter appointed under the provisions of the Trading 
with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 or its amendments.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A 
CUSTODIAN OF ENEMY PROPERTY. 


[12th June, 1917.] 


BE it enacted by the Governor with the adyice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council as follows :— 


1. This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as the warne, . 
Trading with the Enemy (Custodian of Enemy Property) 
Ordinance 1917 and shall be read and construed with the 
Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 and the Trading 
with the Enemy Amendment Ordinance 1916. 


2. In this Ordinance— INTERPRETATION 


'" Enemy subject " means a subject of a state for the 
time being at war with His Majesty and includes 
a body corporate constituted according to the 
laws of such a state. 

“Commencement of the present war means as 
respects any enemy the date on which war was 
declared by His Majesty and the country in which 


that enemy resides or carries on business. I 


3.—(1) The Governor shall appoint a person to act as constitution 
custodian of enemy property (hereinafter referred to as ZE 
the custodian) for the purpose of receiving holding pre- enemy 
serving and dealing with such property as may be paid PROPERTY. 


to or vested in him in pursuance of this Ordinance, 
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(2) The custodian shall have such powers and duties 
with respect to the property aforesaid as may be prescribed 
by Regulations made by the Governor. 

(3) The custodian may place on deposit with any bank 
or invest in any securities approved by the Governor any 
moneys paid to him under this Ordinance or received by 
him írom property vested in him under this Ordinance 
and any interest or dividends received on account of such 
deposits or investments shall be dealt with in such manner 
as the Governor may direct. 


4.—(1) Any sum which had a state of war not existed 
would have been pavable and paid to or for the benefit 
of an enemy by way of (a) dividends or (b) interest or (c) 
share of profits shall be paid by the person firm or company 
by whom it would have been payable to the custodian to 
hold subject to the provisions of this Ordinance and the 
payment shall be accompanied by such particulars as the 
Governor may prescribe or as the'custodian if so autho- 
rsed by the Governor may require. Any payment 
required to be made under this subsection shall be made— 


(a) within thirty days after the passing of this 
Ordinance if the sum had a state of war not 
existed would have been paid before the passing 
of this Ordinance ; and j , 

(b) in any other case within thirty days after it 
would have been paid. 

(2) Where before the passing of this Ordinance any such 
sum has been paid into any account with a bank or has 
been paid to any other person in trust for an enemy the 
person firm or company by whom the payment was made 
shall within thirty days after the passing of this Ordi- 
nance by notice in writing require the bank or person to 
pay the sum over to the custodian to hold as aforesaid 
and shall furnish the custodian with such particulars as 
aforesaid. The bank or other person shall within fourteen 
days after the receipt of the notice comply with the require- 
ment and shall be exempt from all hability for having 
done so. 


(3) If any person fails to make or rcquire the making 
of any payment or to furnish the prescribed particulars 
within the time mentioned in this section he shall on 
summary conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred pounds or to imprisonment with or without 
hard labour for a term not exceeding six months or to both 
such fine and imprisonment and in addition to a further 
fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day during which 
the default continues and every director manager secretary 
or officer of a company or any other person who is knowingly 
a party to the default shall on the like conviction be liable 
to the like penalty. 


(4) If in the case of any person firm or company whose 
books and documents are liable to inspection under section 
five of the Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 any 
question arises as to the amount which would have been 
so payable and paid as aforesaid the question shall be 
determined by the person who may have been or may be 
appointed to inspect the books and documents of the per- 
son firm or company or on appeal by the Governor and 
if in the course of determining the question it appears 
to the inspector or the Governor that the person firm or 
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company has not distributed as dividends interest or profits 
the whole of the amount properly available for that purpose 
the inspector or the Governor may ascertain what amount 
was so available and require the whole: of such amount 
to be so distributed and in the case of a company if such 
dividends have not bcen declared the inspector or the 
Governor may himself or themselves declare the appro- 
priate dividends and every such declaration shall be as 
effective as a declaration to the like effect duly made 
in accordance with the constitution of the company. 

Provided that where a controller has been appointed 
under section eight of the Trading with the Enemy Ordi- 
nance 1914 or its amendments this subsection shall applv 
as 1f for references to the inspector there were substituted 
references to the controller. 


(5) For the purposes of this Ordinance the expression 
` dividends interest or share of profits " means any divi- 
dends bonus or interest in respect of any shares stock 
debentures debenture stock or other obligations of any 
company any interest in respect of any loan to a firm or 
person carrying on business for the purposes of that busi- 
ness and any profits or share of profits of such a business 
and where a person is carrying on any business on behalf 
of an enemy any sum which had a state of war not existed 
would have been transmissible by a person to the enemy 
by way of profits from that business shall be deemed to 
be a sum which would have been payable and paid to that 
enemy. 


(6) It shall be lawful for the Governor to exempt anv 
liquidator or controller appointed under the provisions of 
the Alien Enemy Trade Disposal Ordinance 191G or the 
Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 or its amendments 
respectively or any other person from the operation of this 
section either in whole or part and either permanently or 
temporarily and to withdraw in whole or part any 
exemption so granted. ` 


(7) The provisions of this section shall extend to sums 
which had a state of war not existed would have been 
payable and paid in the Colony to enemies— ` 

(a) in respect of interest on securities issued by or 
on behalf of the Government or the Government 
of any of His Majesty's Dominions or any foreign 
Government or by or on behalf of any corporation 
or any municipal or other authority whether 
within or without the Colony; and 

(b) by way of payment off of any securities which have 
become repayable on maturity or by being drawn 
for payment or otherwise being such securities 
as aforesaid or securities issued by any company ; 

and in the case of such sums as aforesaid (other than sums 
In respect of the payment off of securities issued by a 
company) the duty of making payments to the custodian 
and of requiring payments to be made to him and of 
furnishing him with particulars shall rest with the person 
firm or company through whom payments in the Colony 
are made. | 

(8 Where the custodian is satisfied from returns. made 
to him under subsection one of section five of this Ordinance 
that any such securities as aforesaid (including securities 
issued by a company) are held by any person on behalf 
of an enemy the custodian may give notice thereof to the 
person firm or company by or through whom any dividends 
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interest or bonus in respect of the securities or any sums 
by way of payment off of the securities are payable and 
upon the receipt of such notice any dividends interest 
or bonus payable in respect of and any sums by way of 
payment off of the securities to which the notice relates 
shall be paid to the custodian in like manner as if the 
securities were held by an enemy. 

(9) For the purposes of this section “ securities ” includes 
stock shares annuities bonds debentures or debenture 
stock or other obligations. 


5.—(1) Any person who holds or manages for or on behalf 
of an enemy any property real or personal (including any 
rights whether legal or equitable in or arising out of pro- 
perty real or personal and any balances and deposits ` 
standing to the credit of enemies at any bank and debts 
to the amount of fifty pounds or upwards which are due 
or which had a state of war not existed would have been 
due to enemies as if such bank or debtor were a person 
who held property on behalf of an enemy) shall within 
one month after the passing of this Ordinance or if the 
property comes into his possession or under his control 
after the passing of this Ordinance then within one month 
after the time when it comes into his possession or under 
his control by notice in writing communicate the fact to 
the custodian and shall furnish the custodian with such 
particulars in relation thereto as the custodian may require 
and if any person fails to do so he shall on summary con- 
viction be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds 
or to imprisonment with or without hard labour for a term 
not exceeding six months or to both such fine and impri- 
sonment and in addition to a further fine not exceeding 
fifty pounds for every day during which the default 
continues. ! 

Provided that when such particulars as above mentioned 
have been furnished to the custodian by any such person 
as aforesaid the Governor may if he thinks fit by order 
in writing under his hand direct that all or any of such 
property in respect of which such particulars have been 
furnished shall be handed over to the custodian as soon 
as may be after the making of the order to be dealt with 
by the custodian under the provisions of this Ordinance 
and if any such person fails to do so he shall be liable to 
the same penalty as is provided for: failure to furnish 
particulars as above-mentioned. | 

(2 The duty of making returns under this section 


-shall extend to companies as if the expression “ person ” 


included company and if any company fail to comply with 
the provisions of this subsection every director manager 
secretary or officer of the company who is knowingly a 
party to the default shall on summary conviction be liable 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds or to impri- 
sonment with or without hard labour for a term not 
exceeding six months or to both such fine and imprisonment 
and in addition to a further fine not exceeding fifty pounds 
for every day during which the default continues. 

(3| Every company incorporated in the Colony and 
every company which though not incorporated in the 
Colony has a share transfer or share registration office 
in the Colony shall within one month after the passing 
of this Ordinance by notice in writing communicate to 
the custodian full particulars of all shares stock debentures 
and debenture stock and other obligations of the company 
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which are held by or for the benefit of an enemy and every 
partner of every firm one or more partners of which on the 
commencement of the present war became enemies or to 
which money had been lent for the purpose of the business of 
the firm by a person who so became an enemy shall within 
one month after the commencement of this Ordinance 
by notice in writing communicate to the custodian full 
particulars as to any share of profits and interest due to 
such enemy or enemies and if any company or partner 
fails to comply with the provisions of this subsection the 
company shall on summary conviction be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred pounds and in addition to a 
further fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day during 
which the default continues and the partners and every 
director manager secretary or officer of the company who 
is knowingly a party to the default shall on the like con- 
viction be liable to the like fine or to imprisonment with 
or without hard labour for a term not exceeding six months 
or to both such imprisonment and fine. 

(4) The custodian shall keep a register of all property 
returns which have been made to him under this section 
and such register may be mspected by any person who 
appears to the custodian as to be interested as a creditor 
or otherwise. 

(5) It shall be lawful for the Governor to exempt any 
liquidator appointed under the provisions of the Alien 
Enemy Trade Disposal Ordinance 1916 or any other person 
from the operation of this section either in whole or part 
and either permanently or temporarily and to withdraw 
in whole or part any exemption so granted. 


: 6.—(1) The Supreme Court may on the application of 
any person who appears to the court to be a creditor of 
an enemy or entitled to recover damages against any 
enemy or to be interested in any property real or personal 
(including any rights whether legal or equitable in or 
arising out of property real or personal) belonging to or 
held or managed for or on behalf of an enemy or on the 
application of the custodian or any Government Depart- 
ment by order vest in the custodian any such real or per- 
sonal property as aforesaid if the court is satisfied that such 
vesting is expedient for the purposes of this Ordinance 
and may by the order confer on the custodian such powers 
of selling managing and otherwise dealing with the property 
as to the court may seem proper. 

(2 The court before making any order under this section 
may direct that such notices (if any) whether by way of 
advertisement or otherwise shall be given as the court 
may think fit. 

(3) A vesting order under this section as respects pro- 
perty of any description shall be of the like purport and 
effect as a vesting order as respects property of the same 
description made under the Trustee Ordinance 1915. 

(4) No application shall be made to the Supreme Court 
under this section without the permission of the Governor. 


7.—(1) The custodian shall except so far as the Governor 
or the Supreme Court may otherwise direct and subject 
to the provisions of the next succeeding subsection hold 
any money paid to and any property vested in him under 
this Ordinance until the termination of the present war 
and shall thereafter deal with the same in such manner 
as the Governor may direct. 
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(2) The property held by the custodian under this 
Ordinance shall not be liable to be attached or otherwise 
taken in execution but the custodian may in his discretion 
if so authorised by an order of the Supreme Court pay out 
of the property paid to him in respect of that enemy the 
whole or any part of any debts due by that enemy and 
specified in the order. 

Provided that before paying any such debt the custodian 
shall take into consideration the sufficiency of the property 
paid to or vested in him in respect of the enemy in question 
to satisfy that debt and any other claims against that enemy 
of which notice verified by statutory declaration may have 
been served upon him. 

(3) The receipt of the custodian or any person duly 
authorised to sign receipts on his behalf for any sum paid 
to him under this Ordinance shall be a good discharge 
to the person paying the same as against the person or 
body of persons in respect of whom the sum was paid 
to the custodian. 

(4) The custodian shall keep a register of all property 
held by him under this Ordinance which register shall be 
open to public inspection at all reasonable times free of 
charge. | 

(5) The Chief Justice may by rules make provision for 
the practice and procedure to be adopted for the purposes 
of this and the last preceding section. 


8. Where during the continuance of the present war 
any coupon or other security transferable by delivery is 
presented for payment to any company or other body or 
person and the company body or person has reason to 
suspect that it is so presented on behalf or for the benefit 
of an enemy or that since the commencement of the present 
war it has been held by or for the benefit of an enemy the 
company body or person may pay the sum due in respect 
thereof into the Supreme Court and the same shall subject 
to the rules of the court be dealt with according to the 
orders of the court and such a payment shall for all pur- 
poses be a good discharge to the company body or person. 


9.—(1) The Governor in any case where it appears to 
him to be expedient to do so may by order vest in the 
custodian any property real or personal (including any 
rights whether legal or equitable in or arising out of pro- 
perty real or personal) belonging to or held or managed 
for or on behalf of an enemy or enemy subject or the right 
to transfer that property and may by any such order or 
any subsequent order confer on the custodian such powers 
of selling managing and otherwise dealing with the property 
as to the Governor may seem proper. 

(2) A vesting order under this section as respects pro- 
perty of any description shall be of the like purport and 
effect as a vesting order as respects property of the same 
description made by the Supreme Court under the Trustee 
Ordinance 1915 and shall be sufficient to vest in the custo- 
dian any property or the right to transfer any property 
as provided by the order without the necessity of any 
further conveyance assurance or document. 

(3) Where in exercise of the powers conferred on him 
by the Governor or by the Supreme Court under this 
Ordinance the custodian proposes to sell any shares or 
stock forming part of the capital of any company or securi- 
ties issued by the company in respect of which a vesting 
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order under this Ordinance has been made the company 
may with the consent of the Governor purchase the shares 
stock or securities any law or any regulation of the company 
to the contrary notwithstanding and any shares stock or 
securities so purchased may from time to time be reissued 
by the company. 

(4) The transfer on sale by the custodian of any property 
shall be conclusive evidence in favour of the purchaser 
and of the custodian that the requirements of this section 
have been complied with. 


10. It shall be the duty of every enemy subject who is 
within the Colony if so required by the custodian within 
one month after being so required to furnish the custodian 
with such particulars as to— 

(a) any stocks shares debentures or other securities 
Issued by any company government municipal 
or other authority held by him or in which he is 
interested ; and 

(b) any other property of the value of £50 or upwards 
belonging to him or in which he is interested ; 

as the custodian may require and if he fails to do so he 
shall on summary conviction be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds or to imprisonment with or with- 
out hard labour for a term not exceeding six months or to 
both such a fine and imprisonment and in addition to a 
further fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day 
during which the default continues. 


1l. If the benefit of an application made by or on behalf 
or for the benefit of an enemy or enemy subject for any 
patent is by this Ordinance vested in the custodian the 
patent may be granted to the custodian as patentee and 
may notwithstanding anything in sections fourteen and 
fifteen of the Patents Ordinance 1879 be sealed accordingly 
by the Kegistrar-General and any patent so granted to 
the custodian shall be deemed to be property vested in 
him by such order as aforesaid. 


19. Any restrictions imposed by any Ordinance or 
Proclamation on dealings with enemy property shall 
continue to apply to property particulars whereof are or 
are liable to be notified to the custodian in pursuance of 
section four of this Ordinance or as extended by any 
subsequent Ordinance not only during the continuance 
of the present war but thereafter until such time as they 
may be removed by order of the Governor in Council and 


Orders by the Governor in Council may be made removing 


all or any of those restrictions either simultaneously as 
respects all such property or at different times as respects 
different classes or items of property. 


13.—(1) Where the custodian executes a transfer of 
any shares stock or securities which he is empowered to 
transfer by a vesting order made under sections six and 
nine of this Ordinance the company or other body in whose 
books the shares stock or securities are registered shall 
upon the receipt of the transfer so executed by the custo- 
dian and upon being required by him so to do register the 
shares stock or securities in the name of the custodian 
or other transferee notwithstanding any regulation or 
stipulation of the company or other body and notwith- 
standing that the custodian is not in possession of the 
certificate script or other document of title relating to the 
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shares stock or securities transferred but such registration 
shall be without prejudice to any lien or charge in favour 
of the compnay or other body or to any other lien or charge 
of which the custodian has notice. 

(2) If any question arises as to the existence or amount 
of any lien or charge the question may on application being 
made for the purpose be determined by the Supreme Court. 


14. Where a vesting order has been made under sections 
six or nine of this Ordinance as respects any property 
belonging to or held or managed for or on behalf of a 
person who appeared to the Supreme Court or Governor 
when making the order to be an enemy or enemy subject 
the order shall not nor shall any proceedings thereunder 
or in consequence thereof be invalidated or affected by 
reason only of such person having prior to the date of the 
order died or ceased to be an enemy subject or subsequently 
dying or ceasing to be an enemy or enemy subject or by 
reason of its being subsequently ascertained that he was 
not an enemy or enemy subject as the case may be. 


15. The custodian shall have power to charge such fees 
in respect of his duties under this Ordinance whether by 
way of percentage or otherwise as the Governor may fix 
and such fees shall be collected and accounted for by such 
persons in such manner and shall be paid to such account 
as the Governor may direct and the incidence of the fees 
as between capital and income shall be determined by the 
custodian. 


16. No action shall be brought or other proceedings 
commenced by a company the books and documents of 
which are liable to inspection under section five of the 
Trading with the Enemy Ordinance 1914 unless notice 
in writing has previously been given by the company to 
the custodian of their intention. 


17. Any agreement to the contrary notwithstanding the 
absence of proof of the existence of any person the 
vesting of whose property in the custodian is provided 
for in this Ordinance shall not exempt such property from 
being handed over to the custodian as provided for in 
this Ordinance. 


18. The custodian may from time to time as he may 
think fit in his discretion extend the period for the pay- 
ment of money or for the doing of any act required to be 
done under this Ordinance. 


19. All property of whatsoever description held by the 
Treasury under the provisions of the Alien Enemy Trade 
Disposal Ordinance 1916 shall be handed over to the 
custodian as soon as may be after the passing of this Ordi- 
nance and shall be dealt with by him according to the 
provisions of this Ordinance.

1 I have the honour to inform you that the 
King has been pleased to approve of a silver badge 


being awarded to officers, soldiers, nurses, and 
certain civilians who have left the Army owing 
to physical disability incurred by military service. 


2. I enclose a copy of the original notification 
describing the badge, and also a copy of a pam- 
phlet issued by the Army Council containing the 
conditions governing the issue of the badge. I 
would invite your attention to the paragraph 
on page 4 of the pamphlet in which the procedure 
for applicants who have served in the forces of a 
Colony or Protectorate is laid down. 

3. The Army Council have decided that the 
minimum period of time during which a soldier 
shall have served with the colours since the 4th 
of August, 1914, in order to be eligible for the 
badge shall be seven davs.

(1) To be awarded to those ofhcers and soldiers who, 
having served at home or abroad since 4th August, 
1914, have, for age or physical incapacity, retired, 
relinquished their commissions, or been discharged 
from the Service, such incapacity being due to 
wounds or to sickness caused by military service. 

(2) The award to include all troops—British, Indian and 
Colonial. 

(3) To be worn only with plain clothes on the right breast 
or on the right lapel of the jacket. 

(4) To be accompanied by a certificate bearing the same 
serial number. The certificate always to be in 
possession when the badge is worn. 

(5) The badge will also be awarded to members of Queen 
Alexandra’s Imperial Military Nursing Service, 
Regular, Reserve and Territorial Force, Queen 
Alexandra’s Military Nursing Service for India, and 
members of Voluntary Aid Detachments who have 
quitted the Service under the conditions noted in (1). 

Also to civil practitioners regularly appointed to perform 
military duties and to other civilians who have occupied 
positions normally held by officers or other ranks of the Royal 
Army Medical Corps under a fixed agreement for a period 
of service, who have been forced to resign from physi cal 
incapacity caused by military service. 


SILVER WAR BADGES. 


(1) MILITARY FORCES. 

It has been decided to amend the instructions which were 
issued by the Army Council regarding the grant of the Silver 
Badge to Officers and others of the Imperial Military Forces 
who, having served since the 4th of August, 1914, had, on 
account of old age or physical infirmity arising from wounds 
or sickness caused bv military service, in the case of Ofhcers, 
retired, or relinquished their Commissions ; in the case of men, 
been discharged from the Army, or in the case of the others 
mentioned below, relinquished their military employment. 

Under amended conditions, any of the under-mentioned 
individuals who may have retired, relinquished their Com- 
missions or military employment, or have been discharged 
from the Army on account of old age, wounds or sickness are 
eligible for the award of the Badge, provided the disability 
renders them unfit for any further military service and that 
the claims are approved by the Army Council. ` 

Soldiers who have been discharged from the Army since the 
4th of August, 1914, under paragraph 392 (XXI) kings 
Regulations, and are ineligible for any further military service 
on account of wounds, sickness or age may be granted the 
Badge, provided that the claims are approved by the Army 
Council.

REGULATION REGARDING MARRIAGE FEASTS, 
ROTUMA, MADE BY THE ROTUMA REGULATION 
BOARD ON THE 7TH DAY OF DECEMBER, 1916. 


Regulation No. 1 of 1916, regarding Marriage 
Feasts. 


1. This Regulation may be referred to as the 
Marriage Feasts Regulation 1916. 


2. It shall be lawful on the occasion of a marri- 
age where the parties to the marriage are natives 
of Rotuma to hold the following feasts in con- 
nection therewith :— 


(a) Suu Hani ; 
(b) Tari Inoso ; 
(c) Saio Suu ; 
(d) Suu Tiu ; 
(e) Ag Inoso. 


3. (a) The first three feasts enumerated in 
section (2) are fcasts held preliminary to a 
marriage and are of a minor nature and shall not 
extend beyond a period of time necessary to 
prepare and hold a single feast to celebrate each 
Occasion. 


(b The feast Suu Tiu or feast held on the 
marriage day shall not extend bevond that day. 


(c) The feast Ag Inoso or feast following the 
Suu Tiu shall not extend beyond a period of two 
days next after this feast except on special 
occasions and with the permission of the Resident 
Commissioner when a period not exceeding two 
additional days may be granted. 


4. It shall not be lawful to hold any other 
feasts in connection with a marriage than those 
enumerated in section 2. 


9. Any person committing a breach of this 
Regulation or aiding any person in the commis- 
sion of such breach shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding five pounds or in default of payment 
to imprisonment for a period not exceeding three 
months.

With reference to my telegram of the 6th 
March, relative to the suspension of the departure 
of Indian emigrant ships from India, I have the 
honour to transmit to you, for your information, 
the accompanying copy of correspondence witlt 
the Admiralty, which explains the reasons why 
it has been found necessary to take over Messrs. 
Nourse’s ships. 


2. The ship, the departure of which was still 
in doubt when the telegram of the 6th March was 
sent, was the '' Ganges.” 


3. It has since been represented to me by the 
India Office that, in view of the demands for 
labour in Mesopotamia, it is necessary to restrict 
very stringently all recruiting in India for labour 
overseas and in face of these representations I 
considered that no alternative was open to me 
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but to reply that the exigencies of the military 
situation must be paramount and that, if the 
Naval and Militarv Authorities regarded it as 
essential that coolies who had already been 
engaged for service in the Colonies should be 
employed on work connected with the war, I 
could only accept their decision. ` Arrangements 
have now been made by the Military Authorities 
in [ndia to send to Mesopotamia so many of the 
coolies, who were destined to sail on the 
'" Ganges," as are suitable for work in that 
country, and I presume that the remainder will 
have been repatriated to their homes. 


4. I have intimated to the India Office that 
I consider that the actual expenses incurred in 
recruiting the coolies who should have been 
despatched by the “ Ganges " should be reim- 
bursed to the Colonial Governments concerned. 


5. You will readily understand that it is 
impossible to indicate at what date recruiting 
in India will be resumed, but it is reasonably 
certain that recruiting cannot be resumed until 
after the war, and much will depend on the 
decisions arrived at at the forthcoming Confer- 
ence between representatives of this Office and 
representatives of the India Office and the 
Indian Government. 


6. I have authorised the Emigration Agent 
at Calcutta to offer his own services and those 
of his Department to the Government of India. 


7. I greatly regret the loss and inconvenience 
which will be caused to the planters in the West 
Indies and Fiji by the suspension of further 
recruiting, but I have no doubt that they will 
acquiesce in my view that military needs must 
first be served. | 


8. [ take this opportunity of acknowledging 
the receipt of vour telegram of the 22nd of 
March, and of inviting reference to my reply of 
the 24th of March.

I have to acquaint you for the information 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies that, 
in view of the recent losses of British ships and 
the necessity of maintaining the food supplies 
of the country, it is necessary to take for Govern- 
ment service some of the vessels now, or about 
to be, employed in conveving coolics from 
Calcutta to the West Indies. 


It is proposed, while retaining the two vessels 
which are now on Government service, to requisi- 
tion also two other vessels. It is not proposed, 
however, to interfere with the vessel which is 
shortly due to load in Calcutta.

I am directed by Mr. Secretary Long to 
acknowledge the receipt of vour letter (T.L. 
12311/1917) of the 13th instant, relative to the 
requisitioning of the ships now employed in 
conveying coolies between India and the West 
Indies and Fiji.

. 2. Mr. Long notes that it is not proposed to 
interfere with the “ Ganges" which is shortly 
due to load at Calcutta. 


3. In connection with this ship I am to request 
you to inform the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty that, as at present arranged, the ship 
will leave on the 27th instant for the West Indies 
sailing via the Cape of Good Hope, and I am to 
inquire whether their Lordships consider that 
in existing circumstances this voyage will be 
attended with danger. 


4. Mr. Long would be reluctant to alter the 
destination of this vessel, which will carry some 
800 coolies, who have been especially recruited for 
service in the West Indices, but he would of course 
be unwilling that she should sail, if the journey 
in question is likelv to be attended with risk. 
In the event of its being dccided that it would 
be unwise for the ' Ganges " to leave for the 
West Indies on the 27th of February the alter- 
natives would be (1) to delav her departure for 
a reasonable period ; (2) to divert her to Fiji; 
or (3) to abandon the attempt to send her on 
either voyage. 


5. The objection to the second alternative is 
that it is uncertain whether the Indian Govern- 
ment would agree to coolies who have been 
recruited for the West Indies being sent to Fiji ; 
and even should the Indian Government consent 
it would also be necessary to obtain the consent 
of the coolies, and it is uncertain what proportion 
of them would agree to change their destination. 


6. Mr. Long would be glad if he might be 
favoured with their Lordships' views on the 
situation, and he would also be glad if they 
would be good enough to intimate, should it be 
decided that the ' Ganges " may sail either to 
the West Indies or Fiji, at what intermediate 
ports it would be desirable for her to call for 
information as to whether it would be safe for 
her to proceed further on her voyage.

OPENING ADDRESS BY HIS EXCELLENCY SIR BICKHAM ESCOTT, K.C.M.G., 
AT THE BOSE VAKATURAGA, 30TH MAY, 1917. 


ROKOS AND CHIEFS,— 

For the second time I have the pleasure of addressing you at the 
opening meeting of the Great Council of Chiefs, I extend to. you all a most 
hearty welcome, and I trust that your deliberations may promote the welfare 
of the Native population and so be productive of good to the whole Colony. 


Deaths of prominent Chiefs. 

During the last three years death has taken from you some of your foremost 
and most valued Chiefs, and we have to mourn the loss on the 12th December, 
1914, of Ratu Kadavu Levu, grandson of Ratu Cakobau, who entered the Govern- 
ment service as long ago as August, 1883, and served as a Native Member of the 
Legislative Council from September, 1905, until July, 1913; of the Roko Tui 
Dreketi, the last surviving Chief who signed the Deed of Cession on the 10th 
October, 1874, who was Roko Tui Rewa from the Ist September, 1875, to the 13th 
March, 1897, when he resigned on account of old age, although he only passed 
away on the 5th of Jast month; of Ratu Tevita Makutu, the Roko Tui Nadroga, 
who died on the 14th February, 1916; of Ratu Saimone Dobui, who after over 
thirty years’ service, during which he was first a Native Magistrate and then 
successively Roko Tui Serua and Roko Tui Ra, retired in March, 1914, on account 
of ill-health, and died on the 14th December of the same year ; and lastly of Ratu 
Kolinio Rokotunaceva, who was formerly Tui Levuka and died in 1915. 

All these were Chiefs whom you held in affectionate esteem, and I grieve 
with you in the heavy loss which you and your people have sustained by their 
removal from your midst. | | 


The Great War. 


since we last met in Council assembled Great Britain has been plunged 
into the most devastating war that the world has ever known. This war, which 
was caused by the wanton and unprovoked aggression of the German and Austrian 
Empires, has now lasted for two years and ten months and the end of it is not 
yet in sight. Of the final issue of the war there is no doubt, but many sacrifices 
have still to be made by all parts of the Empire to which you are proud to belong. 
There is not a family in the United Kingdom which has not to mourn the death 
of one near and dear to it, and the people of this Colony, in common with other 
parts of the Empire, have given freely of their bravest and best. Although 
for reasons into which I need not now enter it has not been possible for His Majesty 
to accept the loyal services of a Native Contingent for actual military service, 
I am proud to know that there is not one amongst you who would not freely give 
all that he possesses, including life itself, if by so giving the victory of civilisation 
over barbarism, of righteousness over iniquity, of God over the embodiment 
of all evil might thereby be won. His Majesty has accepted, however, as you 
are aware, the services of 100 Fijians for duty on transport work at Calais, and the 
detachment, under the command of the Honourable K. J. Allardyce, Secretary 
for* Native Affairs, left the Colony on the 18th instant. I am confident that the 
detachment will render valuable service, and I am confident also that, if a further 
detachment is required, there will be no lack of volunteers. I desire to place 
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on record our grateful thanks to the Honourable Henry Marks who has under- 
taken, on behalf of his Company and himself, to be responsible, up to the amount 
of £10,000, for the cost of raising, equipping, and transporting the detachment 
to and from France, and for the payment of separation allowances to dependents. 
You have given generously, and, in some cases, even beyond your means, to the 
different Patriotic Funds that have been raised from time to time, and, in your 
Sovereign’s name, I thank you with all my heart for your unstinted and unques- 
tioning generosity. With the Native detachment there has gone as a non-com- 
missioned officer one who has borne a distinguished part on the actual field of battle, 
and has won for himself, and thus for his race, a well-earned reputation for discip- 
lined courage. I refer to Ratu Sukuna, the son of the Roko Tui Tailevu. I 
showed my appreciation of his gallant conduct by giving him the command of the 
Native Platoon, which forms an important part of the Defence Force of the Colony, 
and by appointing him to be my Aide-de-Camp, and I am glad to take this oppor- 
tunity of announcing that the Secretary of State for the Colonies has recognised 
Ratu Sukuna's ability and good work as an officer of the Government by selecting 
him for appointment as a Cadet in the Fiji Civil Service. This is the first time 
in the history of the Colony that a Native has attained to such a post, and I 
earnestly trust that Ratu Sukuna's example will inspire other natives with a 
determination to follow in his path. Nor must I forget to mention two other 
Fijians, who were enrolled in the New Zealand Expeditionary Force. I refer 
to C. W. T. Vuiyasawa, who took part in the battle of the Somme, and G. B. Toga- 
nivalu, who proceeded to the front in January last. 

There is one further remark which I must make in regard to the present 
war before I pass to other subjects. We have the assurance of the late Prime 
Minister of Great Britain that there shall be no peace until complete victory 
has been achieved, and that the terms of peace shall be such as shall render impos- 
sible for generations to come a recurrence of such a war as Great Britain and her 
Allies are now waging in defence of the civilisation and liberties of the whole world. 
You then must be content to await the final issue, and you will not forget that 
Great Britain is fighting as much on your behalf as on bchalf of the liberty of any 
other part of the Empire. 


Appointment of Native Members to Legislative Council. 


Under Article 39 of the Letters Patent of the 31st January, 1914, the 
present Legislative Council will be dissolved on the 31st instant, and, under 
Article 10 of the same Letters Patent, it is your duty to submit to me the names 
of not more than six persons, being aboriginal natives of the Colony, who are 
able to speak and understand the English language. From these persons I shall 
select two who will become members of the Legislative Council. I earnestly 
hope that you and I may be guided aright in the choice of suitable persons for this 
responsible office. | 

Leasing of Native Lands. 

The leasing of Native Lands, to which I referred at some length in my 
address of 1914, is now governed by Regulations made by the Governor in Council 
on the 25th June, 1915, and brought into force on the Ist January, 1916. Under 
the Regulations Native Lands must be handed over to the Government before 
they can be leased or otherwise dealt with on behalf of the native owners on such 
terms as the Governor in Council may consider proper. It is satisfactory to find 
that in the districts of Ra, Nadi, Lautoka, and Macuata the system has been 
accepted frankly ; that, after considerable delay, lands in the Rewa district 
are now being scheduled freely ; and that even in the district of Ba, where the 
arrangement met with much opposition in 1916, the wisdom of the change 1s being 
recognised gradually by the natives. The Government does not desire to bring 
undue pressure to bear on the natives to give effect to a decision which has been 
derived at in their interests, but it must be clearly understood that the Government 
can only act as the Agent of the Natives in the matter of leasing native lands pro- 
vided all lands which are not required for the Natives' use are scheduled as lands 
to be leased by the Government on their behalf, and that, under Ordinance No. 23 
of 1916, any arrangement made for the lease of land, without the consent of the - 
Governor in Council being first obtained, is an offence which is punishable as the 
law provides. In this matter, as in all others, the Government's sole object 
is to promote the welfare and to safeguard the interests of the Native Community. 
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Work of Native Lands Commission. 


In my address to the Council of May, 1914, I referred at length to the work 
of the Native Lands Commission: I am glad to inform you that, on the whole, 
satisfactory progress has been made by the Commission since that date. The 
investigations in the Ba Province, which were then in hand, have been concluded 
and the Commission's decisions have been duly announced. The Commission 
sat at Bau in April, 1915, to inquire into the status of the Bau tribes and depend- 
encies as a measure preliminary to an investigation of the ownership of native 
lands in the Province of Lomaiviti, where certain of the Bau Chiefs claimed to 
have interests. In May, 1915, the Commissioners proceeded to Levuka and were 
engaged, with intervals, until November of that year on work relating to the 
islands of Ovalau and Moturiki. The intervals were caused by the failure of 
the natives of the Bureta, Nasinu, and Moturiki districts to carry out the 
directions given them for the demarcation of boundaries. During those intervals 
the Commissioners and the clerical staff were occupied in compiling the records 
of Provinces, which they had already visited, and work of a similar nature was 
undertaken in Suva in December, 1915, and in January, 1916. From February 
to August of last year inquiries were conducted by the Commissioners on the 
islands of Koro, Nairai, Gau, and Batiki. The decisions of the Commissioners 
have been communicated to the people in the usual way. The final register of 
native lands in the Province of Nadroga has been compiled, the surveyors’ plans 
and descriptions of the boundaries of native lands having been supplied by the 
Lands Department. It is hoped that there will be ready in a short time plans 
and descriptions of lands in several districts of the Ba Province. In November 
last the Commission opened proceedings in the Ra Province, where work is still 
proceeding. The work accomplished by the present Native Lands Commission 
covers the whale of the Provinces of Colo West, Nadroga (mainland), Ba, and Lomai- 
viti, and preliminary work has been done throughout the Lau Province. In the 
Provinces of Bua and Serua and in parts of Naitasiri and Tailevu investigations 
were carried out by Mr. Wilkinson’s Commission, but no proper enumeration 


of the tribes was made. The Provinces in which inquiries have still to be made,’ 


when those in the Ra Province are completed, are Rewa, Colo North, Colo East, 
Namosi, Kadavu, Macuata, and Cakaudrove, whilst there is still work to be 
done in parts of Naitasiri and Tailevu. No claims to land have been heard, 
so far, in the Lau Province. I desire to say once more that the object of the 
Native Lands Commission is not to deprive natives of their lands, but rather 
to confirm them in the possession of lands of which they may be found, under 
native custom and the law of the Colony, to be the true owners. It is in order 
to avoid future confusion of titles and to secure the best interests of the Fijians 
themselves that it has been decided that land which was and remains unoccupied 
should be defined and placed under proper control so as to turn it to advantageous 
use. The Secretary of State for the Colonies has now approved of such unoccupied 
land being scheduled as land under the control of the Crown on the express under- 
standing, which it gives me pleasure to communicate to you to-day, that this 
is done by the Crown as successor to the paramount authority of the Fijian tribes 
and that all profits derived from the sale or lease of such lands shall be applied 
to the benefit of the Fijians and shall not be placed to the ordinary revenue of 
the Government.’ This important concession you will, I am confident, esteem 
at its full value. | 


Cost of Survey of Native Lands. 


The survey of native land boundaries, as defined by the Native Lands 
Commission, has been completed throughout the Province of Nadroga and in 
parts of Colo West and Ba. The cost of surveving land for the purpose of con- 
firming the owners in their possession of it is not a charge that should be borne 
by the public funds of the Colony. The salaries and all the expenses of the Native 
Lands Commission are being paid by the Government in order to facilitate the 
settlement of native land boundaries, but the owners of each plot of land defined 
and surveyed will be called upon to refund the cost of survey at a rate which 


will be based on the actual expenditure incurred by the Government for that 
service. 


- 
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Failure of Natives to mark out Boundaries. 


In connection with native land surveys, I regret to state that it has been 
reported to me that the surveyors employed by the Government on the work 
have been seriously hampered by the neglect of native owners to attend when 
requested to do so for the purpose of pointing out the marks which indicate the 
boundaries to be surveyed. It is impossible for the surveyors, who have no 
personal knowledge of the localities, to identify the marks without the assistance 
of the owners, and it is, moreover, important that those interested in cach 
boundary should be present at the survev in order that the correctness of the 
boundaries may not be later disputed. I am the more disappointed at receiving 
these reports in view of the assurance that was given me at the Council of Chiefs 
in 1914 that the Chiefs were desirous of doing what they could to help the Com- 
mission and facilitate its work. 


Position of Dependents. 

I have been informed by the Chairman of the Native Lands Commission 
that, in the course of the Commission’s investigations in the Provinces of Ba, Lomai- 
viti, and Ra, it was found that there were many strangers living with various 
mataqali as dependents. Some of them are comparatively recent arrivals, 
but the persons to whom I wish to refer are the descendants of individuals who 
for various reasons separated themselves from their own mataqali prior to the 
establishment of British rule in Fiji, and took refuge with other mataqali. Inquiry 
has shown that, by custom, such persons did not become actual members of the 
mataqali that received them. They lived with them, assisted in all communal 
work, and planted on the mataqali lands, but only by permission. They were 
liable to be expelled at any time, if they quarrelled with their hosts, or to be sent 
for by their own mataqali. At the same time, by leaving their own mataqali 
and ceasing to render communal service to it and to their chiefs, they lost their 
rights in the communal property of their mataqal. In the same way their 
descendants cannot acquire mataqali status, and are not actual owners of land, 
except in cases where dowry land has been given to a woman whom one of them 
may have married. 

Now that the ownership of native land is being recorded once and for all, 
the position of these dependents should be settled. I recommend for your con- 
sideration that such persons should now be sent for by the mataqali to which 
they may, properly, belong, and should return to it, but the restordtion should 
be permanent, and those persons who are thus restored to their rights in their 
original mataqali should live with that mataqali and assist in all communal work. 
When that has been done, the Native Lands Commission can record them as 
ordinary members of the mataqall. 


Education. 


There are, I find, in existence five Provincial Schools, four of which are 
entirely supported by Provincial Funds, whilst the fifth school, established at 
Lakeba, is subsidised by the Government to the extent of £300 a year, that being 
the amount of the Head Master's salary. 

There are five other schools under the Methodist Mission which receive 
assistance from Provincial Funds, and there is lastly the Queen Victoria Memorial 
School at Nasinu, the estimated cost of which for the present year is £1,871 4s. 3d. 
Towards that amount £350 are contributed from Provincial Funds. | 

I have given careful consideration to Resolution X of the Council of Chiefs 
of 1914 regarding the question of education and have laid the views expressed 
before the Legislative Council and the Secretary of State for the Colonies. The 
Legislative Council is of opinion that, for the primary education of Fijian children, 
the existing village schools, conducted by the Mission Authorities, should be 
continued, and that every effort should be made to improve those schools by a 
system of grants in aid to schools which conform to the requirements of the Board 
of Education. I concur in their opmion, which has. been submitted to, and 
approved by, the Secretary of State, and I am glad to inform you that Rules 
and Regulations have been made by the Board of Education, which has been 
constituted under the Education Ordinance 1916, setting out the conditions 
on which schools can be regarded as “ Assisted ” and receive grants from public 
funds. | 


£ 
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I hope that the Managers of Provincial Schools and of schools under the 
Mission Bodies will now apply for recognition as Assisted Schools, and will earn 
sufficient grants to enable their schools to be improved so that pupils from those 
schools may be eligible for admission to the Queen Victoria School, having acquired 
already a fair knowledge of the English language both written and spoken. 


The question of raising the standard of education at the Queen Victoria 
School can only be solved by altering the conditions on which boys are now 
admitted to that school. At present £350 are contributed by the Provinces 

.to meet the cost of the technical branch of the school. I propose, for your con- 
sideration, that this contribution should be abolished, and that a system of pay- 
ment of school fees should be introduced. 


I suggest that the annual charge for tuition and board should be £6, and 
that, when two or more brothers attend the school, the charge should be reduced 
to £4 for each boy. It is intended that candidates for admission to the school 
should be selected annually on the results of examinations to be held at various 
convenient centres, and that there should be required from each selected candidate, 
before he is admitted to the school, a deposit of £4 which will be returned to him 
when he leaves school provided one term's notice has been given. There will 
be no objection, if it is so desired, to the school fees and the deposit being paid, 
through the Secretariat for Native Affairs, by the Province to which a pupil 
belongs, though in many cases, probably, parents will prefer to pay the fees them- 
selves direct to the Head Master. It is proposed that boys who have passed 
satisfactorily through the highest form in the school should be awarded a certificate 
to that effect. Such certificate will be valuable to boys who wish to obtain 
public or private employment. I shall be glad also, if you agree, to consider 
the question of establishing exhibitions, to be competed for annually and to be 
tenable for five years, entitling the holders to be admitted to, and to remain at, 
the Victoria School without payment of the annual school fee. Such pupils 
would be required to deposit with the Head Master the sum of £2, which, if the 
conduct and work of the pupil were satisfactory, would be refunded at the expira- 
tion of the exhibition. You are aware that another Native Assistant Master 
was added to the teaching staff at the close of last year. I had hoped that Ratu 
Epeli, who was appointed to the new post, would have been content to have 
remained at the Victoria School for some years, but he has applied for and has 
been given.a transfer to the Native Lands Commission. Steps are now being 
taken to replace Ratu Epeli by a second European Assistant Master, and it is 
proposed that, by a re-arrangement of the work of the school staff, instruction ` 
in Agricultural Science, under a competent teacher, should be given throughout 
the school. Classes in practical Agriculture will be held, as at present, three times 
a week and lessons in carpentry and cabinet making will be confined to one day 
in the week and those lessons will be made part of the ordinary school work. 
The establishment of a technical branch of the school, as it was termed, has not 
fulfilled entirely the objects for which it was instituted in 1914, and there is a 
general opinion, in which I hope you will concur, that the literary and scientific 
work of the school should be our special care. The changes already made and 
those now in view will result in time, I hope, in the fulfilment of your wishes 
that the standard of the Queen Victoria School should be raised and that the 
school should become a College, to which only boys who have reached a certain 
standard will be admitted. 


At the end of 1915 Mr. Thompson, who had been Head Master of the Queen 
Victoria School for nine and a half ycars, was promoted to another Colony, and 
was replaced by Mr. E. D. Laborde, a B.A. of the University of London. You vill 
join with me in wishing Mr. Thompson success in his new post and in welcoming 
Mr. Laborde who has already devoted himself to his duties with ability and vigour, 


as n whom credit is due for the changes that are now being made at the Victoria 
chool. e 


Lord Stanmore Memorial. 


. The total amount collected for the memorial to the late Lord Stanmore 
Is £324 10s. 2d. I suggest, for your consideration, that no better use could be 
made of funds subscribed for a memorial to a distinguished Governor than by ` 
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erecting and equipping a Laboratory at the Queen Victoria School, where instruc- 
tion could be given in practical chemistry and a knowledge of scientific agricultural 
work could be obtained. A building suitable for a laboratory can be erected 
and equipped ready for use for £611, and you should have no difficulty in raising 
the further money required to cover the cost of this valuable addition to the 
school, which should be called the Lord Stanmore Memorial Laboratory. The 
estimated annual cost of the upkeep of the Laboratory is £30, and that amount 
will be provided out of General Revenue. As you are aware, instruction in prac- 
tical agriculture is now given twice a week to the boys of the school. The acqui- 
sition by the boys of a sound knowledge of scientific agricultural work would 
give them qualifications of the highest. value in undertaking the development 
of your undeveloped estates. The establishment of a Cadet Corps, which is now ` 
being formed, will prove useful to the school, will be beneficial to the boys from 
a physical point of view, and will help to teach them lessons of discipline which will 
be valuable at all stages of their carecrs. 


Native Contribution towards Medical. Services. 


You decided in 1914 that the amount contributed by the Provinces towards 
the cost of Medical Services should be raised by £160 in 1915 and by £300 in 1916, 
and it was intended that any further increase should be considered by the Council 
last year. For reasons, into which I need not now enter, a meeting of the Council 
was not held in 1916, and the Provincial Councils, which were consulted in the 
matter, agreed to the contributions to Hospitals and Native Medical Service 
being increased further so that funds might be provided to enable the proposal 
made to the Council in 1914 to be carried into effect. The total amount now 
contributed by the natives of Fiji is £4,046, whilst the Island of Rotuma con- 
tributes the sum of £600. The proposal, to which I have referred, was that 
the salaries of Native Medical Practitioners should begin at £30 a year and should 
rise by annual increments of £5 to £50 a year, instead of, as hitherto, beginning 
at £18 and rising to £50 by annual increments of £2. It was explained also 
to the Councils of the various Provinces that it was desirable that, in cases of 
merit, Native Medical Practitioners, who, for a period of three years, had received 
salaries at the rate of £50 a year and were recommended by the Chief Medical 
Officer, should receive further annual increments of £5 until their salaries had been 
raised to £75, and that Native Medical Practitioners who had served for three 
‘more years on that amount of salary should become eligible, in cases of special 
merit, for further annual increments of £5, until the amount of their salaries 
had reached a maximum rate of £100 a year. 


The employment of hospital servants and carriers has given rise to diffi- 
culties in the Provinces owing to the low rates of salaries hitherto offered, and 
it has become necessary to increase the salaries of the servants and carriers to 
not less than £18 a year. These arrangements have been approved by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, and I am confident that the Council will endorse 
the action that has been taken and will agree to the annual contribution to 
Medical Services being fixed at its present amount. The contribution in 1918 
to Hospitals and Native Medicál Service will remain, possibly, at its present 
figure, but the Council must be prepared for some increase in 1919 and 1920, 
owing to increments of salary which will become due to Native Medical Practi- 
tioners. As it is not intended that a meeting of the Council of Chiefs should be 
held next year, I ask vou to approve of such small addition to the contribution 
for Medical Services being made in 1919 as may be required to cover the increases 
of salaries which will become due in that year. 


Native Rest Hoitse. 


* At the Council of 1914 you recorded your approval by Resolution ITI 
of the site which had been selected at Walu Bay for a Native Rest House, and I 
stated in my reply that I would arrange for the necessary reclamation to be under- 
taken so soon as possible. You were not then aware that a site for the Rest 
House might be obtained at Draiba. The site at Walu Bay was reclaimed by 
May, 1915, but it was found that, owing to the blasting operations which were 
being conducted close by in connection with the Harbour Works, it would be unsafe 
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to proceed with the erection of the Rest House until those works were completed. 
The question of selecting another site was then considered, and the Rokos, with ` 
whom I was able to communicate without undue delay, agreed that the site which 

I offered for the Rest House at Draiba should be accepted. The foundation 
stone was laid by me in the presence of many natives and Europeans on the 21st 
July, 1915, and, the buildings, for the erection of which we are indebted to the 
Public Works Department, were completed and ready for occupation in February, 
1916. The buildings cost £2,860 and £40 were spent on furniture. The total 
amount collected for the Rest House was £2,928 so that, after paying all charges, 
£28 only remained for working expenses. £200 were transferred, therefore, 
from the General Interest Account in the Secretariat for Native Affairs to the 
Rest House Fund. The fees for residence in the Rest House amounted for the 
first twelve months to £23 only, and that is not enough to cover the cost of upkeep. 
Unless more use is made of the Rest House, the buildings may have to be closed 
owing to want of funds. I ask you to consider whether the buildings should 
continue to be reserved for their present purpose, or whether you would prefer 
that they should be utilised as a Primary School for Fijian children. 


Gifts of Land. 

I have considered carefully, as I promised I would do, Resolution XV 
of the Council of Chiefs of 1914, “that the giving of lands for specific services 
‘is according to native custom and that the Governor be asked to legalise the 
* practice." [have ascertained that the practice, which is alleged in this Resolution 
to be in accordance with native custom, is not sanctioned by any Native Regulation 
or Ordinance of the Legislative Council of the Colony, and I cannot undertake 
to introduce legislation as desired by the Council of Chiefs. I shall be prepared, 
however, to consider, on its own merits, any case in which it may be desired that 
native land should be alienated according to existing native custom. 


A gricultural development. | ; 


I have been somewhat disappointed by the result of my remarks to you 
in 1914 on the subject of the adoption of better systems of agriculture than those 
hitherto in force and of an increase in the number of products of economic value 
to be brought under cultivation. It is true that the question was referred, in | 
accordance with Resolution VIII, to the different Provincial Councils and that 
those Councils passed Resolutions advocating something being done, but, in most 
instances, the Provincial Councils, although the Resolutions were approved, 
whenever my approval could be given, took little or no further steps to give the 
Resolutions effect. The Agricultural Department has published in the Fijian 
language pamphlets giving very useful particulars for growing rice, cotton, limes, 
and rubber, and Inspectors of Plantations have been appointed with the object, 
among others, of advising the Natives regarding the treatment of crops. A good 
many. economic plants have been distributed to Natives, and some persons have 
availed themselves of the opportunity of inspecting the Experimental Station 
at Nasinu. But much more remains to be done if your lands are to be brought 
under cultivation and are to contribute, on a larger scale, as they should do, 
to the general wealth of the Colony. I ask you to give this matter your serious 
attention, and to consider what further assistance you require from the Government 
in the development of your lands. I suggest that in each province there should 
be established under the superintendence of the Provincial Commissioner or the 
Roko experimentals plots, in which crops likely to prove of value to the natives 
might be grown, that careful records should be kept of the different crops, and 
that the advice of officers of the Agricultural Department should be sought and 
followed in determining the crops to be planted and the methods of cultivation 
to be adopted. 


i 


Gambling. 


I have been deeply impressed by the evils resulting from the increase of 
gambling among the native population. In December, 1914, I addressed the 
Secretary of State on the subject, but it was not until November last that there 
was passed an Ordinance (No. 24 of 1916) to amend and strengthen the Gambling 
Ordinance of 1911 (No. 8). It was unfortunate, in my opinion, that in the Native 
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Regulations approved and published in 1912, Regulation No. 1 of 1895 concerning 
gambling was not reproduced, and I shall be glad if you will consider whether 
the Native Regulation Board should not be asked to make a Regulation which 
would impose penalties on natives playing games for money and would give special 
powers to any district or provincial constable or to the Turaga ni Koro of any 
village to see that the Regulation is strictly enforced. I have already placed 
this proposal before the Secretary of State for the Colonies, who has agreed that 
you should be consulted in the matter. 


Native Health Regulation 1915. 


I am glad to find that the Native Health Regulation 1915 is now working 
smoothly and efficiently without causing undue hardship, and that the sanitary 
condition of villages has improved considerably since it was brought into operation. 
The Regulation was framed and made solely in the interests of the native popula- 
tion, and the success of all measures taken under its provisions depends principally 
on the extent of the support which Chiefs and native officials afford District 
Commissioners and District Medical Officers. | 


Work of International Health Commission extended to Fiji. 


It gives me much pleasure to announce that the International Health 
Commission, which was founded by Mr. John D. Rockefeller, a very wealthy and 
philanthrophic citizen of the United States of America, and was endowed by him 
with a little more than £200,000, with the object of promoting public sanitation 
and spreading the knowledge of scientific medicine throughout the world, has 
decided, with the cordial approval of this Government and with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, to extend the field of its operations to Fiji. 
Dr. Paul, who is the accredited representative of the Commission, arrived in the 
Colony in January last, and has already established himself in Navua, where 
he will undertake the treatment of those who suffer from the disease commonly 
called Hook-worm. Dr. Paul proposes to visit in turn other parts of the Colony, 
and I earnestly beg of you to give him every assistance in your power, and to 
induce all sufferers from the Hook-worm disease to go to him for the treatment 
by means of which they will be cured. 


Divorce Amendment Regulation 1915. 


The Divorce Amendment Regulation 1915 was made by the Native Regula- 

tion Board to give effect to the views expressed in Resolution IX of the 1914 
Council It is satisfactory to me to find that there have been no complaints 
regarding the operation of this Regulation, and that the sanctity of the marriage 
tie has been respected to a greater extent than it was before the Regulation was 
made. 7 
| Native Regulations.’ 


In consequence of a Resolution which was adopted by the Legislative 
,Council on the 8th July, 1915, I appointed a Committee consisting of the Member 
for the Southern Electoral District and four Public Officers, one of whom was the 
Roko Tui Bua, to consider fully and report on the Native Regulations. Various 
causes have prevented the Committee so far from proceeding with its investigations. 
The Native Regulations have been framed solely to promote the welfare and good 
government of the Fijian race and to give legal force to their recognised customs. 
I desire, therefore, that this Council should assist the Committee and the Govern- 
ment by stating whether, in its opinion, any addition to, or amendment of, the 
existing Native Regulations is desirable in the interests of the people. The views 
of the Council will be laid before the Committee, and will receive from me the 
attention that they deserve. | 


Promotion of Religion and Education among Native Population. 


I would remind this Council that in the instructions which I have received 
from your and my Sovereign I have been strictly enjoined to promote, to the utmost 
of my power, religion and education among the native inhabitants of the Colony : 
especially to take care to protect them in their persons and in the free enjoyment 
of their possessions, and by all lawful means to prevent and restrain all violence 
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and injustice which may in any matter be practised against them ; and to adopt 
and support such measures as may appear to me to be conducive to their civilisation 
and as may tend to the suppression of barbarous customs. In the fulfilment 
of this task I have the right to ask your help, and to require you to bring to my 
notice any matters which you may deem should form the subject of a new or an 
amending Native Regulation. 


Vital Statistics. 


The returns of native population in the various provinces of the Colony 
continue to show an encouraging increase. 


The native population decreased from 94,397 in 1901 to 87,239 on the 31st 
December, 1911, that is a decrease of 7,158, but, high though it was, it was less 
than the decrease ascertained to have taken place in the ten years previous to 1901. 


From 1912 onwards not onlv has the decrease been arrested, but in each 
successive year there has been a substantial increase. In 1912 it was 588; in 
1913, 553 ; in 1914, 395; in 1915, 799 ; and in 1916, 855. The total estimated 
Fijian population on the 31st December last was 90,429, made up of 47,691 males 
and 42,738 females. The present estimated native population is still less by 
3,968 than it was in 1901, but it is greater by 3,190 than it was in 1911. 


This improvement is due to the skill and devotion shown by the officers 
of the Medical Department, including Native Medical Practitioners and Native 
Obstetric Nurses, to the good work of the Native Department and of all officers 
charged with the supervision of native affairs, and to the successful working, 
under the care and guidance of all concerned, of the legislation which has been 
made for the special benefit of the native population. 


I have addressed vou at greater length than I had intended, but there 
were many matters touching closely your welfare that I desired to bring to your 
notice. It only remains for me now to commend those matters to your serious 
consideration and to express the earnest hope that you will receive guidance 


from the Almighty in all your deliberations.

It becomes necessary for the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem in England and.the,British Red Cross 
Society to appeal once more to the generosity 
of their friends and supporters at home and 
overseas for funds to carry on their work of 
mercy for the sick and wounded of His Majesty s 
Forces. The Joint Committee have decided to 
make again such an appeal on 18th October 
and we earnestly beg your assistance in making 
it known to the people of Fiji. Our Red Cross 
work is now costing £8,000 per diem and increases 
rather than diminishes. Our help is given in 
every theatre of the war and to troops from every 
part of the Empire, and will have to be continued 
for some time even when victory has been 
achieved. We are deeply grateful for the 
munificent help received from sympathisers in 
all parts of the world and we trust that with 
your assistance the appeal made on Our Day 
will meet with a response which will enable us 


to continue to do all that is humanly possible 
to lessen the sufferings of those on whose behalf 
we plead. Their Majesties the King and Queen 
and Her Majesty Queen Alexandra have gra- 
ciouslv given us their patronage and support,

Contributions that may bé made in response 
to the present appeal should be sent to the 
President and Trcasurer of the Committee of thc 
Fiji Branch of the British Red Cross Society, 
Suva, and the Editors of the ‘ Western Pacific 
Herald," the “ Fiji Times," and the “ Polynesian 
Gazette’ have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 


In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 4s. Id. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes. 
The Governor ventures to express the hope that 
there may be raised this year a sum not less than 
that collected in 1916, and that the people of 
Fiji may have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have contributed the cost of at least one 
day’s work of the British Red Cross Society. 
That work is of the highest and noblest nature, 
and is clearly described in the following passage 
which has been taken from the last published 
report of its work :— 

“ A work of mercy, world-wide in its extent, 
“has been made possible by the subscription 
“of this great sum (£6,000,000) for the funds 
" of the Red Cross. 
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“The Hospital Service at home, provided 
“with every detail of surgical and medical 
“skill and appliances, is well known ; there 
“are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
“ ambulances that carry out all the transport 
“of wounded on the lines of communication 
“ behind the British front in France, and also 
‘help our Allies right down to Verdun ; 
“ Hospital trains are provided ` there are great 
‘organisations at Malta, in Egypt, and at 
“ Salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
“launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
“ provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
“ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
“ supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
“of books for the wounded, of comforts of 
“every kind, curative treatment and training 
“ for disabled men—in fact, the employment 
'" of every possible means and device to heal 
“the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
“ the suffering and disabled man to something 
" approaching the well-being and efficiency 
“that were his before he made war's great 
“ sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
“feature about Red Cross work—it exists 
“not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
“ man, and personal care for all who have to 
“seek its aid js a keynote everywhere of its 
'' service of succour and hope." 


To the continuance of the Red Cross Society’s 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

1. The definition of a “ heavy motor vehicle ’ 
set out in the Regulations made by the Governor

" Heavy motor vehicle " means and includes 
any motor vehicle which exceeds two 
and one-half tons gross weight unladen.

I have the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your despatch No. 361 of the Ist 
December last, enclosing in reply to my pre- 
decessor’s Circular despatch of the 7th September, 
a list of units as well as of officers and others 
whom you wish to bring to notice for their 
special services in connection with local defence 
measures, and the military situation arising out 
of the war. You also include copies of your 
despatch giving your previous recommendations 
of other individuals. 


2. All these recommendations were laid before 
the Army Council who decided to make a special 
notification of the names of those officers 
throughout the Empire, deemed deserving of 
recognition, although their services may not 
have been sufficient to merit the recognition 
known as a “ mention in despatches,” or any 
higher reward, judged by the standard applied 
in cases where officers have participated in actual 
military operations in the field. 


3. The publication of names was made by a 
War Office notice through the Press Bureau 
on the 26th and 27th February, copy enclosed. 
This is the list referred to in my telegram of the 
13th Mareh, which was prompted by an inquiry 
through Sir E. im Thurn; the officers named 
therein are granted the reward of an honourable 
entry in their record of service. I suggest that 
the list as far as concerns Fiji should be published 
in the official Gazette together with your despatch 
of the Ist December and this reply, in which I 
gladly recognise the services of the units to 
whose good work you refer. 


4. I would explain that the Army Council 
have dealt only with the services of military 
officers, or with those cases where the service 
may be considered to bear a purely military 
character; but I shall be glad to receive from 
you the names of civilians whom you judge 
specially deserving of recognition, in the hope 
that there may be some further opportunity 
of awarding such recognition—and meanwhile 
I desire to express my own appreciation of them 
in this despatch. 

5. You will be good enough to cause a note 
to be made on the record of service of any official 
of the Colonial administration, included in the 
list published by the War Office.

It is hereby notified that no person over 15 
years of age will be permitted to land in India 
unless in possession of a valid passport issued 
or visé by a competent British authority. 
British subjects embarking for India from the 
United Kingdom must carry valid passports 
issued or visé by the Passport Office, Downing 
Street, London. Alien subjects so embarking 
must carry passports issued by their own autho- 
rities and visé by the Passport Office.

‘A work of mercy. world-wide in its extent,

“The Hospital Service at home, provided 
“with every detail of surgical and medical 
skill and appliances, is well known ; there 
are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
ambulances that carrv out all the transport 
of wounded on the lines of communication 
behind the British front in France, and also 
help our Allies right down to Verdun ; 
Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
organisations at Malta, in Egypt, and at 
salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
ance units in Italv, Rus sia, and Rumania ; 
supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
of books for the wounded, of comforts of 
every kind, curative treatment and training 
for disabled men—-in fact, the employment 
of every possible means and device to heal 
the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
the suifering and disabled man to something 
approaching the well-being and efficiency 
that were his before he made war's grcat 
sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
feature about Red Cross work—it exists 
not only to heal the soklicr but to help the 
man, and personal care for all who have to 
seek its aid is a keynote everywhere of its 
service of succour and hope.” 


To the continuance of the Red Cross Society’s 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Miltary Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to pese the 
civilisation of the World.

WHEREAS by section 43 of the Customs Consoli- 
dation Act, 1876, it is provided that the importa- 
tion of arms, ammunition, gunpowder, or any 
other goods may be prohibited by Proclamation :

WHEREAS by section two of the Customs Amend- 
ment Act, 1886, We are empowered from time 
to time to make and when made to revoke a 
Proclamation prohibiting the importation into 
Our United Kingaom of such coins coined in a 
foreign countrv as are in that behalf specified 
in such Proclamation : 

And whereas by Our Proclamation made the 
twenty-fifth day of March, one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-seven, We did prohibit the 
importation into Our United Kingdom of all 
coins coined in any foreign country other than 
gold or silver coins : 

And whereas it is expedient that Our said’ 
Proclamation should be revoked, and that the 
importation into the United Kingdom of such 
coins coined in a foreign country as are herein- 
after specified should be prohibited : 

Now, thercfore, We, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, in pursuance of the said Act 
and of all other powers enabling Us in that 
behalf, do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain 
as follows :— 

1. Subject as hereinafter provided, all coins 
coined in anv foreign country other than gold 
or silver coins are prohibited to be imported into 
Our United Kingdom : 

Provided alwavs, and it is herebv declared, 
that the foregoing prohibition shall not extend 
to any coins which arc imported under and in 
compliance with the terms of any special or 
general licence issued by the Minister of Munitions. 

2. Our said Proclamation of the twenty-fifth 
dav of March, one thousand cight hundred and 
eighty-seven, is hereby revoked. 

3.. This Proclamation shall not affect the pro- 
visions of the Prohibition of Import (Consolida- 
tion and Amendment) Proclamation, 1917. 


4. This Proclamation may be cited as “ The 
Foreign Coins (Importation Prohibition) Proc- 
lamation, 1917," and shall come into operation 
on the thirtieth day of March, 1917.

3. I have now to inform you that a gencral 
licence has been conveyed to His Majestv's 
Customs permitting the importation into the 
United Kingdom of dried fruits, which are the 
produce of His Majesty's Dominions. 


4. Licences to import canned, bottled, and 
preserved fruit will be granted up to 50 per cent. 
of the amounts imported during 1916. 


9. In the case of fresh fruit it has been decided 
to admit a quantity equivalent to 50 per cent. 
of the 1916 imports from any part of the British 
Empire on the understanding that this applies 
only to the present crop, and that unless the 
conditions have changed the prohibition will be 
absolute after the end of July.

Contributions that may be made in response 
to the present appeal should be sent to the 
President and Treasurer of the Committee of the 
Fiji Branch of the British Red Cross Society, 
Suva, and the Editors of the “ Western Pacific 
Herald," the “ Fiji Times," and the “ Polynesian 
Gazette" have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 

In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response ` 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 4s. 1d. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes.

And whereas His Majesty the King, through 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, has 
instructed the Governor that in addition to such 
articles as may for the time being be prohibited 
to be exported to destinations in Switzerland 
under the aforesaid Proclamation or under any 
like Proclamation which may hereafter be issued 
in lieu of the said Proclamation the articles here- 
inafter specified should also be prohibited to all 
destinations in Switzerland :

3. The Director of the War Trade Department 
has given notice that, in view of the existing 
shipping situation, it is not considered desirable 
that vessels coming to the United Kingdom 
should bring cargo for transhipment to foreign 
countries, and that it may be necessary to restrict 
considerably the issue of export licences. 

4. The Director of the War Trade Department 
has also goven notice that applications for 
permission to tranship goods should be made 
on a special form, copies of which may be obtained 
on personal application at any Custom House. 
This form, dulv filled up, is to be presented to

B Summary follows principal provisions new 
risoners of War Agreement with Germany : 


Ee All existing agreements for direct repatri- 
auon shall be resumed. 


2. The qualification on medical grounds, both 
for repatriation and internment in a neutral 
country, of combatant prisoners shall be made 
more lenient, and shall be based for the time 
being on the arrangements already in force 
between France and Germany. 


3. The moré severely wounded and seriously 
ill among the prisoners in Switzerland shall be 
sent back to their own countries in order to make 
room for others who may now become qualified. 


4. In addition to the last-named and such 
further number as the Swiss Government mav 
be able to accommodate, there shall be selected 
in all for internment in Holland 7.500 sick or 
wounded combatant prisoners of all ranks. The 
figure of 7,500 is the total number of places avail- 
able for British and German prisoners ; there are 
not 7,500 places available for each. 


5. All officers and non-commissioned officers, 
whether in health or not, who have been in 
captivity for cighteen months or more, shall 
be eligible for internment in a neutral country, 
and shall be so interned so far as accommodation 
can be provided. Precedence shall be according 
to length of captivity. The Dutch Government 
will provide places for 6,500 of this class. 


6. The Dutch Government will further provide 
for 2.000 civilian prisoners, invalids being given 
a preference. - 


7. Ií the number of combatant prisoners 
eligible for internment (whether on grounds of 
health or time) outruns the accommodation, a 
division shall be made between the British and 
German prisoners of each class in proportion to 
the number of eligible men of the two nation- 
alities. In the case of civilian prisoners, how- 
ever, where a strict proportion might give the 
Germans seven or eight prisoners to one British. 
it has been agreed that the internment. shall 
proceed on a basis of four to one. 


8. The punishment for attempting to escape 
in both countries shall be reduced to fourteen 
days’ special confinement for a simple offence. 
or two months’ confinement if aggravated by an 
offence against property. All combatant pri- 
soners now undergoing punishment for such 
attempts shall be released to ordinary captivity 
at latest by 1st August. 


9. All reprisals against individuals shall be at 
once cancelled. 


No future reprisals shall take place except on 
four weeks’ notice, and the execution of all 
sentences for offences committed by combatants 
or civilians between the date of capture and Ist 
August shall stand over till the conclusion of 
peace.

It becomes necessary for the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem in England and the British Red 
Cross Society to appeal once more to the generosity 
of their friends and supporters at home and over- 
seas for funds to carry on their work of mercy 
for the sick and wounded of His Majesty's Forces. 
The Joint Committee have decided to make again 
such an appeal on 18th October and we earnestly 
beg your assistance in making tt known to the 
people of Fiji. Our Red Cross work 1s now 
costing £8,000 per diem and increases rather than 
diminishes. Our help is given 1n every theatre 
of the war and to troops from every part of the 
Empire, and will have to be continued for some 
time even when victory has been achieved. We 
are deeply grateful for the munificent help received 
from sympathisers in all parts of the world and 
we trust that with your assistance the appeal 
made on Our Day will meet with a response 
which will enable us to continue to do all that 1s 
humanly possible to lessen the sufferings of 
those on whose behalf we plead. Their Majesties 
the King and Queen and Her Majesty Queen 
Alexandra have graciously given us their patron- 
age and support. |

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Contributions that may be made in response 
to the present appeal should be sent to the 
President and Treasurer of the Committee of the 
Fiji Branch of the British Red Cross Society, 
Suva, and the Editors of the “ Western Pacific 
Herald," the “ Fiji Times," and the “ Polynesian 
Gazette" have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 

In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 4s. Id. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes. 
The Governor ventures to express the hope that 
there may be raised this year a sum not less than 
that collected in 1916, and that the people of 
Fiji may have the satisfaction of knowing that 


thev have contributed the cost of at least one 


day's work of the British Red Cross Society. 
That work is of the highest and noblest nature, 
and is clearly described in the following passage 
which has been taken from the last published 
report of its work :— l 
"A work of mercy, world-wide in its extent, 

'" has been made possible by the subscription 

“ of this great sum (£6,000,000) for the funds 

'" of the Red Cross. 
“The Hospital Service at home, provided 
with every detail of surgical and medical 
skill and appliances, is well known ; there 
are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
ambulances that carry out all the transport 
of wounded on the lines of communication 
behind the British front in France, and also 
help our Allies right down to Verdun ; 
‘ Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
‘organisations at Malta, in Egvpt, and at 
Salonika ; motor ambtlances and ambulance 
launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
of books for the wounded. of comforts of 
everv kind, curative treatment and training 
for disabled men---in fact, the employment 
of every possible means and device to heal 
the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
the suifering and disabled man to something 
approaching the well-being and efficiency 
that were his before he made war's great 
"sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
feature about Red~Cross work—it exists 
‘not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
‘man, and personal care for all who have to 
‘seek its aid is a keynote everywhere of its 
“service of succour and hope." 


To the continuance of the Red Cross Society's 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor 1s confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty's Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

distinctly understood that he will be responsible 
for so doing, and that the contractor will have 
a right of appeal to the Colonial Secretary,

for so doing, and that the contractor will have

In connection with the present shortage 
of shipping tonnage and the consequent need for 
restricting imports and exports, it has become 
very desirable that every possible effort should 
be made throughout the Empire to increase the 
amount of food stuffs produced locally for local 
consumption. 


2. You are doubtless alive to the importance 
from an Imperial point of view as well as from 
that of the poorer inhabitants of the Colony 
under your Government, of stimulating so far 
as possible the production of local food stuffs, 
especially ground provisions and other easily 
grown crops. I have the honour to suggest that, 
if you have not already done so, it would be well 
for you to take such steps as may appear practi- 
cable to impress the urgency of this question 
upon the inhabitants of the Colony under your 
Administration, and more especially upon all 
those who are actively concerned in agricultural 
pursuits.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR UNDER 
SECTION 5° OF ORDINANCE No. V oF 1913 
REGULATING THE USE OF WIRELESS TELE-. 
GRAPHY IN COLONIAL WATERS. 


Wireless apparatus on merchant ships not to 
interfere with naval signalling or wireless 
stations. 


1. All apparatus for wireless telegraphy on 
board a merchant ship in Colonial waters sh 
be worked in such a way as not to interfere with— 


(a) naval signalling ; or 


497 


(6) the working of any wireless telegraph 
station lawfully established, installed, 
or worked in the Colony or Colonial 
waters, and in particular the said 
apparatus shall be so worked as not to 
interrupt or interfere with the trans- 
mission of any messages between wire- 
less telegraph stations established as 
aforesaid on land and wireless telegraph 
stations established on ships at sea. 


Definition. 

2. In these Regulations naval signalling means 
signalling by means of any svstem of wireless 
telegraphy between two or more ships of His 
Majesty’s Navy, between ships of His Majesty's 
Navy and naval stations, or between a ship of 
His Majesty's Navy or a naval station and any 
other wireless telegraph station whether on shore 
or on any ship. 


Operation of ship stations in the harbours of the 
Colony. 

3.—(a) The radio-telegraph stations on board 
ships (other than His Majesty's ships of war or 
Fiji Government vessels) shall not be worked 
whilst such ships are within the harbours or bays 
of the Colony except with the special or general 
permission of the Governor. 


(b) For the proper enforcement of the above, 
ships of British register in the harbours or bays 
of the Colony must completely disconnect their 
aerial wires from their radioapparatus, the ends 
of such wires being suspended entirely clear of 
the radio telegraph cabin, preferably from the 
main rigging, in such a manner as to show they 
are properly disconnected. .. 


(c) Ships of foreign register in the harbours 
or bays of the Colony must—subject to the pro- 
visions of the following subsection (d)--take down 
their aerial wires completely and disconnect the 
same from their radio telegraph apparatus. 


(d) Ships of foreign register remaining in the 
harbours or bays of the Colony for less than 
twelve hours may, at the discretion of the 
Superintendent of Telegraphs and Telephones, 
be permitted to leave their aerials up, provided 
the same are disconnected in accordance with the 
provisions of subsection (b) of this Regulation. 


(e) The operating room of any radio telegraph 
station on board ships within Colonial waters 
(other than His Majesty's ships of war or Fiji 
Government vessels) may be sealed or any other 
steps with regard to any such operating room 
may be taken at the discretion of the Superin- 
tendent of Telegraphs and Telephones, and no 
person shall wilfully resist or obstruct, hinder or 
molest. or shall incite, assist, or procure others 
to resist, obstruct, hinder, or molest the Super- 
intendent of Telegraphs ana Telephones or his 
assistants acting under the authority of this 
Regulation. 


Master of ship to be responsible. 

4. For the purpose of any proceedings under 
these Regulations the master or person being or 
appearing to be in command or charge of any 
ship shall be deemed to have authorised and to 
be responsible for the use or working of any 
apparatus on board such ship. 


Sermce of summons. 
9. Any summons or other document in any 
proceedings under these Regulations shall be 
deemed to have been duly served on the person 


to whom the same is addressed by being left 
on board the ship on which the offence is charged 
to have been committed with the person being 
oh Ppeanng to be in command or charge of the 
ship. 
Saving clause. 
6. These Regulations shall not apply to the use 
of wireless telegraphy for the purpose of making 
or answering signals of distress. 


Rescission. 


7. The Regulations in the Schedule to the 
Wireless Telegraphy Ordinance 1913 are hereby 
rescinded.

ADDRESS BY HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR TO THE LEGIS- 
LATIVE COUNCIL OF FIJI, ON 24TH AUGUST, 1917. 


HONOURABLE GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL,— 


It gives me great pleasure at the opening meeting of a new Legislative 
Council to offer to all members a cordial welcome. I take this opportunity 
of thanking sincerelv for their good work three gentlemen who will no longer 
share our deliberations : Mr. C. W. Thomas, who represented the Western Elec- 
toral Division for six years, Mr. E Duncan, late member for three years of the 
Vanualevu and Taviuni Electoral Division, and Mr. H. L. Kennedv, late member 
for three years for the Northern Electoral Division. I desire also to congratulate 
their successors, and the four members to whom their respective Electoral Divisions. 
have remained constant, on their return as elected members of the Council. I 
am confident that all elected members will be animated by the same loyal and 
patriotic motives that distinguished conspicuously the elected members of the 
late Council. | 


I regret that we shall enjoy no longer the assistance of a very competent 
and valued public officer who has been a member of the Civil Service of this Colony 
for nearly twenty-five years. I refer to Mr. McOwan, the Inspector-General 
of Constabulary and Prisons. Mr McOwan’s services in Fiji have been recognised 
by his promotion to be His Majesty's Agent and Consul at Tonga, an appointment 
which he has held already in an acting capacity for nearly two years. Our best 
wishes will be with Mr. McOwan, his wife, and daughter in their new home, and 
I am glad to know that, as High Commissioner for the Western Pacific, I shall 
still enjoy the benefit of his ability and experience. I hope that further promotion 
may be in store for him in the years to come. I have been fortunate in being 
able to replace Mr. McOwan on this Council by another competent and experienced 
officer. Mr. Roger Greene, the Registrar of the Supreme Court and Registrar- 
General, although, strictly speaking, he has no claim to be “ learned in the law," 
has a wide knowledge of legal and other matters, and especially of our Colonial 
Laws, and he will prove himself, I am certain, to be a very useful member of this 
Council.

It is my earnest hope that, as President of this Council, I may continue 
during the remainder of my term of administration to work harmoniously with 
all the members in promoting the prosperity and welfare of the Colony and of 
its inhabitants. 

The war with Germany, Austria-Hungary, Turkey, and Bulgaria, in which 
the United Kingdom and His Majesty's Dominions beyond the Seas, with our 
gallant and loyal Allies, have been engaged now for more than three years, con- 
tinucs with unabated fury. The victory has not vet been won, but the tide 
has turned, and the initiative on the Western Front, in Macedonia, and in Meso- 
potarnia has passed to the soldiers of our King and those of France and Belgium. 
In April last there entered into the war on the side of the Allies the United States 
of America, which, to use the words of one of our ablest statesmen, 1s “ the greatest 
“ democracy in the world, whose twice-clected President, representing 100,000,000 
“of the most liberty-loving, the most peace-loving, the least aggressive of the 
‘peoples of the earth, has summoned his people to arms with a trumpet call 
“that will ring through the ages, and will always be accounted one of the historic 
‘ declarations of mankind." I venture to quote two short passages from President 
Wilson's great speech to Congress, as showing the causes which have brougnt 
the United States of America into the war on the side of the Allies :—“ Property 
“can be paid for; the lives of peaceful and innocent people cannot be. The 
“ present German warfare against comunerce is warfare against mankind. It 
"isa war against all nations." And again, “ There is one choice we cannot make 
“and are incapable of making. We will not choose the path of submission 
“and suffer the most sacred rights of our nation and our people to be ignored 
“and violated. The wrongs against which we now array ourselves are not 
“ common wrongs; they cut to the very root of human life." 

The entrv into the war of the United States of America makes doubly 
sure our confident assurance of final victory although there are many sacrifices 
still to be made. It is that spirit of quiet confidence which breathes in the 
inspiring message received from Sir Douglas Haig, through the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, on the 5th of this month. The following passage taken from 
the leading article of one of our great London papers expresses in better language 
than I have at my disposal the feelings of the English-speaking race in regard 
to the present outlook :—‘ Whatever the future may have in store, the English 
“ people will never regret their decision. All the suffering and loss and priva- 
" tion—these are sacrifices willingly made on the altar of the country. One 
“ generation dies that the next may live in honour and security, and that the history 
“of England may have no page of shame which we would desire to see blotted.” 
It 1s in that spirit that the war will be prosecuted until it has been brought to a 
victorious end, and, in the sacrifices that have been made, we 1n Fiji have had our 
share, and, God helping us, the Colony will continue to do its duty in the future 
as it bas endeavoured to do it in the past. 


The total number of Europeans who have left Fiji to serve their King 
and Country at this great crisis of the Empire's history exceeds 400 men, including 
161 men who have gone with officially recognised units. Of that total of 400 
over 60 have made the supreme sacrifice, whilst nearly half the remainder have 
been wounded. Among the decorations that have been won are the Distinguished 
Service Order, the Military Cross, the Military Medal, and the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, whilst many men who left Fiji as privates have been recom- 
mended for, and will shortly receive, commissions as officers. In addition to 
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the Europeans who have left for active military service there has gone under 
the command of two officers and six non-commissioned officers a splendid body 
of natives, 100 strong, who will be employed in France on Important transport 
work. The cost up to £10,000 of raising, equipping, and transporting to and from 
France, including separation allowances of dependants, will be borne, in equal 
proportion, by the Honourable Henry Marks, member for Suva, and by the Com- 
pany, Messrs. Henry Marks & Co., of which he is the Managing Director ; whilst 
Messrs. Morris, Hedstrom Limited, the Managing Director of which is the Hon- 
ourable J. M. Hedstrom, the senior elected member of this Council, have contri- 
buted £1,000 towards the expenses of the Second Reinforcement which left for 
England on the 13th of last month. 


To Mr. Marks and Mr. Hedstrom I have conveyed, as I was directed to do by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, the grateful thanks of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment for their most generous gifts. 


Of the 161 men who have left Fiji with officially recognised units 41 were 
members of the Public Service. The duties of some of the appointments held 
by the 41 officials are now being discharged by ladies who were attached to Public 
Departments before the war or have since joined the Service. In Suva the number 
of Lady Clerks so employed is 27, and I am glad to be able to state that the work 
done by them has attained a high standard of efficiency. 


It 1s satisfactory to note that 14 of the members of the Second Reinforce- 
ment belonged to the Defence Force which has been brought to the full streneth 
of 250 of all ranks so far as the district of Suva is concerned. A report: on the 
Force by Major Swinbourne will be laid on the Table, and it is only right that I 
should place on record my appreciation of the excellent work done by that officer 
as the first Commandant. I have much pleasure also in acknowledging the debt 
which the Government and the public owe to Captain H. Hart-Lewis, the Adjutant, 
for consenting to act as Commandant without salary during Major Swinbourne's 
absence from the Colony. 


In connection with the Defence Force there has been established a Club 
which will play, I hope, an important part in tbe social life of Suva and in main- 
taining the efficiency of the Force by rendering membership attractive. The 
building lately occupied by the Agricultural Department has been placed entirely 
at the disposal of the Club, and accommodation for the Agricultural Department 
has been provided, for the present, in the quarters occupied hitherto by the 
Commandant. I am confident tbat the Legislative Council will gladly approve 
the small additional expenditure on alterations to the buildings which those 
arrangements rendered necessary. | 


To the various patriotic funds all classes of the population have contributed 
with conspicuous generosity, and the total amount so given now exceeds £100,000. 
If further sacrifices are required before the final victory is won, Fiji will be prepared, 
I know full well, to make them both in money and in men. 


Once more I desire to record my sense of the indebtedness of the whole 
Colony to my distinguished predecessor, Sir Everard im Thurn, for his continued 
and devoted work on behalf of the men of our Contingents and Reinforcements. 
His work has been of incalculable benefit to the men themselves, and has been 
the connecting link between them and the Government and people of Fiji. 
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The Council must have read with great satisfaction the Proclamation 
by His Majesty the King of the 17th of last month, that was published in an 
Extraordinary issue of the Gazette of the 28th July, declaring that the name 
of Windsor should be borne by His Majesty's Royal House and Family, and 
relinquishing the use of all German Titles and Dignities. All British subjects 
throughout the Empire will rejoice that, after an interval of over two hundred 
years, the name of our Royal House will recall no association with any alien 


Royal House. 

The total expenditure for the year 1916, including £30,650 14s. 8d. for the 
Suva Harbour Works and £487 14s. 11d. for the Suva Sewerage Works, was 
£292,904 12s. 11d., and the total Revenue was £317,446 15s. 9d., the Revenue 
thus exceeding the Expenditure by £24,542 2s. 10d. The surplus of Assets over 
Liabilities on the 31st December last was £127,145 13s. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that the liabilities incurred by the Colony in respect of the First 
and Second Contingents and the First Reinforcement amounted on the 3Oth 
June last to £16,546 6s. 7d., although from that amount there should be deducted 
£6,350, being the estimated available balance on the Fiji Contingent Fund. The 
net increase in Customs over the estimated receipts for 1916 was £20,638 3s. 5d., 
import duties having yielded £6,354 10s. 5d. less than was anticipated, and export 
duties £26,992 13s. 10d. more, the excess in export duties being caused by the 
imposition, under Ordinance No. 1 of 1916, of an export duty on sugar at the 
rate of five shillings per ton. 

The results of the financial transactions for the first quarter of this year 
have been satisfactory, the Revenue exceeding by £9,297 4s. 4d. the Expenditure, 
which included £10,098 10s. 3d. for the Suva Harbour Works. The Acting 
Receiver-General has estimated that the total Revenue for the first six months 
of this year will be not less than £156,000, and that the total Expenditure will 
be approximately £136,000. If conditions do not become more unfavourable 
than they are at present, the total Revenue for 1917 should exceed that for 1916, 
which was the highest on record. The present financial position of the Colony 
is, therefore, sound, and is far better than could have been anticipated three 
-years ago. 

The amount raised under the War Loan (Fiji Ordinance 1916 was 
£393,567 10s. 8d. on the 4th instant. It has been decided, after consulting the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, to revoke the order issued on the 8th December, 
1916, authorising the Receiver-General to issue debentures for the sums of money 
specified in the Ordinance for the purpose of the war, and the loan will be closed 
on tbe 31st of this month. Of the total amount raised by the 4th instant 
£320,817 10s. 8d. have been subscribed within the Colony and £72,750 from 
outside ; £196,808 15s. have been subscribed by Companies, and. £196,758 15s. 8d. 
by private persons. l 

There appears to be an impression in some quarters that there has been 
a general increase in taxation during the last five years. That is not the case. 
The Buildings Tax Ordinance, which has yielded during the last five completed 
years an average annual return of £10,108, was passed on the 6th October, 1911. 
From the taxes imposed under that Qrdinance there were exempted the houses, 
buildings, and huts forming part of a Fijian town or village, seeing that under 
the Native Taxes Ordinance the natives pay a special tax which during the last 
ten years has brought the General Revenue an annual average sum of £16,154. 
There are also exempted from the tax buildings and huts included within Municipal 
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areas as defined by Ordinance No. XXV of 1909. By Ordinance No. XXI of 
1913 the duties on light wines were slightly increased ; and a further increase in 
duties on light wines and increases in the duties on spirits, beers, &c., and on 
matches, were imposed in April, 1916, as a war measure. The first Ordinance 
passed in 1916 imposed a duty of five shillings a ton on all sugar exported from 
the Colony, and the duty realised last year was £27,216 10s. 


Apart from the duties to which I have referred above there has been no 
jncrease in Customs duties since May, 1912; whilst the export duty on bananas, 
which is in reality an inspection tax, has been reduced by resolution of the 
Legislative Council under section 4 of Ordinance No. XII of 1911 from one half- 
penny to one farthing per bunch, and from one penny to one half-penny per case. 
The banana tax, as it is commonly called, realised last year £1,776 3s. 10d., whilst 
the declared value of bananas exported was £205,122. 


It is not my intention to propose to the Council any changes in the present 
system of taxation or any addition to, or increases in, existing taxes, and the 
consideration of changes should await, in my opinion, the termination of the war, 
when the wishes of the Imperial Government in the matter of preferential treatment 
of imports, so far as this Colony is concerned, will be made known. A tax on 
lands, whether occupied or unoccupied or both, should be reserved, I think, to 
provide all charges on any loan that may be raised later to meet the cost of con- 
structing new roads and improving existing ones throughout the Colony, and 
of other schemes of development. 


The Council will bear in mind that at the end of this year the amount 
due on the Imperial Advance to the Colony of £104,025 7s. 11d. will be reduced 
to £5,815 1s. 3d. and that for the year 1919 provision need only be made for a 
final payment of £815 1s. 3d. The liabilities of the Colony on account of Public 
Debt will be decreased, therefore, by £4,184 18s. 9d. in 1919 and by £5,000 in 1920. 

It is both interesting and instructive to note the development that has 
taken place in the Colony since it first became a possession of the Crown. 


In 1875 the Revenue was £16,433 and the Expenditure £41,522 ; the tonnage 
of vessels entered and cleared was 33,635, of which 31,529 tons represented the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared at Levuka ; and the total value of imports 
and exports was only £212,722. Ten years later the Revenue was £76,668 and 
the Expenditure £92,209 ; the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared was 109,948, 
of which Suva claimed 92,345 tons and Levuka only 17,603 tons ; and the total 
value of imports and exports was £621,335, or nearly three times as much as their 
value in 1875. 

In 1895 the Revenue was still only £78,240 and the Expenditure £76,204 ; 
but the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared had more than doubled and was 
235,402 tons. Whilst, however, there was a slight increase in the value of exports 
there was a shrinkage of £53,000 in the value of imports, and the total declared 
value of imports and exports was only £573,967, that is, less by over £47,000 


than it was ten years before. | 

The progress and expansion of the Colony's industries were very rapid 
during the next ten years, and the Revenue for 1905 was £192,974, whilst the 
Expenditure was £132,043. The tonnage of vessels entered and cleared rose 
to 387,401 tons or 152,000 tons more than it was in 1895, whilst the total declared 
value of imports and exports increased to £1,149,254, or a little more than double 
their value a decade earlier. 
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In 1915 the Revenue was £273,634, or over £80,000 more than it was in 
1905, and the Expenditure, exclusive of that on Loan Works, was £282,831, and, 
including £46,206 expended in the year on those Works, £329,037. The tonnage 
of vessels entered and cleared was no less than 821,566, that is, 434,165 tons 
more than in 1905. Once again there was a marked increase in the value of 
exports and imports, the value of the former being given as £1,474,191 and the 
value of the latter as £880,308, or together £2,354,499, that is a little more than 
double their value in 1905. | 


Last year, as I have stated already, the Revenue was £317,446 15s. 9d., 
and the Expenditure, which included £31,138 9s. 7d. on loan account, £292,904 
12s. 11d. The tonnage of vessels entered and cleared was 864,539, the declared 
value of imports was £878,500, which included specie to the value of £30,648, 
and the declared value of exports was £2,107,107. If from the value of imports 
in 1915 and 1916 there is deducted the value of specie imported, it will be found 
that the total value of the trade of the Colony in 1915 was £2,310,462 and in 1916 
£2,954,959, that is £644,497 more. The value of the Colony's trade last year 
was nearly six times as great as it was thirty years ago, its Revenue was nearly 
five times as great, and its Expenditure nearly four times as great. The Expen- 
diture, large though it is, has not increased so rapidly as the Colony's trade and 
Revenue. l 


Taking the figures for the last ten years I find that the declared value 
of imports for that period was £8,155,191 ; and the declared value of exports 
£12,426,779. The value of exports has thus exceeded by more than 50 per cent. 
the value of imports during the above period,—a result which must be regarded. 
as satisfactory in a Colony that depends for its prosperity on the development 
of its agricultural industries. 


The increase in the industries and trade and consequently in the Revenue 
of the Colony has been rendered possible mainly by the increase in the industrial 
population available for steady agricultural work. Natives of India were first 
introduced for agricultural work in 1879, the number being 464. The total 
population of Fiji was then 120,659, the value of exports was £169,040, and the 
Revenue was only £69,549. The native population in 1874, the year of Cession, 
was estimated at nearly 150,000, of whom 40,000 are stated to have died from 
measles in 1875. By 1898 the Indian population had increased to 12,397, the 
value of exports was £534,105, but the Revenue was still only £94,164. The 
native population in that year showed a further decrease, and was estimated 
at 98,954. By 1908 the Indian population had increased to 33,142, the value 
of exports to £878,393, and the Revenue to £180,860. Meanwhile there had taken 
place in the native population a further decrease of nearly 12,000. On the 31st 
December last the Indian population was estimated at 59,565, an increase in 
eight years of 26,423. It is not surprising, therefore, to find that in the same 
period the exports increased by £1,228,718, the imports by £215,846, the total 
‘shipping by 385,426 tons, and the Revenue by £136,586. 


The total population of the Colony was estimated to be 163,401 on the 
3lst December last, and consisted of 90,429 Fijians, an increase of 3,304 since 
1906 ; 99,565 Indians, an increase of 31,025 in the same decade ; 4,685 Europeans, 
an increase of 1,423; 2682 Polynesians, an increase of 522: 2,659 Half-castes, 
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an increase of 971 ; 2,050 Rotumans, a decrease of 261 ; 821 Chinese ; and 510 
of other races. Prior to 1911 the Chinese were included in other races, but in 
that year their number, namely 305, was recorded separately. In five years 
the number of Chinese in the Colony has increased by 516. From the figures 
which I have quoted it will be seen how essential to the maintenance of the present 
state of prosperity throughout the Colony and to the further development of its 
agricultural resources is that section of the population which is capable of contin- 
uous and sustained labour. It was, therefore, with much concern, that I learnt 
from the Secretary of State for the Colonies that no labourers would be recruited 
in India for employment in Fiji during the war. That decision is due, to some 
extent, to ships not being available for the conveyance of Ind'an labourers to Fiji, 
and it is for the same reason that arrangements cannot be made to enable Indian 
labourers to return to their country. 


It seems to be doubtful whether recruiting can be resumed in India directly 
after the conclusion of peace, but there is little room for doubt that no recruiting 
for indentured labourers under the system provided for by Ordinance No. I of 
1891 will be sanctioned in future. I have appointed a very representative com- 
mittee to examine the present position and to favour me with their recommenda- 
tions as to the policy to be adopted by the Government on the labour question, 
and I trust that some satisfactory solution of this all-important matter will 
be found. I may mention that on the Ist January next there will be only 7,527 
Indian labourers under indenture. 


In considering the present position of Indians in this Colony who are no 
longer under indenture in relation to the system of indentured labour, it is inter- 
esting to note that no less than 115,635 acres of land are.under lease to 11,044 
Indian tenants. The prosperity enjoyed by Indians who are not under indenture 
indicates that steady habits of industry and some knowledge of agriculture were 
acquired by them during the period of their indentures. A system that can 
produce such results does not appear to merit unreserved condemnation. 


Whilst I have laid considerable stress on the influence of a steady working 
population in developing the resources of the Colony, I do not overlook the fact 
that it 1s the capital, ability, and energy shown by large companies and individual 
capitalists and planters, which have resulted in the demand for efficient labour 
and in the opening up of uncultivated land. The record of European effort 
and enterprise in Fiji is one of which we may all be proud, and it has been my 
earnest desire that the Government should be able to assist in the development 
work that still remains to be done. 


For the time being the Agricultural Department is working under difficulties. 
Owing to a breakdown in his health, due partly to overwork, Mr. Jepson, the 
Government Entomologist, has been granted leave of absence, whilst it has not 
been possible to obtain during the war the services of a Mycologist. Much good 
work has been done by the Agricultural Department since its creation, but I 
am disposed to think that its usefulness might be increased if the Superintendent 
of Agriculture, the Government Entomologist, the Agricultural Chemist, and the 
Mycologist, when the last-named has been appointed, were stationed with the 
clerical staff at the Experimental Station at Nasinu. I have appointed a Com- 
mittee to consider this suggestion, and the Committee's recommendations will 
be laid before you in due course. 
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When I had the honour of addressing the Legislative Council, in October, 
1912, I ventured to suggest that it would be in the public interest if there were 
constituted a thoroughly representative Agricultural Society, to be composed 
mainly of planters and of persons interested in the development of agricultural 
products, and to include some Government officers and especially those of the 
Agricultural Department. During the time that has elapsed since I delivered 
that address my relations with the Planters’ Association have been of a most 
harmonious nature, and I am greatly indebted to the Association for the valuable 
advice which it has given me from time to time. I still think, however, that it 
would be desirable to create an Agricultural Society on which there would be 
representative members of the various Planters' Associations, if, as I understand 
is the case, there is at the present time more than one Planters' Association in 
existence, and gentlemen representing the commercial community. To such 
a body could be referred all questions affecting the interests of planters as a whole, 
and to its views special weight would be attached by the Government. 


There has been displayed in certain quarters a not unnatural impatience 
at the slow progress that has been made in establishing schools of Primary Educa- ` 
tion throughout the Colony, and I shall be glad if, by the following remarks, 
I can remove any misapprehension that may exist in the matter. 


After a correspondence, lasting for four years, with the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, and arising out of the report of the Education Commission of 
1909, the Legislative Council adopted unanimously on the 18th September, 1914, 
the report of the Select Committee of the Legislative Council which dealt in the 
most comprehensive manner with the whole question of Education. The Com- 
mittee of the Council was unanimous in the recommendations which it made. 


Ihe decisions of the Council were approved generally by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, but it was not until February, 1916, that the Secretary 
of State authorised the creation of the appointment of Superintendent of Schools 
which was absolutely essential before any educational machinery could be set 
in motion. Two months after my return to the Colony last year there was 
passed, with the unanimous support of the Legislative Council, the Education 
Ordinance 1916, which was amended in two minor points in November last. 
The Ordinances were brought into operation on the 31st December, 1916. 
Mr. Mackay, the first Superintendent of Schools, arrived in the Colony on the 4th 
January last, and on the 18th of that month there were made by the Board of 
Education, which was constituted on the 11th January, Rules and Regulations 
for the Boys' and Girls' Grammar Schools, Suva, embodying, with the necessary 
additions, the decisions at whicb the Legislative EORUM had arrived in September, 
1914, in regard to the Suva Public School. 


The two schools were opened in separate buildings on the 31st January, 
the staff of Masters at the Boys' School and the Headmistress and First Assistant 
Teacher at the Girls’ School having been obtained from Australia. On the 
Ist instant the number of pupils at the Boys' School was 72 and the number 
of pupils at the Girls' School was 106, including 24 boys between the ages of six 
and eight. The number of pupils at the two schools is greater than the number, 
in any previous year, of pupils who attended the mixed school known as “ The 
Suva Public School." The Grammar Schools, so far as Suva is concerned, have 
thus justified already their creation. But the Legislative Council has not over- 
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looked the wishes of parents who live in the Country Districts and desire to send 
their children as boarders to the Boys’ and Girls’ Schools, and, following its deci- 
sions of September, 1914, the Council passed on the 30th January last a Resolution 
pledging itself to find the necessary funds for providing boarding establishments 
in connection with the two schools. The final outcome of that Resolution has 
been the decision to erect at an estimated cost of £7,250, which includes the cost 
of sanitary connections, a ferro-concrete building, the plans of which were approved 
by a Committee containing three elected members of the Council. The estimated 
cost of the equipment of, and furniture required for, the building is £716, whilst 
sooner or later reclamation work, estimated to cost £1,000, should be undertaken. 
A portion of the land so reclaimed will, I hope, be reserved for the use of the public 
as an open space, and form part of the space which is situated to the west of the 
Carnegie Library. On the completion of the new building, the buildings and 
playground now reserved for the Boys’ School will be available for the Girls’ 
School, and accommodation for boarders will then be at the disposal of the Girls’ 
School. | 


No effort should be spared to bring to the highest possible standard of 
efficiency the education given in the Suva Boys’ and Girls’ Grammar Schools 
and in the Levuka Public School. Those schools should be the nurseries of the 
Public Service, but they will not serve their purpose if boys and girls are removed 
from them at the ages of fourteen or fifteen. The schools should aim at giving 
their pupils, whether boys or girls, an education which will enable them in due 
course to take their places with credit at any University in the United Kingdom, 
' the Commonwealth of Australia, or the Dominions of New Zealand and Canada. 
If such education were attainable, the necessity for the cadet system, which has 
given us many admirable officers, and for going outside the Colony for suitable 
candidates for employment in the lower grades of the Civil Service, would dis- 
appear. I can see no reason why boys and girls who may have passed the London 
Matriculation Examination or some other examination of a similar standard 
should not be appointed, on leaving school, and as vacancies may occur, to Fifth 
Class Clerkships with salaries of £100 to £150 a year, and why they should not be 
able to work their way up to the highest administrative appointments in the 
Service. The time should come also when Fiji educated boys should be 
given the opportunity of competing for scholarships which would enable them 
to obtain outside the Colony the professional qualifications required for such 
appointments as those of Medical Officers and District Engineers, and for careers 
as Barristers and Solicitors. For the sake of the rising generation of the Colony 
and the efficiency of the Public Service, I hope that the views of the late Legis- 
lative Council in regard to the Government Schools in Suva and Levuka will 
be confirmed by the present Council, and that the present system will be given 
a fair trial before attempts at amendment are made. 


On the 15th May last, after most careful consideration and after deferring 

in many points to the wishes of representatives of the Methodist and Roman 

Catholic denominations, there was made by the Board of Education a comprehen- 

sive Code of Rules and Regulations for Government and Assisted Primary Schools, 

which authorises the payment of grants to Assisted Primary Schools on an excep- 

tionally liberal scale. The Rules and Regulations were laid on the Table of the 
Legislative Council at the meeting held on the 28th May last. 
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The policy of the Government in regard to primary education, which 
is in accordance with the decisions of the Legislative Council, is— 


(a) That the primary education of children of European descent in 
country districts should be provided, if possible, by grant-aided 
schools, otherwise by Government Schools at which fees should 
be charged ; 

(b) that the primary education of Fijians should be left to the Mission 
bodies and that an endeavour should be made to improve the schools 
by a system of grants-in-aid to those which conform to the require- 
ments of the Board of Education ; and 


(c) that existing Mission schools should be utilised for the education 
of Indian children and should receive grants-in-aid when conforming 
to the requirements of the Board of Education, and that Govern- 
ment Schools should be established when the requirements of districts 
were not met by Mission schools. 


The Council of Chiefs in June last passed a Resolution to the effect that the 
natives should contribute annually £3,500 towards the cost of four schools for the 
primary education of Fijian children in the different provinces, and that the 
schools should be entirely under Government supervision. When the provinces 
concerned have voted their respective contributions, steps will be taken to give 
effect to the Resolution. It is desired by the Council of Chiefs that those schools 
should be feeders to the Queen Victoria Memorial School at Nasinu. 


The principle which has been established is that educational requirements 
in the country districts should be met, when possible, by Assisted Schools, and that, 
in the event of such schools not being available, Government Schools will be 
established. At the present time four schools have applied to be recognised 
as Assisted Schools, and their applications have been granted provisionally by 
the Board of Education. It is a disappointment to me that, so far, no Methodist 
schools have applied for such recognition, though it is right to remember that 
only a little more than three months have elapsed since the Code of Regulations 
was published. If by the end of this year further applications for the recognition 
of existing Mission schools as Assisted Schools are not received, the Legislative 
Council will have to consider the question of providing funds for establishing 
Government Schools in those districts and centres where no provision exists for 
the primary education of children. 


The greatest difficulty with which the Board of Education is confronted 
at this time in establishing Government Primary Schools is the lack of suitable 
teachers and the impossibility of obtaining them from outside the Colony. The 
difficulty will not be so great after the conclusion of peace, but tbe expense will 
always be high until men and women can be trained locally to take up teaching 
as a profession. | 

There will be laid before you further papers regarding the Suva Harbour 
Works and you will be asked to decide whether the expenditure of additional 
money beyond that already sanctioned should be incurred in completing the 
Works. Ihe excess expenditure is due to conditions entirely beyond the control 
of the Government and its officers, and I invite special attention to the remarks 
contained in the letter from Mr. R. R. Hickson, the Consulting Engineer. The 
Legislative Council has been consulted at all stages of the Harbour Works, and 
no step has been taken or change made which has not received the Council's 
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previous approval. The Commissioner of Works and Mr. Paulin, the Resident 
Engineer, are to be congratulated on the excellent work done during the last 
Ve pe and on the Senüable manner in which “ almost insuperable difficul- 

S o quote Mr. Hickson's words, have been met and surmounted. I believe 
that in time rents from leases of the land reclaimed will be sufficient to meet 
the interest on the total sum expended, to provide a sinking fund for the redemp- 
tion of the loan, and to cover the cost of maintenance. The facilities that will 
be afforded to shipping by the new wbarf and reclamation, when completed, 
will be very great, and when, after the war, Suva becomes a port of call for vessels 
passing through the Panama Canal, the action of the Legislative Council in 
approving of this great scheme being carried out will be proved to be fully justified. 


I have noticed that a desire was expressed by some if not all of the candidates 
at the late elections to obtain more control over the expenditure of public money 
than has been vested hitherto in the elected members of Council. The expenditure, 
so far as it can be forescen in any year, is provided for in the Annual Estimates, 
in regard to which elected members exercise freely their right of criticism. I 
cannot recall any instance during my administration in which, in regard to services 
exclusive of establishment, the views of the elected members have been dis- 
regarded. There are, however, occasions on which, when the Legislative Council 
is not in Session, the Governor has to incur, on his own personal responsibility, 
in the public interests, expenditure for which provision has not been made in the 
Estimates, or to modify in some particulars the provision which has been made. 
I have endeavoured to share my responsibility with others by consulting individual 
elected members of the Council and also the Executive Council, to which two 
elected members of the Legislative Council have belonged since the end of 1912. 


That procedure does not, however, meet entirely the difficulties of the 
position, and I am prepared, if the proposal is acceptable to the Legislative Council, 
to appoint a Standing Finance Committee, to which would be referred all questions 
of expenditure not provided for in the Annual Estimates and all proposals for 
alterations in the approved Estimates, even if those alterations do not entail 
any actual increase in expenditure. The Committee, if constituted, should 
be composed, in my opinion, of the Colonial Secretary, the Receiver-General, 
the Commissioner of Works, and all the elected members. 


It is to me a matter of great regret that development proposals which 
were under consideration before the outbreak of war have been temporarily 
abandoned during my administration, and that there is no immediate prospect 
of funds being made available to carry out a Road Scheme on an extensive plan, 
a Government Telephone Service throughout the Colony, the projected Railway, 
and the Levuka Harbour Works. Papers on all these matters have been laid 
before the Legislative Council, and a good deal of preliminary work has been done 
in collecting information and preparing estimates, which will not be thrown away 
when conditions are more favourable than they are at the present time. On the 
other hand the last five years have seen some progress in the administrative 
machinery and several works of importance brought to a successful issue. * The 
number of elected members of the Council has been increased from six to seven 
and two official members have been added to the Executive Council. The Suva 
Sewerage Works have been completed and the Suva Harbour Works are nearing 
completion. On the whole, and notwithstanding the increased traffic, the large 
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number of motor cars that have been imported since 1912, and the abnormal 
rainfall during the last two years, the condition of our roads has improved, though 
much still remains to be done before many of the roads can be used with comfort 
in the wet seasons of the year. The new Gaol in Suva, the Court House at Lautoka, 
the ferro-concrete bridge over the Ba river, and the many other new bridges that 
have been built, the new Government Printing Office, the Boys’ Grammar School 
which is now rising from the sea, the Drill Hall for the Defence Force, these are 
all some tangible signs of the good work done by the Public Works Department. 


The establishment on a proper basis of a Defence Force and the creation 
of a new system of Education are administrative achievements of considerable 
importance on which the Legislative Council can look back with satisfaction, 
and with which I am glad to have been associated. No one is more conscious 
than I am of what has been left undone in the past, and I realise how much remains 
to be done in the future before the Colony of Fiji can secure that measure of 
development and prosperity to which it will, I believe, attain in the years to come. 
Although I cannot be with you when that time comes, I hope I may be spared 
long enough to hear that my prophecy has been realised and that Fiji has become 
one of the most prosperous of His Majesty's tropical possessions. 


I now commend to your careful consideration all the matters that will 
be laid before you, and I ask the blessing of the Almighty on our deliberations.

Gazette " have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 


In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 4s. Id. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes. 
The Governor ventures to express the hope that 
there may be raised this veat a sum not less than 
that collected in 1916, and that the people of 
Fiji may have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have contributed the cost of at least one 
day's work of the British Red Cross Society. 
That work is of the highest and noblest nature, 
and is clearly described in the following passage 
which has been taken from the last published 
report of its work :— 

“ A work of mercy, world-wide in its extent, 
“has been made possible by the subscription 
‘of this great sum (£6,000,000) for the funds 
“of the Red Cross. 
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" The Hospital Service at home, provided 
“with every detail of surgical and medical 
“skill and appliances, is well known; there 
“are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
“ ambulances that carry out all the transport 
'" of wounded on the lines of communication 
‘behind the British front in France, and also 
" help our Allies right down to Verdun; 
'" Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
‘organisations at Malta, in Egypt, and at 
“ Salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
“ launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
“ provision in East Africa ` hospital and ambul- 
“ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
“ supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
‘fof books for the wounded. of comforts of 
“every kind, curative treatment and training 
“for disabled men—in fact, the employment 
“of every possible means and device to heal 
“the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
“ the suffering and disabled man to something 
“approaching the well-being and efficiency 
“that were his before he made war's great 
“sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
“feature about Red Cross work—it exists 
"not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
“man, and personal care for all who have to 
“seek its aid is a keynote everywhere of its 
“ service of succour and hope." 


To the continuance cf the Red Cross Society's 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their mears 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undving courage of the officers and men 
of His Majestys Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

NATIVE LANDS COMMISSION 


(MEMORANDUM SETTING OUT THE PROCEDURE TO BE FOLLOWED BY THE COMMISSION). 


MEMORANDUM. 


THE Governor, having decided, after correspondence with the Secretarv of State for the Colonies, 
that no amendment of the Native Lands Amendment Ordinance 1912 is immediately necessary 
for the satisfactory continuation of the work of the Native Lands Commission, deems it advisable 
to make known the procedure which has been adopted by the Commission in conducting inquiries 
into the ownership of native land. 


2. In the first place the Commission has now been informed that the Crown does not assert 
any claim to land, even though unoccupied at the time of the Deed of Cession, over which any new 
titles may have been created in accordance with native customs as followed before that date; 
the Commission will, therefore, investigate and record such titles. | 


. 9. Secondly, in order to avoid future confusion of titles and to secure the best interests 
of the Fijians themselves, it has been decided that land which was unoccupicd at the time œf the 
Deed of Cession, and which has remained unoccupied, shall be defined and placed under proper 
control so as to turn it to advantageous use. It has been decided, therefore, to schedule such lands 
if and when they come to the notice of the Commission as lands under control of the Crown on 
the express understanding that such action is taken by the Crown as successor to the pararnount 
authority of the Fijian tribes, and that all profits from the disposal of such lands shall be applied to 
the benefit of the Fijians and not placed to the ordinary revenue of the Colony. This decision 
has been formally communicated to the Council of Chiefs. 


4. Thirdly, it is to be clearly understood that the Crown will only claim to be ultimus hæres 
of lands belonging to a mataqali which ceases to exist by the extinction of its members as provided 
for by section 5 of Ordinance No. 4 of 1905 ; and the lands of anv smaller units, which may be, 
or may become, extinct, will not be claimed by the Crown, but may be dealt with by the mataqali 
in accordance with native custom. 


9. The Commission's main procedure now, when proceeding to each province, is to make 
such settlement of the native land boundaries as may be found to be at once reasonable in itself 
and acceptable to the native occupiers. ) 


6. On arrival of the Commission in a province the people will be called upon to classify 
themselves into yavusa, mataqali, and tokatoka, to record the members of cach, and to give the 
boundaries of the lands of each tokatoka. 


7. This statement will be examined by the Commission who may. if satisfied that the 
statement is made in good faith, and is agreed to by the people concerned, accept it as a basis 
of classification, but the Commission will, when it deems it advisable to do so, call and examine 
en and make such alterations and amendments therein as are justified by the evidence 
elicited. 

8. When the yavusa, mataqali. and tekatoka have been classified, the members of ez:h 
communal unit will be recorded on the form prescribed in the Rules published in Royal Gazette 
No. 55 of 1912, showing in each case who is the head of the unit. 


9. Inquiry will be made as to the native customs governing the tenure of land, tribal member- 
ship, succession, &c. 


10. The people will then be called upon to mark out the lands claimed by each proprietary 
unit, and furnish descriptions thereof. These descriptions in conjunction with the lists referred 
to in paragraph eight will form the basis of the claims to be considered by the Commission. 


ll. Any person or community claiming to own land under special tenure must satisfy 
the Commission that the claim is genuine and in accordance with native custom. 


. . ,12. Undisputed claims may be confirmed by the Commission, but the Commission will call 
for evidence when it deems it desirable to do so. Where a dispute occurs, the Commission will 
appoint a time for hearing the witnesses on both sides, and will determine the claim accordingly. .

DEATH OF THE HONOURABLE 
ARCHIBALD MONTGOMERIE. 


THE Governor has learnt with the deepest regret 
' of the death of the Honourable Archibald Mont- 
gomerie, Assistant Colonial Secretary. and Acting 
Receiver-General since the 9th November, 1916. 
Mr. Montgomerie was, for over twenty-four years, 
one of the most valued members of the Public 
Service, and, by sheer merit and hard work, rose 
gradually to the position which he held at the 
time of his death.

‘behind the British front in France, and also 
“help our Allies right down to Verdun; 
“ Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
'" organisations at Malta, in Egvpt, and at 
“ Salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
“launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
** provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
“ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
“ supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
“of books for the wounded. of comforts of

“ the suifering and disabled man to something 
“approaching the well-being and efficiency

“sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
“ feature about Red Cross work—-it exists 
" not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
“ man, and personal care for all who have to 
" seek its aid is a kevnote everywhere of its 
< service of succour and hope.” 


. To the continuance ef the Red Cross Societ y's 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

And whereas it is expedient that the importa- 
tion into the United Kingdom of certain other 
goods should be prohibited : 


Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, in pursuance of the said 
Act and of all other powers enabling Us in that 
behalf. do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain 
as follows :— 


As from and after the date hereof, subject as 
hereinafter provided, the importation into the 
United Kingdom of the following goods is 
hereby prohibited, viz. :—- 

Carbons for arc lamps. 

Carbons for searchlights. 

Cartridges of all kinds and parts thereof. 
Electric dry cells and carbons therefor. 


Provided alwavs, and it is hereby declared, 
that this prohibition shall not apply to any 
such goods which are imported under licence 
given by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, 
and subject to the provisions and conditions of 
such licence. 


This Proclamation may be cited as the Pro- 
hibition of Import (No. 17) Proclamation, 1917.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR IN 
COUNCIL ON THE 25TH DAY OF AUGUST, 1917, 
UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 6 ob 
ORDINANCE No. VI or 1913. 

Definition. 

]. In these Regulations— 

“ Plants" means any plant or part of a 
plant and includes stems. cuttings, 
roots, leaves, bulbs. tubers, grafts, buds, 
fruit, seeds, and all portions thereof ; 

“ Inspector " means an Inspector appointed 
by the Governor under Ordinance No. 
VI of 1913. 

Landing of plants in Rotuma. 

2. All plants arriving at the Island of Rotuma 

shall be landed onlv at the port of Motusa. 
Inspection. 

3. No plants shall be landed until they have 
been inspected by the Inspector. 

Inspector mav anthorise landing of plants. 

4. The Inspector may authorise the landing 
of plants without restriction if he finds them 
to be clean and free from the attacks of disease 
or pests. 

Plants attached bv boring insects. 

5. In the case of plants found to be attacked 
by any boring insect, the Inspector shall cause 
the consignment containing the plants so attacked 
to be destroved. 

Plants attacked by scale insects. 

6. In the case of plants found to be attacked 
by scale insects or anv insects other than boring 
insects, or bv any fungus disease, the Inspector 
shall cause the plants to be treated in anv manner 
which he mav consider desirable to render them 
free from the pest or disease. 

Examination bv Inspector. 

7. The Inspector may examine anything to be 
landed from a vessel, in which he is of opinion 
that insects likely to become pests of plants may 
be present, and may detain for treatment, as 
provided for in the last preceding Regulation, 
anything in or on which he finds such insects 
present. 

Penalty. 

8. Any person who commits an offence against 
these Regulations or fails to comply with the 
provisions thereof or obstructs or interferes with 
an Inspector when engaged upon his duties under 
these Regulations or refuses to comply with or 
disobevs or evades any order given or issued 
under these Regulations shall be hable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five pounds or to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
months.

TELEGRAM FROM THE SECRETARY OF STATE :— 
3lst August. 
Following is summary of recommendations of 


Emigration Conference which are now under 
consideration of Government of India [begins] :— 


1. Indenture system to be abolished. 


2. In future emigration to be under entirely 
free system of aided colonisation, immigrant to 
be in no way restricted to service under any 
particular employer” except that, for his own 
protection, a selected employer to be chosen for 
him for the first six months ; expense of intro- 
duction to be borne by Government out of 
common emigration funds raised in each Colony 
by rateable contributions from employers. 


3. Land settlement to be essential feature of 
the scheme, steps to be taken to ensure that 
land not exceeding five acres may be made 
available at once in simplest and cheapest manner 
for any immigrant who may desire it after com- 
pletion of three years’ work with approved 
employers. grant to be subject to reasonable 
annual rent ; in case of lcaseholds a Government 
department to be responsible for provision of 
sufficient land to meet all bona fide applications 
and for rendering it suitable for agriculture 
where this is considered necessary by the depart- 
ment. | 


4. Conditions of employment.—Selected em- 
ployment to be found for immigrants for first six 
months, but protector always to retain power of 
transfer; after six months the immigrant to be 
at liberty to move from one employer to another 
upon one month's notice, but to be encouraged 
to work for first three years in agricultural 
industries by offer, should he do so, of benefits 


subsequently as colonist ; immigrant to be under 
no indenture or contract other then above; 
breach of engagement to entail no criminal 
penalty, and immigrant only to be proceeded 
against by civil suit in ordinary course of law ; 
minimum wage to be fixed subject to revision 
every five vears and proportionately to cost of 
living ; for one year efter arrival children under 
eleven years of age to receive free rations, and 
children under five ver of age free milk ration, 
pregnant and nursing women to receive free 
rations for at least six months; provision of 
married quarters separate from single quarters 
to be made compulsory on all emplovers of more 
than twenty male immigrants and to be insisted 
upon as far as practicable in case of all other 
registered employers ; small garden plots to be 
granted to adult male immigrants; present 
regulations for medical attendance to continue. 


5. Persons wishing to employ assisted immi- 
grants during their first three vears to apply to 
protector of immigrants to be placed on register 
of approved employers ; approved employer to 
be any employer who is deemed qualified by 
Governor in Council to offer proper conditions 
of wages, labour, medical attendance, housing, 
and has received and paid for licence ; persons 
not fulfilling above conditions found employing 
immigrant to be liable to fine. 


6. Arrangements in India for supervision of 
intending emigrants to be revised and improved. 


7. No fixed proportion of single men to families, 
but emigration of whole families to be encouraged, 
and non-working dependants of immigrant not to 
be rejected medically merely on grounds of 
phvsical incapacity to work, or on score of age, 
no fixed proportion of women, but persons under 
cighteen and women not to be assisted if unaccom- 
panied by families. 


S. After three ycars immigrant and dependants 
to receive half return-passage, after five years 
three-quarters, after seven years whole passage, 
but acceptance of grant of land under special 
conditions outlined in 3 to be taken as extin- 
guishing claims to return-passage ; immigrant 
granted free or assisted passage to have no 
further claim to such passage if he returns to 
Colonv ; six months' previous notice to be given 
of intention to claim free or assisted passage ; 
protector of immigrants to have right, subject 
to approval of Governor in Council, to grant 
at any time free return-passage in full in any 
cases where he deems repatriation desirable. 


9. Until Colony passes Ordinance cancelling 
all existing indentures, no emigration to that 
Colonv to be allowed ; option of remaining under 
existing terms of repatriation or of coming 
under new terms allowed to all emigrants whose 
indentures are thus cancelled ; for purposes of 
calculating service qualifving for passage first 
five vears of residence will, in case of latter 
alternative, be excluded ; questions of marriage, : 
divorce, educational facilities, and political rights 
also dealt with [ends.j 


Despatch follows by mail, with full text of 
report which has been published in India. As 
explained in despatch. employers will be expected 
to place at disposal of department suitable land 
for settlement of Indians on conditions specified, 
but Colony must be ultimatelv responsible for 
provision of land.

nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving

Ministry of Food have issued following for 
publication [begins] : 


CONTROL OF BACON, HAMS, AND LARD. 

By a Proclamation dated Wednesday, August 
29th, the import, except under licence, of bacon, 
hams, and lard (other than neutral lard) is 
prohibited as from the date of the Proclamation. 


The object of the Proclamation is to enable . 
the Government to take over the whole import 
of these articles, and to concentrate the purchase 
of them in the various countries into a single 
organisation. | 

The following immediate action will be taken : 


Imports from United States.—The Ministry of 
Food are establishing in the United States a 
single buving agency, analogous to the Wheat 
Export Company, to deal in the first. instance 
with bacon, hams, and lard. The Ministry. of 
Food will buy these articles through this Agency 
as from Monday next, September 3rd. 


Though the Proclamation applies formally to 
all goods arriving after August 29th, it has been 
arranged that all consignments of bacon which 
were despatched from their point of origin direct 
to the consignees in the United Kingdom on or 
before September 3, shall be admitted under 
licence subject to conditions intended to secure 
adequate Army supplies. Consignments of hams 
and lard despatched on or before September 3 
will be admitted without licence. 


All persons in this country holding original 
c.i.f. or f.o.b. contracts for bacon and lard with 
American shippers are required to furnish the 
Food Controller with full information as to such 
contracts immediately. 


Imports from countries other than the United 
States.—Pending further arrangements licences 
will be granted to recognised importers of bacon, 
hams, and lard, from other countrics to con- 
tinue these imports; but licence for consign- 
ments of Canadian bacon will, as in the case of 
American bacon, be subject to such conditions 
as may be necessary to maintain adequate 
supplies for the Army. 

Applications for licences should be made in "H 
cases to the Controller of Import Restrictions, 
22 Carlisle Place, Westminster, S.W.J. 


Order as to maximum  prices.—The, goods 
imported on behalf of the Ministry of Food will 
be distributed through the ordinary channels on 
fixed terms as to commission and profits, so as to 
secure supplies to the public at prices excluding 
any unreasonable profit in respect of bacon, 
hams, and lard now in the country or to be 
admitted under the arrangements described above. 


The Food Controller has made order fixing 
as from August 30th, maximum importers’ 
prices and is in consultation with representatives 


of the wholesalers and retailers with a view to 
the fixing also of wholesale and retail prices in 
respect of all the above articles. | 

It should be borne in mind that the importers' 
prices are mainly determined by the market 
prices ruling in foreign countries over which the 
Food Controller has no control, and that they 
must be maintained at such a figure as will 
ensure the regular shipment to this country of 
adequate supplies. 

Producers' prices have also bcen fixed for home- 
produced bacon, hams, and lard, with reference 
to the price fixed for pork. 

Further orders are being issucd, fixing from 
Monday, September 3rd, the maximum whole- 
sale price of cheese and limiting the profits of 
factors and wholesalers ; and as regards butter

WHEREAS by Proclamation No. 19 of 1916 (the 
Exportation Prohibition (Consolidation) Proc- 
lamation 1916, hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Proclamation) the exportation from the 
Colony of certain articles therein mentioned 
to certain or all destinations (with certain excep- 
tions) was prohibited : 


And whereas by subscquent Proclamations the 
principal Proclamation was amended and added 
to in certain particulars : 


And whereas His Majesty the King, through 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, has 
instructed the Governor that the principal Proc-

Gazette" have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 


In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 As ld. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes.

“with every detail of surgical and medical 
“skill and appliances, is well known ; there 
“are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
“ambulances that carry out all the transport 
“of wounded on the lines of communication 
‘behind the British front in France, and also 

help our Allies right down to Verdun; 
' Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
organisations at Malta, in Egypt. and at 
Salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
launches for the Tigris campaign : a similar 
provision in East Africa ; hospital and embul- 
ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
supplies of food for British prisoners of war. 
of books for the wounded. of comíorts of 
every kind, curative treatment and training 
for disabled men—in fact, the emplovment 
of everv possible means and device to heal 
the sick, mend the wounded. and restore 
the suiiering and disabled man to something 
approaching the well-being and eificiency 
that were his before he made war's great 
sacrifice. There is one chicf outstanding 
feature about Red Cross work—it exists 

' not only to heal the soldier but to help the 

'" man, and personal care for all who have to 

'" seek its aid is a keynote everywhere of its 

"service of succour and hope." 

To the continuance of the Red Cross Society's 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the otficers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

1. All articles delivered by the contractor are 
to be according to sample, which may be seen at 
the office of the District Engineer or, where no 
sample is exhibited, of the best quality of their 
several kinds. 


2. The contractor will be bound to supply in 
such quantities as may be required any of the 
articles contracted for, on the presentation at his 
place of business in Suva or Levuka, or elsewhere, 
as the case may be, of a requisition (duly approved 
by the Head of the Department concerned), 
specifying the article required ; and all articles 
to be supplied are subject to the inspection and 
approval of the District Engineer. 


Supply will be held to consist of the delivery 
of the goods specified in any such requisition to 
the officer making the requisition, after inspec- 
tion by the District Engineer whenever such 
inspection be possible. Such delivery must in 
each case be made within the ordinary business 
hours of the Government offices, unless am 
arrangement to the contrary be made in any case. 


3. The District Engineer shall have power to 
reject at the time of inspection or at the place of 
delivery such article or articles as are in his 
judgment of inferior quality to the sample con- 
tracted for, or as are in his judgment not of the 
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best quality of their several kinds—it being 
distinctly understood that he will be responsible 
for so doing, and that the contractor will have 
a right of appeal to the Colonial Secretary, 
although in the meantime he must take back the 
rejected article and at once supply another in its 
stead, to the satisfaction of the District Engineer, 
faling which it may be obtained elsewhere, at 
the expense of the contractor, and it is hereby 
expressly stipulated that the procuring of the 
article elsewhere by a Government officer shall 
not relieve the contractor from liability under 
his Bond. The same powers as are given in this 
clause to the District Engineer are also conferred 
on any officer receiving stores which have not 
been inspected by the District Engineer prior 
to delivery. 

4. If the contractor shall fail to supply, within 
forty-eight hours of the presentation of a requi- 
sition therefor, any article enumerated in the form 
of tender, it may be procured elsewhere and the 
difference between the contract price and that 
for which it has been so purchased elsewhere 
shall be paid to the Government by the con- 
tractor if he be required by the Government to 
do so.

5. Goods must be properly and securely packed

BY-LAWS RESPECTING PRIVIES MADE BY THE 
. LOCAL AUTHORITY FOR THE RURAL SANITARY 
DISTRICT OF REWA, UNDER SECTIONS 34 AND 

106 OF ORDINANCE XXVIII or 1911. 

Definitions. 
1. In these By-laws— 

"Local Authority " means the Local Autho- 
rity for the Rural Sanitary District of 
Rewa and includes a person or persons 
authorised by that Local Authority. 

“ Privy " means and includes every closet 
and latrine used for the reception of 
night-soil. 


Type of privy. 

2. Every privy shall be approved by the 
Local Authority, and shall be provided with not 
less than twelve square fect of floor space, with 
a properly hung hinged door, and with close- 
fitting floor walls and roof. 


3. In every privy in which a seat is provided, 
the seat shall be close-fitting and shall be made 
with a box-front. Except when the night-soil 
is discharged immediately to a septic tank, the 
hole, whether in floor or seat, shall be fitted with 
a close-fitting hinged cover to prevent the 
ingress of flies to the night-soil. 

4. In the case of a pan closet, a close-fitting 
hinged trap shall be provided for the convenient 
removal and replacement of the  night-soil 
receptacle. 

Position of privy. 

9. No privy shall be erected within six feet of 
the boundary of adjoining premises or twelve 
feet of a road or street or, except in the case of 
a privy discharging into a septic tank, within 
fifteen feet of any dwelling or sixty feet of any 
well from which water for drinking purposes 
is drawn. 

Screening. 

6. Every privy door shall be screened from the 
public view. 

Keeping clean. 

7. Every privy except it discharge into a 
septic tank shall be fitted with a suitable recep- 
tacle which the occupier of the prenuses on which 
the privy is situated shall at all times keep 
supplied with dry earth, ashes, or lime, to be: 
placed on the night-soil cach time the privy is 
used. 

8. The occupier of premises on which a privy 
is situated shall keep such privy and appurten- 
ances clean and in good state of repair to the 
satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Penalties. 

9. Any person offending against any of these 
By-laws shall be liable to > penalty not exceeding 
£5 for each offence and in case of a continuing 
offence to a further penelty not exceeding forty 


shillings for cach day during which the offence 
continues.

than those who have joined His Majesty's Forces.

SPEECH BY MR. WALTER LONG. 


Mr. Walter Long in accepting the flags on 
behalf of the regiments said that although all 
of them had not been in active fighting, it might 
be frequently driven home that, whether a man 
found himself in the fighting line or doing his 
duty in any part of the British Dominions he 
was equally deserving of the gratitude and 
appreciation of his fellow-countrvman. ‘ We 
are apt," he said, “ to give insufficient recogni- 
tion to men fighting in all parts of the world under 
climatic and more arduous difficulties. perhaps 
than on some of the fronts. To all alike our 
thanksgiving is extended, and I thank the 
League of the Empire for its efforts in consolid- 
ating the goodwill of the peoples of the vast 
British Empire in the determination to serve 
King and Country in the interests of freedom 
and justice, which is the spirit of the whole 
civilised world. In our Overseas possessions 
men are, as I know from letters which reach me 
daily, eating their hearts out because they. are 
not allowed to take part in the fighting line . . .. 


They cannot be allowed to go because they are 


needed for the Government of the Colonv in 
which they live, although they have begged and 
implored to be allowed to go. But necessity 
imposed upon us the duty of keeping them where 
they are. 


Of all who faithfully serve in whatever national 
work thev might be called upon to perform it 
might be said that they were doing their duty 
equally with those who fought the common foe. 
There was hardlv a home in the Kingdom which 
was not darkened by the black shadow of sacrifice 
and sorrow. But the sacrifices were not made 
in vain. We were fighting not for the possession 
of this or that territory, but for the great ideals 
which had appealed to us from childhood upward, 
for those liberties and rights and so-called privi- 
leges, and which made the world a place worth 
living in. 


The regiments and contingents honoured that 
day would appreciate their emblems the more 
because they had received them from the hands 
of a member of the illustrious family which was 
always ready to lend its aid to every good cause. 
This characteristic of the King and of members 
of His Royal house was familiar, and happily 
His personality and that of other members of 
His family were familiar also in many distant 
parts of the Empire.

The Joint Committee have decided to make again 
such an appeal on 18th October and we earnestly

“of wounded on the lines of communication 
“ behind the British front in France, and also 
“help our Allies right down to Verdun: 
“ Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
“ organisations at Malta, in Egvpt, and at 
“ Salonika; motor ambulances and ambulance 
“launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
“ provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
'" ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
“ supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
'" of books for the wounded. of comforts of 
“every kind, curative treatment and training 
“ for disabled men—in fact, the employment 
'" of every possible means and device to heal 
“the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
“ the suffering and disabled man to something 
" approaching the well-being and efficiency 
“that were his before he made war's great 
“sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
“feature about Red Cross work—-it exists 
“not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
'" man, and personal care for all who have to 

‘seek its aid is a kevnote everywhere of its 

'" service of succour and hope.” 

To the continuance of the Red Cross Socicty’s 
work, so graphically described above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their mearis 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

2. The contractor will be bound to supply in 
such quantities as may be required any of the 
articles contracted for, on the presentation at his 
place of business in Suva or Levuka, or elsewhere, 
as the case may be, of a requisition (duly approved 
by the Head of the Department concerned), 
specifying the article required ; and all articles 
to be supplied are subject to the inspection and 
approval of the District Engineer. 


Supply will be held to consist of the delivery 
of the goods specified in any such requisition to 
the officer making the requisition, after inspec- 
tion by the District Engineer whenever such 
inspection be possible. Such delivery must in 
each case be made within the ordinary. business 
hours of the Government offices, unless an 
arrangement to the contrary be made in any case. 


3. The District Engineer shall have power to 
reject at the time of inspection or at the place 0 
delivery such article or articles as are in his © 
judgment of inferior quality to the sample con- 
tracted for, or as are in his judgment not of the 
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best , quality of their several kinds—it being 
distinctly understood that he will be responsible 
for so doing, and that the contractor will have 
a right of appeal to the Colonial Secretary, 
although in the meantime he must take back the 
rejected article and at once supply another in its 
stead, to the satisfaction of the District Engineer, 
failing which it may be obtained elsewhere, at 
the expense of the contractor, and it is hereby 
expressly stipulated that the procuring of the 
article elsewhere by a Government officer shall 
not relieve the contractor from liability under 
his Bond.

4. If the contractor shall fail to supply, within 
forty-eight hours of the presentation of a requi- 
sition therefor, any article enumerated in the form

By-LAWS MADE ON THE 2ND DAY OF AUGUST, 
1917, RESPECTING HousES AND BUILDINGS 
INTENDED FOR HUMAN HABITATION, BY THE 
CENTRAL BOARD OF HEALTH AS LOCAL’ AUTHO- 
RITY FOR THE SANITARY DISTRICT OF SUVA, 
EXCLUDING THE MUNICIPAL AREA OF SUVA, 
UNDER SECTION 25 or ORDINANCE No. XXVIII 
OF 1911 (AS AMENDED BY SECTION 3 OF ORDI- 
NANCE No. X OF 1917) AND SECTION 106 OF 
ORDINANCE No. XXVIII oF 1911. 

Drainave of subsoil of sites. 

1. Where it shall appear to the Local Autho- 
rity that any site for a dwelling-house is insufh- 
ciently drained, the Local Authority shall have 
power to order the subsoil to be drained to their 
satisfaction. 

Cleanliness of drains. 

2. Subsoil drains must be kept clean to the 

satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Drains to carry off rain-water. 

3. Every site for a dwelling-house shall be 
provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
surface rain-water and drains so provided shall 
be so made as to effectually remove rain-water 
by their proper construction and grading, and 
shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse, or other 
obstruction. 


Height of ground-floor from ground. 

4. The ground-floor shall be, in the case of 
houses built on piles, not less than two (2) feet 
from the ground. In the case of houses not 
built on piles, the floor shall be not less than 
twelve (12) inches above the ground level, and. if 
the Local Authority so direct, shall be a height 
not exceeding two (2) feet from the ground-level. 


Ventilation and air space. 

5. Every hotel, private hotel, boarding house. 
dwelling house, or other building erected for 
residential purposes shall have a sufficient num- 
ber of suitable windows or jalousies. and every 
habitable room in everv such building shall have 
a window or windows or jalousie or skylight 
equal in size (clear of sash frames) to at least 
ono-tenth of the area of the floor of such room, 
half of such window, jelousie or skylight shall 
open and the opening must extend to the top of 
the window or jalousie. 


Clearing oj bush scrub and over-growth around 
building. 
6. All ground for a distance of not less than 
six (6) yards around a building shall be kept clear 
of bush, scrub, and over-growth, 
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Space hetween sides and hacks of houses. 

7. There shall be a free and unobstructed space 
between the sides and backs of separate dwelling 
houses of not less than twenty (20) feet, and where 
the front of the heuse does not abut on a proc- 
laimed road there shall be a frec and unobstructed 
space in front of not less than thirty (30) feet. 


Eaves and guttering. 

8. All houses roofed with material other than 
thatch shall be provided with guttering which shall 
be so constructed that water can freely flow into 
the down-pipes. Gutters must discharge into 
down-pipes, and the water must be carried thence 
to tanks or storm-water channels. Gutters and 
down-pipes must be kept in good repair and free 
from obstruction. 


Certificates. | 
9. On the completion of anv dwelling house 
and before occupation, the owner or occupier 
shall obtain from the Sanitarv Inspector, or 
Medical Officer of Health, a certificate to the 
effect that the building has been erected according 
to these by-laws. 


-Ipplication of sections 4 and 7. 

10. Sections 4 and 7 of these by-laws shall apply 
only to buildings or extensions to existing 
buildings that may be erected after the coming 
into force of these by-laws. l 


Penalty. 

11. Every. person who shall offend against any 
of the foregoing by-laws shall, on conviction 
before a District Commissioner, be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five pounds (£5) and in 
case of. a continuing offence to a penalty not 
exceeding forty shillings (40s) for cach day 
during which the offence continues.

THE following explanatory notes are published in 
reference to the Regulations made on llth 
September, 1917, bv the Governor in Council 
under the Diseases of Plants Ordinance VI of 1913. 


No. 24. Articles of any description from Samoa 
and the Philippines (from which places the 
importation of vegetable matler is prohibited) may 
not be imported unless accompanied by a certi- 
ficate of fumigation. They must be inspected 
and may be fumigated again on arrival in Fiji. , 


No. 24.—(b) Vegetable produce which has not 
undergone some process of manufacture or curing 
and which will grow, such as potatoes, onions, 
grass seed, paddy, cane plants, &c., imported 
from India, Ceylon, and certain other countnes 
named in the Regulations must be fumigated on 
arrival. Articles which have undergone some 
curing process or manufacture and which will 
not grow, such as rice, dhal, turmeric. areca nuts, 
curry powder, &c., are not included in this com- 
pulsory fumigation clause, but still mav’ be 
fumigated on arrival should the Inspector con- 
sider it necessary.

Gazette " have generously agreed to publish, 
without charge, lists of contributions received 
from time to time. 

In 1915 there was raised in Fiji, in response 
to the Red Cross Special Appeal, the sum of 
£1,909 4s. 1d. In 1916 the total amount con- 
tributed by the Colony was £8,092 8s. 2d. It 
will be seen from the message from the Duke 
of Connaught and the Marquess of Lansdowne 
that the Red Cross work is now costing £8,000 
a day, and increases rather than diminishes. 
The Governor ventures to express the hope that 
there may be raised this year a sum not less than 
that collected in 1916, and that the people of 
Fiji may have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have contributed the cost of at least one 


` 
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day's work of the British Red Cross Society. 
That work is of the highest and noblest nature, 
and is clearly described in the following passage 
which has been taken from the last published 
report of its work :— | 


“ A work of mercy, world-wide in its extent, 
'" has been made possible by the subscription 
“of this great sum (£6,000,000) for the funds 
"of the Red Cross. | 


“ The Hospital Service at home, provided 
“with every detail of surgical and medical 
“skill and appliances, is well known; there 
“are besides the splendid convoys of motor 
“ambulances that carry out all the transport 
'" of wounded on the lines of communication 
“ behind the British front in France, and also 
" help our Allies right down to Verdun: 
“ Hospital trains are provided ; there are great 
“organisations at Malta, in Egvpt, and at 
“ Salonika ; motor ambulances and ambulance 
“launches for the Tigris campaign ; a similar 
“ provision in East Africa ; hospital and ambul- 
“ance units in Italy, Russia, and Rumania ; 
“supplies of food for British prisoners of war, 
“ of books for the wounded. of comforts of 
“every kind, curative treatment and training 
“ for disabled men—in fact, the employment 
“of every possible means and device to heal 
"the sick, mend the wounded, and restore 
“ the suffering and disabled man to something 
“approaching the well-being and efficiency 
“that were his before he made war's great 
“sacrifice. There is one chief outstanding 
“feature about Red Cross work—-it exists 
“not only to heal the soldier but to help the 
“man, and personal care for all who have to 
“seek its aid is a keynote everywhere of its 
"service of succour and hope.” 


To the continuance of the Red Cross Socicty’s 
work, so graphically descnbed above, the Gover- 
nor is confident that all persons in Fiji will be 
glad to contribute again according to their means 
and to be afforded this opportunity of giving 
practical proof of their unfailing remembrance 
of the undying courage of the officers and men 
of His Majesty’s Naval and Military Forces, 
who are fighting or working to maintain the 
freedom of the Empire and to preserve the 
civilisation of the World.

With reference to my telegram, 21st June, 
following message from His Majesty the King 
will be published in morning Press, October 18th. 


Buckingham Palace. 


During the last twelve months I have had con- 
stant opportunities of witnessing afresh, both at 
home and in Flanders, the great work of mercy 
carried on by the united efforts of the British Red 
Cross Society and the Order of 5t. John of Jeru- 
salem in England. In every theatre 0] the war, 
regardless of distance, discomfort, or danger, the 
task of alleviating pain and suffering and of 
ministering to those in need is performed with 
unparalleled devotion by the men and women who 
have taken service under the Red Cross. The 
prompt and unstinted provision of medical and 
general stores and comforts is an all-important 
work and one of the main responsibilities under- 
taken by the Joint Committee. In hospitals and 


convalescent homes, hospital trains, motor ambul- 
ances, and launches, our sick and wounded as well 
as those of our Allies are, I know, indeed. grateful 
for the aid and co-operation which the Joint 
Societies bring to the medical service of the armies - 
nor have the needs of our prisoners of war been 
forgotton in the allocation of vour funds. I 
trust, therefore, that there will be no^jallung off 
of gencrous financial support on the part of every- 
onc at home ard in the Dominions overseas without 
which this work could not be maintained.

I.—CosNDiTIONS OF ADMISSION, FEES, ÑC. 


APPLICATIONS FOR 1. Applications for admission to the Queen Victoria School shall be made

H Boys who are guilty of serious misconduct shall be liable to instant 
dismissal, and to forfeiture of the deposit made under section 4 of these Regulations. 

10. Boys may remain at the school until the end of the vear in which 
their eighteenth birthday occurs. They may remain for a longer period, not 
exceeding two years, provided that. in the Headmaster's opinion, such stay will 
be beneficial to them and to the school. l 
11. Boys who have passed satisfactorily through the highest form in the 
school shall, on leaving. be awarded a certificate to that effect in the form given 
in Schedule B to these Regulations. 


II.—-ExHIBITIONS. 


12. Five exhibitions shall be offered annually and shall be tenable at the 
school Top a period not exceeding five years. 


18. A candidate for an exhibition must possess the following qualifica- 


tions :— 
(a) Be between the ages of seven and twelve and be otherwise 
i qualified. for entry to the school in accordance with section 3 
eer of these Regulations ; 


(b) produce a certificate of good conduct from the Headmaster 
of the school from which he comes or from the District Com- 
missioner of his province or from a Minister of Religion ; - 

(c) produce sufficient evidence that his parents’ circumstances do 
not allow of their paving the fee ordinarily required by the school. 

14. Pupils of the Queen Victoria School shall be eligible for exhibitions, 
provided that they conform to these Regulations and can. produce a certificate 
of good conduct from the Headmaster. 


15. Candidates shall be selected on the results of a competitive examination 
held at the school. No candidate will be selected who has not attained to a 
sufficiently high standard. Notice of the date of the examination will be given 
three months in advance and candidates must give notice to the Headmaster, 
at least six weeks before the examination, of their intention to compete. 


16. The subjects for examination shall be dictation, arithmetic, reading, 
English, and such additional subjects as may be prescribed trom time to time. 


:17. During a period not exceeding three vears after the coming into force 
of these Regulations, any of the exhibitions offered in the respective years may be 
awarded without examination, on the recommendation of the Headmaster. to 
pupils of the school who do not possess any of the qualifications required of exhibi- 
tioners except that laid down in section 13 (c) of these Regulations. 


18. Exhibitioners shall not be required to pay the annual fee. but thev 
shall, before being admitted to the school, deposit the sum of £2 with the Head- 
master and provide themselves with a sufficient outfit. This deposit shall be 
refunded at the expiration of the exhibition. but shall be forfeited if the exhibi- 
tioner should be dismissed or if he should leave the school prior to the expiration 


of his exhibition. 

19. An exhibitioner, whose progress or conduct ‘is unsatisfactory during 
any term, shall forfeit his exhibition at the end of that term, provided that an 
exhibitioner who is guiltv of serious misconduct shall be liable to instant dismissal. 


90. An exhibition, which has become vacant through the dismissal of the 
last holder or otherwise. shall be filled at the next subsequent examination for 
exhibitioners, if the unexpired portion of such exhibition is as much as or exceeds 
two years. The winner shall be the candidate placed sixth on the result of the 
examination and he shall hold the exhibition until the date at which his immediate 
predecessor would have vacated it in the ordinary course of events.

Interpretation. 
1. In these By-laws— 


“ Milk " means the normal, clean, and swect 
secretion obtained from the udder of 
the healthy cow properly fed, kept, and 
regularly milked, excluding the milk 
obtained durmg the ten days immedi- 
atelv following parturition. 


'" Cream ’’ means that portion of such milk 
in which, either through rest or mechani- 
cal separation, the greater part of the 
milk fat has became concentrated. 


“ Skim or separated milk " means the residue 
of such milk after the cream is removed 
therefrom. 


Quality and standards. 

2. Only milk, cream, skim, or separated milk 
of the foregoing description and which in addition 
contains the proportion of milk fat and solids ` 
required by these By-laws shall be sold or offered 
for sale. 

3. Milk shall contain at least three parts per 
centum of milk fat and cight parts per centum 
of solids not fat. 

4. Cream shall contain at least thirty parts per 
centum of milk fat. 

5. Skim or separated milk shall contain at 
least eight and one-half parts per centum of total 
solids. 
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6. No person shall carry for sale in any can. 
vessel. or measure, or sell therefrom any skim or 
separated milk unless the said can, vessel, or 
measure is durably and conspicuously marked 
on the outside with the worcs “ skim milk." 


7. No water, preservative, or other liquid or 
substance whatsoever shall be added to milk, 
cream, or skim or separated milk. 


8. These By-laws shall be read in conjunction 
with the By-laws respecting dairies and the sale 
of milk màde bv the Local Authority for the 
Urban Sanitary District of Suva on the 25th day 
of November, 1913.

I.—LEVUKA PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


SCHOOL YEAR AND

Drainage of sub-soil of sites. 

1. Where it shall appear to the Local Authority 
that any site for a dwelling house is insufficiently 
drained, the Local Authority shall have power 
to order the sub-soil to be drained to their 
satisfaction. 

Cleanliness of drains. 

2. Sub-soil drains must be kept clean to the 

satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Drains to carry off rain-water. 


3. Every site for a dwelling house shall be 
provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
surface rain-water. and drains so provided shall 
be so made as effectually to remove rain-water 
by their proper construction and grading and 
shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse, or other 
obstruction to the satisfaction of the Local 
Authority. 


Height of ground floor from ground. 

4. The ground floor shall be, in the case of 
houses built on piles, not less than two (2) feet 
from the ground. In the case of houses not built 
on piles, the floor shall be not less than twelve (12) 
inches above the ground level and, if the Local 
Authority so direct, shall be a height not exceed- 
ing two (2) fect from the ground level.

Ventilation and air space. 


5. Every hotel, private hotel, boarding house, 
dwelling house, or other building used or intended 
for human habitation shall have a sufficient 
number of suitable windows or jalousies, and 
every habitable room in every such building 
shall have a window or windows or jalousie or 
sky-light equal in size, clear of sash-frames, to at 
least one-tenth of the area of the floor of such 
room: half of such window, jalousie, or sky-light 
shall open, and the opening must extend to the

3y-LAWS MADE ON THE 2ND DAY OF AUGUST, 
1917, RESPECTING DWELLING HOUSES, BY 
THE LOCAL AUTHORITY FOR THE RURAL 
SANITARY DISTRICT OF LAU, UNDER SECTIONS 
25 AND 106 OF ORDINANCE No. 28 or 1911 
AND SECTION 3 OF ORDINANCE No. 10 or 1917. 


Drainage of sub-soil of sites. 
Where it shall appear to the Local Authority 
T any site for a dwelling house is insufficientlv 
drained, the Local Authority shall have power 
to order the sub-soil to be drained to their 
satisfaction. 
Cleanliness of drains. 
2. Sub-soil drains must be kept clean to the 
satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Drains to carry off rain-water. 

3. Every site for a dwelling house shall be 
provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
surface rain-water and drains so provided shall 
be so made as to effectually remove rain-water 
bv their proper construction and grading. and 
Shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse, or other 
obstruction. 


Height of ground floor from ground. 

4. The ground floor shall be in the case of 
houses built on piles, not less than two (2) feet 
from the ground. In the case of houses not built 
on piles. the floor shall be not less than twelve (12) 
inches above the ground level, and if the Local 
Authority so direct. shall be a height not exceed- 
ing two (2) fect from the ground level. 


Ventilation and air space. 

5. Every hotel, private hotel, boarding house. 
dwelling house, or other building erected for 
residential purposes shall have a sufficient 
number of suitable windows or jalousies, and 
every habitable room in every such building 
shall have a window or windows or jalousie or 
skvlight equal in size (clear of sash frames) to 
at least one-tenth of the area of the floor of such 
room ; half of such window, jalousie or skylight 
shall open and the opening must extend to the 
top of the window or Jalousie. 


Clearing of bush, scrub. and overgrowth around 
buildings. 

6. All ground for a distance of not less than 
six (6) vards around a building shall be kept 


clear of oum scrub. and overgrowth. 


Space between sides and backs of houses. 

There shall be a free and unobstructed space 
between the sides and backs of separate dwelling 
houses of not less than twenty (20) feet. and 
where the front of the house does not abut on à 


` proclaimed. road there shall be a free and unob- 


structed space in front of not less than thirty 
(30) feet. 
Faves and guttering. 

8. All houses roofed with material other than 
thatch shall be provided with guttering which 
shall be so constructed that water can freely 
How into the down-pipes. Gutters must dis- 
charge into down-pipe, and the water must be 
carried thence to tanks or storm-water channels. 
Gutters and down-pipes must be kept in good 
repair and free from obstrucion. 

Certificates. 

9. On the completion of any dwelling house 

and before occupation, the owner or occupier

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shall obtain from the Sanitar 

| Sanitary Inspector or 
Medical Officer of Health, a SCC to the 
effect that the building has been erected accord- 
ing to these By-laws. 


Sections 4 and 7. 


10. Sections 4 and 7 of these By-laws shall 
apply only to buildings or extensions to existing 
buildings that may be erected after the coming 
into force of these By-laws. 


Penalty. 

11. Every person who shall offend against any 
of the foregoing By-laws shall on conviction 
before a District Commissioner, be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five pounds (£5) and in 
case of a continuing offence to a penalty not 
exceeding forty shillings (40s.) for each day that 
the offence continues. j

Greeting ! 


WHEREAS by Letters Patent under the Great 
Seal of the said United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, bearing date at Westminster the 
Fourth dav of June. 1917. in the Eighth vear 
of Our Reign, We have thought fit and been 
pleased to institute, erect. constitute, and create 
an Order of Knighthood, to be called and known 
for ever hereafter by the name, style, and 
designation of “ The Most Excellent Order of 
the British Empire,” whereof We, Our heirs and 
successors for ever shall be Sovereigns : 


And whereas bv Our aforesaid Letters Patent 
We did ordain that the said Order should be 
governed by Statutes and Ordinances and that 
the Statutes to be observed within the said Order 
should be established by Us and sealed by the 
Seal of the said Order which Statutes so given 
and in future to be given bv Us. Our heirs and 
successors, to which the said Seal shall be affixed, 
should be of the same validity and taken and 
read as if the same and every Article of them 
had been verbatim recited in the said Letters 
Patent and passed under the Great Seal of Our 
said United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland : 


Now Know Ye that in pursuance of the said 
Letters Patent of the Fourth day of June, 
1917, We have made, ordained, and established 
and by these presents, sealed with the Seal of 
the said Order, do make. ordain, and establish 
the following Statutes and Ordinances which 
shall from henceforth be inviolably observed and 
kept within the said Order :— 


1. It is ordained and enjoined that this Order 
of Chivalry shall be styled and designated in 
all Acts. proceedings, and pleadings The Most 
Excellent Order of the British Empire as in Our 
said Letters Patent is directed, and by no other 
designation. 


2. It is ordained that the said Order shall 
consist of the Sovereign and a Grand Master 
and of five several classes :— 


I. " Knights Grand Cross " and "Dames

II. “ Knights Commanders ” and ‘ Dames 
Commanders.’ 
III. '" Commanders.” 
IV. “ Officers." 
V. “ Members." 


3. It is ordered that We, Our heirs and 
Successors, Kings or Queens Regnant of Our 
Said United Kingdom, are and for ever shall be 
Sovereigns of this Order. to whom doth and shall 
“ong all power of annulling, interpreting, 
"Xplaining, or augmenting these and every part 
these Statutes.

4. We do hereby ordain, direct. and appoint 
that a Prince of the Blood Royal or such other 
exalted personage as We, Our heirs and suc- 
cessors shall hereafter appoint shall be Grand 
Master of the said Order, and shall in virtue 
thereof be the First or Principal Knight Grand 
Cross of the said Order, to whose custody shall 
be confided the Great Seal of the Order, which 
he shall affix to all Statutes, Ordinances, and 
Instruments according to the regulations touching 
the issue of every of the said Instruments, 
and it is further ordained that it shall be hs 
special duty to enforce the due observance c 
the Statutes and Ordinances of this Order, ard 
that he shall likewise direct the issue of ali 
letters of Summons whenever the Sovereign 
shall be pleased to command an Investiture of 
the said Most Excellent Order.

places and assemblies the Knights Grand Cross 
of this Order shall have place and precedency 
next to and immediately after the Knights 
Grand Cross of the Roval Victorian Order, 
that the Dames Grand Cross of this Order shall 
have place and precedency next to and immedi- 
ately before the wives of Knights Grand Cross 
of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
and may on all occasions have, use and enjoy the 
appellation and style of Dame before their 
Christian or first names, that the Knights Com- 
manders of this Order shall have place and 
precedency next to and immediately after the 
Knights Commanders of the Royal Victorian 
Order, that the Dames Commanders of this 
Order shall have place and precedency next to 
and immediately before the wives of Knights 
Commanders of the Most Honourable Order of 
the Bath, and may on all occasions have, use 
and enjoy the appellation and style of Dame 
before their Christian or first names, that the 
men who are Commanders of this Order shall 
have place and precedency next to and immedi- 
ately after the Members of the Third Class of 
the Royal Victorian Order and the women who 
are Commanders of this Order shall have place 
and precedency next to and immediately before 
the Wives of Companions of the Most Honour- 
able Order of the Bath, that the men who are 
Officers of this Order shall have place and pre- 
cedency next to and immediately after the 
Members of the Fourth Class of the Royal Vic- 
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torian Order and the women who are Officers of 
this Order shall have place and precedencv next 
to and immediately before the wives of Mem- 
bers of the Fourth Class of the Royal Victorian 
Order, that the men who are Members of this 
Order shall have place and precedency next to 
and immediately after the Members of the Fifth 
Class of the Roval Victorian Order and that 
the women who are Members of this Order shall 
have place and precedency next to and imme- 
diately before the wives of Members of the 
. Fifth Class of the Royal Victorian Order. 


8. It is ordained that the Insignia of the 


sovereign of this Order shall be "of the same 
material and fashion as are hereinafter appointed 
for the Knights Grand Cross, save only with 
those alterations which distinguish Our Royal 
Dignity. | 


9. It is ordained that the Grand Master shall 
wear the Insignia of a Knight Grand Cross, the 
badge of which for the Grand Master shall be 
augmented in accordance with the commands 
of the Sovereign. 


10. It is ordained that the Knights and Dames 
Grand Cross of this Most Excellent Order shall 
upon all great and solemn occasions wear the 
badge of the Order, which shall consist of a 
cross patonce, enamelled pearl. fimbriated or 
surmounted bv a gold medallion with a re-

11. It is ordained that the Knights Com- 
manders shall wear around their necks a riband 
of the same colour and pattern as that of the 
Knights Grand Cross of the breadth of one inch 
and threc-quarters and pendent therefrom the 
badge of the Knights Commanders of the Order, 
which shall be of similar form and pattern to that 
appointed for the Knights Grand Cross, but of 
a smaller size. and also that they shall wear on 
the left side of their coats or outer garments a 
silver Star composed of four equal points and 
four lesser, charged with a medallion as before, 
and it is ordained that the Dames Commanders 
shall wear a badge of similar form and pattern 
as that appointed for Knights Commanders; 
attached to a riband, also similar to that worn by 
Knights Commanders, but tied in a bow and 
worn on the left shoulder, and that they shall 
wear alike Star. ` 


12. It is ordained that the Commanders 
shall in the same manner wear the like riband 
and badge as that appointed for the Knights or 
Dames Commanders of the Most Excellent 
Order, but that they shall not be entitled to wear 
the Star. 


13. It is ordained that the Officers shall wear 
a badge of similar form and pattern as that 
appointed for the Commanders of the Order, 
but of a smaller size and silver gilt, attached to 
a riband of the same colour and pattern of the 
breadth of one inch and a quarter, attached to 
the left breast of their coats or outer garments 
by men, and ticd in a bow on the left shoulder by 
women. | | 


Investiture to be dispensed with. 


14. ‘It IS ordained that the Members shall 
wear in like manner the same riband and badge 
as that appointed to Officers of the Order except 
that it shall be in silver. 


15. It is ordained that upon the nomination 
of any person to be a Knight Grand Cross, 
Dame Grand Cross, Knight Commander or 
Dame Commander of this Order, he or she shall 
be invested with the Insignia of his or her dignity 
in the Order by Us Our heirs and successors 
and that on the day of the Investiture the person 
to be invested shall be introduced into the presence 
of the Sovereign by the Officer of the Order 
in attendance bearing the proper Insignia of 
the Order, when the Sovereign having in the 
casc of Knights Grand Cross and Knights 
Commander conferred the honour of Knighthood 
upon the person so nominated if he have 
not previously received the said honour will 
ther proceed to invest him or her with the 
Ensigns of the said Order in the following 
manner: The Sovereign will invest the new 
Knight Grand Cross, Dame Grand Cross, Knight 
Commander or Dame Commander with the 
riband and badge and will deliver or place on 
his or ‘her left side the Star of the said Order 
appertaining to his or her dignity. | 


16. It is further ordained that it shall be 
competent for Us Our heirs and successors by 
a Warrant or Warrants under Our Sign Manual 
countersigned by the Grand Master ane sealed 
with the Seal of this Order to authorize some 
distinguished person in Our Service or other 
person to perform in Our name and on Our 
behalf the Ceremonv of investing Knights Grand 
Cross, Dames Grand Cross, Knights Commanders 
or Dames Commanders with the Insignia df their 
respective dignities or to permit the Ceremony of 
And We 
reserve to Ourselves. Our heirs and successors, 
by Our or their Warrant or Warrants as afore- 
said, full power and authority to permit and 
authorize the person or persons not invested by 
Us to wear the Insignia and enjoy the privileges 
appertaining to their respective dignities in as 
full and ample a manner as if they had been 
invested by Us, Our heirs and successors. 


17. It is ordained that on the promotion of 
a person to a higher class of this Order the 
Insignia of the class theretofore worn by him 
or her shall be returned to the Secretary of the 
Order for the service of the Order, and that 
on the resignation or decease of an Official of 
the Order his badge of Office shall be restored 
for the service of the Order. 


18. It is ordained that Knights Grand Cross 
and Dames Grand Cross shall have the same 
privileges under the same authority in connec- 
tion with the bearing of Supporters to their 
Arms as are enjoyed by the Knights Grand 
Cross of Our other Orders of Knighthood. 


- 19. It is ordained that the Scal of the Order 
shall have engraved thereon as follows (that is 
to say) a representation of Britannia surrounded 
by a circle containing the motto of the Order 
“For God and the Empire, ana that the 
Statutes of the Order shall be sealed by and

20. It is ordained that it shall be competent 
for Us, Our heirs and successors by an Ordinance 
signed by the Sovercign and sealed with the 
Seal of the Order to canccl and annul the appoint- 
ment of any person to this Order, and thercupon

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his or her name in the Register shall be erased. 
But that it shall be competent for the Sovercign 
to restore to the Order any person whose appoint- 
ment may have been so cancelled and annulled 
when circumstances render it just and expedient

21. It is ordained that a medal in connection 
with the said Most Excellent Order shall be 
awarded to persons, not being members of the 
five classes of the said Most Excellent Order, 
whose services to Our Empire would warrant 
such mark of Our Royal appreciation. 


292. It is ordained that the medal of the Most 
Excellent Order of the British Empire for men 
and for women shall consist of a circular medal 
in silver, having on the obverse a representation 
of Britannia within the circle and motto of the 
Order and on the reverse Our Roval and Imperial 
Cvpher, and shall be worn on the left side sus- 
pended by a ring to a purple bond of one inch 
and one-sixteenth of an inch in width. 


23. It is ordained that it shall be competent 
for Us, Our heirs and successors by a Warrant 
under Our Royal Sign Manual to cancel and 
annul the award of any Medal of the Most 
Excellent Order of the British Empire, and that 
thereupon the name of the recipient in the 
Register shall be erased, but it shall be com- 
petent for the Sovereign to restore the medal 
to any person whose name mav have been so 
erased, when circumstances render it just and 
expedient so to do.

28. It is ordained that the Gentleman Usher 
of the Purple Rod of this Most Excellent Order 
shall be appointed by Us, Our heirs and suc- 
cessors, shall wear around his neck pendent to 
a purple riband an escocheon of gold enamelled 
on a field purpure a representation of Britannia 
surrounded by the circle and motto of the Order 
and surmounted by an Imperial Crown, and 
that he shall carrv the Purple Rod of the Order, 
having at the top an escrol thereon the motto 
of the Order surmounted by a representation 
of Britannia, 


29. It is ordained that all and every of the 
officials of this Order shall over and above the 
duties more especially imposed by the foregoing 
Statutes execute diligently whatever the Sovereign 
or Grand Master mav be pleased to command 
touching the interests of the said Order, and 
that the said Offices of King of Arms, Registrar 
and Secretary, and Gentleman Usher shall be 
holden during good behaviour.

RELATING TO THE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
ARTICLES INTO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 
GEORGE R.I. 


WHEREAS by section forty-three of the Customs 
Consolidation Act, 1876, it is provided that the 
importation of arms, ammunition, gunpowder, 
or any other goods may be prohibited by Proc- 
lamation : 


And whereas by certain Proclamations entitled 
Prohibition of Import Proclamations the import- 
ation of certain goods has been prohibited 
accordingly : i 

And whereas it is expedient that the importa- 
tion into the United Kingdom of certain other 
goods should be prohibited : 


Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, in pursuance of the said 
Act and of all other powers enabling Us in that 
behalf, do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain 
as follows :— 

As from and after the date hereof, subject 
as hereinafter provided, the importation into 
the United Kingdom of the following goods is 
hereby prohibited, viz. :— 

All machinery driven by power and suitable 
for use in cutting, working or operating on 
wood, including :—- | 

Sawing machines of all descriptions ; 

General joiners ; 

Mortise, tenon and boring machines ; 

Lathes and rounding machines ; 

Box and cask making machines and all 
machines accessory thereto ; 

Scraping and sandpapering machines ;

Drainage of sub-soil of sites. 

1. Where it shall appear to the Local Authority 
that any site for a dwelling house is insufficiently 
drained, the Local Authority shall have power 
to order the sub-soil to be drained to their 
satisfaction.

2. Sub-soil drains must be kept clean to. the 

satisfaction of the Local Authority.

3. Everv site for a dwelling house shall be 
provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
surface rain-water, and drains so provided shall 
be so made as to effectually remove rain-water 
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bv their proper construction and grading and 
shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse, or other 
obstruction. 


Height of ground floor from ground. 

4. The ground floor shall be, in the case of 
houses built on piles, not less than two (2) feet 
from the ground. ‘In the case of houses not built 
on piles, the floor shall be not less than twelve (12) 
inches above the ground levcl and, if the Local 
Authority so direct, shall be a height not excced- 
ing two (2) feet from the ground level.

2. For the purpose of better securing the public safety 
the defence of the Colony and the effective conduct of 
the military or naval operations of His Majesty during 
the present war the Governor in Council may make such 
Regulations as he thinks necessary in that behalf as to 
the powers and duties of the members of the Defence 
Force or the Fiji Constabulary or of other persons acting 
in His Majesty's behalf. | 


3. The Governor in Council may make such Regulations 
as he thinks necessary for the prohibition of any acts 
(whether of commission or omission) which in his opinion 


are injurious to the public safety the defence of the Colony 


or the effective conduct of the military or naval operations 
of His Majesty during the present war. 


4. Any person who commits or attempts to commit 
or does any act with intent to commit or counsels procures 
aids abets or incites any other person to commit or con- 
spire with any other person (whether in the Colony or

Drainage of sub-soil of sites. 

1. Where it shall appear to the Local Authority 
that any site for a dwelling house is insufficiently 
drained, the Local Authority shall have power 
to order the sub-soil to be drained to their 
satisfaction. 

Cleanliness of drains. 
| 2. Sub-soil drains must be kept clean to the 
satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Drains to carry off rain-water. 

3. Every site for a dwelling house shall be 
Provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
Surface rain-water and drains so provided shall 

€ so made as to effectually remove rain-water 
by their proper construction and grading, and 


shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse, or other 
obstruction. 


Height of ground floor from ground. 

4. The ground floor shal! be, in case of houses 
built on piles, not less than two (2) feet from the 
ground. In the case of houses not built on 
piles, the floor shall be not less than twelve (12) 
inches above the ground level, and, if the Local 
Authority so direct, shall be a height not exceed- 
ing two (2) feet from the ground level. 


Ventilation and air space. 

5. Every hotel, private hotel, hoarding house. 
dweling house, or other building erected for 
residential purposes shall have a sufficient number 
of suitable windows. or jalousies; and every room 
in every such building shall have a window or 
windows or jalousie or skylight equal in size 
(clear of sash frames) to at least one-tenth of the 
area of the floor of such room ; half of such 
window, jalousie or skylight shall open and the 
opening must extend to the top of the window or 
jalousie. 

Clearing of bush, scrub, and overgrowth around the 
building. 

6. All ground for a distance of not less than 
six (6) vards around a building shall be kept 
clear of bush, scrub, and overgrowth. 


Space between sides and backs of houses. 

7. There shall be a free and unobstructed space 
between the sides and backs of separate dwelling 
houses of not less than»twenty (20) feet, and 
where the front of the house does not abut on a 
proclaimed road there shall be a free and unob- 
structed space in front of not less than thirty 
(30) feet. 

Eaves and guttering. 

8. All houses with material other than thatch 
shall be provided with guttering which shall be 
so constructed that water can freely flow into 


the down-pipes. Gutters must discharge into — 


down-pipes and the water must be carried thence 
to tanks or storm-water channels. Gutters and 
down-pipes must be kept in good repair and free 
from obstruction. 

i Certificates. 

9. On the completion of any dwelling house 
and before occupation, the owner or occupier 
shall obtain from the Sanitary Inspector, or the 
Medical Officer of Health, a certificate to the 
effect that the building has been erected accord- 
to these By-laws. 


Application of sections 4 and 7. 

10. Sections 4 and 7 of these By-laws shall 
apply onlv to buildings or extensions to existing 
bulldings that may be erected after the coming 
into force of these By-laws.

I have the honour to transmit to you, for 
information in the Colony under your government 
copies of Royal Warrants amending the rules 
governing the award of the Albert Medal and the 
Edward Medal. 


2. It will be seen that the bronze medals in 
each case, which are those usually awarded, will 
in future be called the ‘‘ Albert Medal ’’ and the 
" Edward Medal" respectively and that the 
higher degree of each decoration, which will be 
given only for acts of extreme and heroic daring, 
will be known in the one case as the “ Albert 
Medal in Gold ” and in the other as the “ Edward 
Medal in Silver."

GEORGE THE FIFTH, by the Grace of God, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and of the British Dominions beyond the Seas 
King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India, 
to all to whom these Presents shall come, 
Greeting ! 


WHEREAS Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, 
being desirous of distinguishing by some mark 
of Her Royal Favour the many heroic acts per- 
formed by Mariners and others who endanger 
their own lives in saving or endeavouring to save 
the lives of others from shipwrecks and other 
perils of the sea ; and the many heroic acts per- 
formed on land by those who endanger their own 
lives in saving or endeavouring to save the lives 
of others from accidents in mines, on railways, and 


at fires, or other peril within Her Dominions, 
other than perils of the sea, did, by Warrants, 
under the Royal Sign Manual bearing date 
respectively the 7th March, 1866, the 12th April, 
1867, and the 30th April, 1877, for Herself, Her 
Heirs and Successors institute and create as a 
mark of Royal Approbation of such heroic acts, 
new Decorations styled respectively “ The Albert 
Medal of the First Class " and “ The Albert Medal 
of the Second Class," which Decorations Her 
Majesty was desirous should be highly prized : 
and eagerly sought after : 

And whereas the said Warrants were sub- 
sequently amended and all the Warrants relating 
to these Decorations were consolidated by a 
Warrant under the Sign Manual bearing date the 
oth June, 1905 : 


And whereas it is Our Pleasure to amend the 
style of the said Decorations : 


We are graciously pleased to make, ordain and 
establish the following Rules and Ordinances for 
the government of the Decorations :— 


I. It is ordained that the Decoration in each 
case shall be styled ' The Albert Medal " ; but 
when it is awarded for acts of such extreme and 
heroic daring as to merit a special degree of 
recognition, it shall be styled “ The Albert Medal 
in Gold." 


II. It is ordained that the Albert Medal shall 
consist of a bronze oval-shaped Badge or Decora- 
tion, having in the centre a Monogram composed 
of the letters V. and A. erect upon an enamelled 
background, surrounded by a Garter inscribed 
in raised letters “ For Gallantry in Saving Life at 
Sea,” or “ For Gallantry in Saving Life on Land," 
as the case may be, and surmounted by a repre- 
sentation of the Crown of His Royal Highness the 
lamented Prince Consort ; but where the Medal 
conferred is “ The Albert Medal in Gold," it shall 
consist of a gold oval-shaped Badge or Decoration 
having in the centre a Monogram composed of 
the letters V. and A. erect in gold upon an 
enamelled background, surrounded by a Garter 
in bronze inscribed in raised letters of gold “ For 
Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea," or “ For 
Gallantry in Saving Life on Land," as the case 
may be, and surmounted by a representation in 
gold of the Crown of His Royal Highness the 
lamented Prince Consort. When the Medal is 
given for gallantry in saving life at sea, the letters 
V. and A. shall be interlaced with an anchor erect 
in bronze or gold, as the case may be. 


The Medal shall be suspended from a riband 
of an inch and three-eighths in width, having 
two white longitudinal stripes; in the case of 
the “ Albert Medal in Gold " the riband shall 
have four white longitudinal stripes. 


The colour of the enamel and riband shall be 
dark blue when the Medal is conferred for gallan- 
try in saving life at sea, and crimson when it is 
conferred for gallantry in saving life on land. 


III. It is ordained that the Medal shall only 
be awarded to those of Our faithful subjects 
who, in saving or endeavouring to save the lives 
of others from perils of the sea, or from perils 
on land, have endangered their own lives, and 


that such award shall be made only on a recom- 


mendation to Us by Our Principal Secretary of 
State for the Home Department. 


Provided always that where the Medal is 
conferred for gallantry in saving life at sea, the 
preliminary steps and inquiry shall, if the award 


be to anyone belonging to the Roval Navy or the 
Royal Marines, be with the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty. and in other cases with the 
President of the Board of Trade. 


IV. It is ordained that the names of those 
persons upon whom We may be pleased to con- 
fer the Medal shall bé published in the London 
Gazette. Where the Medal is conferred for 
gallantry in saving life on land a Register of such 

names shall be kept in the Office of Our Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department. 
Where the Medal is conferred for gallantry in 
saving life at sea a Register of the names of such 
of these persons as belong to the Roval Navv or 
the Royal Marines shall be kept in the Office of 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and 
a Register of the names of such of these persons 
as do not belong to the Roval Navy or the Royal 
Marines shall be kept in the Office of the Board 
of Trade. 


V. It 1s ordained that the Medal shall be worn 
suspended from the left breast. 


VI. It is ordained that any act of gallantry 
which is worthy of recognition by the award of 
the Albert Medal, but is performed by one upon 
whom the Decoration has already been conferred, 
may. on a recommendation to Us by Our Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department. be 
recorded by a bar attached to the riband by which 
the Medal is suspended ; and for every such 
additional act an additional bar may be added. 


VII. In order to make such additional pro- 
vision as shall effectually preserve pure these 
most honourable Decorations. it is ordained that 
if any person on whom any of such Decorations 
is conferred be guilty of any crime or disgraceful 
conduct which in Our judgment disqualifies him 
for the same, his name shall. by an especial 
Warrant under Our Royal Sign Manual. be forth- 
with erased from the register of those upon whom 
the said Decoration shall have been conferred, 
and his Medal shall be forfeited. And every 
person to whom the said Medal is given shall 


before receiving the same enter into an engage-: 


ment to return the same if his name shall be so 
erased as aforesaid under this regulation. [t is 
hereby further declared that We, Our Heirs and 
Successors shall be the sole judges of the circum- 
stances demanding such explusion. Moreover, 
We shall at all times have power to order that anv 
person who may at any timc have been expelled 
shall be restored to the enjoyment of the Decora- 
tion. 

VIII. The warrant of the 5th June, 1905, is 
hereby revoked.

4. It is ordained that the names of those upon 
whom We may be pleased to confer either ol 
these Decorations shall be published in the London 
Gazette, and that a Register thereof shall be kept 
in the Office of Our Principal secretary of State 
for the Home Department. 


5. It is ordained that each Medal shall be 
suspended from the left breast, and the mband.

side; Provided that when the Medal is awarded 
to a woman it shall be worn on the left shoulder.

6. It is ordained that any act of gallantry 
which is worthy of recognition by the award 
of the Edward Medal, but is performed by one 
upon whom the Decoration has already -been 
conferred may, on a recommendation to Us bv 
Our Principal Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, be recorded by a Bar attached to 
the riband by which the Medal is suspended : 
and for every such additional act an additiona! 
Bar may be added. 


7. In order to make such provision as shall 
effectually preserve pure. these most honourable 
Decorations, it is ordained that if any person 
on whom either of such Decorations is conferred 
be guilty of any crime or disgraceful conduct 
which, in Our judgment, disqualifies him for the 
same. his name shall, by an especial Warrant 
under Our Royal Sign Manual, be forthwith

35 of the Defence Force Ordinance 1914 (which 
said Ordinance, as amended by the Defence 
lForce Amendment Ordinance 1916, came into 
operation on the 30th dav of September 1916, 
and is hereinafter referred to in this Proclamation 
as the Ordinance) the Governor may, if he thinks 
fit, by Proclamation declare the minimum 
strength of the Defence Force established by the 
Ordinance in respect of any military district 
appointed under the Ordinance, and may further 
declare by Proclamation that the compulsory 
service sections of the Ordinance shall come into 
force in such districts as shall be named in the 
Proclamation : 


And whereas by section 66 of the Regulations 
and Standing Orders made by the Governor 
under the provisions of section 25 of the Ordi- 
nance on the 5th day of October, 1916, certain 
military districts were appointed under the Ordi- 
nance, of which No. 1 Military District, defined 
as hereinafter set out, was onc : 


Now, therefore, by virtue of the powers con- 
ferred upon me by subsection (1) of section 35 
of the Ordinance, I do hereby declare that the 
minimum strength of the Defence Force estab- 
lished by the Ordinance shall be Two hundred 
and fifty in respect of No. 1 Military. District 
abovementioned, the definition of which is as 
follows :— 

No. 1l Military District. 

Commencing on the sea-coast on the right 
bank of the Wainibuku creek ; thence to the 
head of the creek ; thence to the native town 
of Colo-i-Suva ; thence following the range 
of hills to the boundaries of the Rewa and 
Namosi provinces ` thence following the pro- 
vincial boundaries to the sea-coast at the 
native village of Navunisoco.

| Drainage of sub-sotl of sites. 

1. Where it shall appear to the Local Authority 
that any site for a dwelling house is insufficiently 
drained, the Local Authority shall have power 


to order the sub-soil to be drained to their 
satisfaction. 
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Cleanliness of drains. 


2. Sub-soil drains shall be kept clean to the 
satisfaction of the Local Authority. 


Drains to carry off rain-water. 


3. Every site for a dwelling house shall be 
provided with sufficient drainage to carry off 
surface rain-water and drains so provided shall 
be so made as to effectually remove rain-water 
by their proper construction and grading and 
shall be kept free of silt, weeds, refuse or other 
obstruction. 


Height of ground floor from ground. 


4. The ground floor shall be in the case of 
houses built on piles, not less than two (2) feet 
from the ground. In the case of houses not 
built on piles, the floor shall be not less than 
twelve (12) inches above the ground level, and if 
the Local Authority so direct, shall be a height 


not exceeding two (2) feet from the ground level.. 


Ventilation and air space. 


9. Every dwelling house, or other building 
erected for residential purposes shall have a 
sufficient number of suitable windows or jalousies, 
and every habitable room in every such building 
shall have a window or windows or jalousie or 
sky-light, equal in size (clear of sash frames) to 
at least one-tenth of the area of the floor of such 
room ; half of such windows, jalousie or sky- 
light shall open, and the opening must extend 
to the top of the window or jalousie. 


Clearing of bush and scrub around building. 


6. All ground for a distance of not less than 
six (6) yards around a building shall be kept 
clear of bush, scrub, and over growth. 


Space between sides and backs of houses. 


7. There shall be a free and unobstructed 
space between the sides and backs of houses of 
not less than twenty (20) feet, and where the front 
of the house does not abut on the publié road, 
there shall be free and unobstructed space in 
front of not less than thirty (30) feet. 


Eaves and guttering. 


8. All houses roofed with material other than 
thatch shall be provided with guttering which 
shall be so constructed that water can freely 
flow into the down-pipes. Gutters shall dis- 
charge into down-pipes, and the water be carried 
thence to tanks or storm-water channels. Gut- 
ters and down-pipes shall be kept in good repair 
and free from obstruction. 


Certificates. 

9. On the completion of any dwelling house 
and before occupation, the owner or occupier 
shall obtain from the Sanitary Inspector or 
Medical Officer of Health, a certificate to the 
effect that the building has been erected according 
to these By-laws.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE BOYS' GRAMMAR SCHOOL, SUVA. 
(MADE BY THE BOARD OF EDUCATION ON THE 12TH NOVEMBER, 1917, UNDER SECTIONS 5 AND 6 
OF THE EDUCATION ORDINANCE 1916). | 
.. 1.—(1) The school year shall end on the Friday following the second Monday in December 
. and shall be divided into three terms. 
(2) The first term shall consist of fourteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation of 


one week. The second term shall consist of thirteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation 


of two weeks. The third term shall consist of fourteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation 
of eight weeks. 


9. No pupil under the age of eight years shall be admitted to the school, and no pupil shall 
remain at the school after the end of the term in which he shall attain the age of nineteen years. 


3. No pupil who has any infectious or contagious disease, or is affected by leprosy, and no 
pupil in whose house any infectious or contagious disease is known to exist, shall be admitted to 
the school. | 


4. All applications for admission to the school shall be made to the Head Master, to whom 
the school fees shall be paid. ` 


5.—(1) No school fees shall be paid by pupils who are between the ages of eight and fourteen 
and whose parents pay Education Rate. 

(2) A fee of fourteen shillings shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are 
between the ages of eight and fourteen and whose parents do not pay Education Rate. 

(3) A fee of £2 shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are over fourteen 
years of age and whose parents pay Education Rate. 

(4) A fee of £4 shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are over fourteen 
years of age and whose parents do not pay Education Rate. 

(5) The fees shall be reduced by one-third when there are at any Government school at the 
same time two or more brothers, or a brother and sister, or two or more members oí the same family 
residing in the same house. 

(6) No pupil, whose fees shall not have been paid to the Head Master within four weeks 
of their falling due, shall be allowed to remain at the school ; provided that the Governor may, 
as he shall deem fit, remit, either wholly or in part, any fees payable under these Regulations. 


6. The hours of attendance at the school, except on Saturdays, shall be from 9.30 a.m. 
to 12.30 p.m. and from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. 


4. Days proclaimed by law to be Public Holidays shall be treated as school holidays. 
8. Pupils shall be provided by the Head Master with books and stationery at cost price. 


9. The course of studies shall comprise English, including History and Geography, French, 
Classics, Mathematics, Natural Science, Drawing, Hygiene, and Physical Instruction. 


10.—(1) Opportunities shall be given by the Head Master to Ministers of the Christian 
Religion to afford religious instruction to the pupils of their respective creeds. 
(2) Classes of religious instruction, of not more than three quarters of an hour in duration, 
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may be held twice a week at the beginning or end of the secular instruction, but no pupil shall - 


be required to attend these classes except in accordance with the expressed wish of his parent 
or guardian. 

(3) The Ministers shall be appointed by the Heads of their respective churches. 

(4) No payment for religious instruction shall be made from public funds. 


11.—(1) No pupil shall be absent from school except by permission of the Head Master 
or on account of illness, and any absence must be explained, on the day of the pupil’s return to 
school, by letter from the pupil’s parent or guardian. 

(2) Unauthorised absence from school will render a pupil liable to punishment. 


12.—(1) The Head Master may dismiss at any time, temporarily, from the school any pupil 
who shall be guilty of grave misconduct, or who shall refuse to submit to any punishment which 
he may be ordered to receive, or whose attendance at school shall be judged by the Head Master 
for any reason to be prejudicial to the interests of the school or the welfare of the other pupils, 
and shall report the case to the Secretary to the Board of Education. 

(2 The Board of Education may confirm the dismissal of the pupil, or may order his 
re-admission to the school on such conditions as they may deem just. / 


18. All pupils shall wear the prescribed school cap or a straw hat with the school ribbon. 
14.—(1) All pupils shall be examined at the close of each term in each year.

(MADE BY THE BOARD OF EDUCATION ON THE 12TH NOVEMBER, 1917, UNDER SECTIONS 5 AND 6 
OF THE EDUCATION ORDINANCE 1916). 


1.—(1) The school year shall end on the Friday following the second Monday in December 
and shall be divided into three terms. 

(2) The first term shall consist of fourteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation of 
one week. The second term shall consist of thirteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation 
of two weeks. The third term shall consist of fourteen weeks and shall be followed by a vacation 
of eight weeks. 


9.—(1) No girl under the age of five years shall be admitted to the school, and no girl shall 
remain at the school after the end of the term in which she shall attain the age of eighteen years. 

(2) Boys, who are above the age of five years and under the age of ‘eight years, shall be 
eligible for admission to the school. No boy shall be allowed to remain a pupil of the school 
after the end of the term in which he shall attain the age of eight years. | 

9. No pupil who has any infectious or contagious disease, or is affected by leprosy, and no 
pupil in whose house any infectious or contagious disease is known to exist, shall be admitted to 
the school. : 

_ 4. All applications for admission to the school shall be made to the Head Mistress, to whom 

the school fees shall be paid. . ` 


5.—(1) No school fees shall be paid by pupils who are between the ages of five and fourteen 


. and whose parents pay Education Rate. 


(2) A fee of fourteen shillings shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are 
between the ages of five and fourteen and whose parents do not pay Education Rate. 
(3) A fee of £1 shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are over fourteen 


years of age and whose parents pay Education Rate, 


(4) A fee of £2 shall be paid at the beginning of each term by pupils who are over fourteen 
years of age and whose parents do not pay Education Rate. 

(5) The fees shall be reduced by one-third when there are at any Government school at the 
same time two or more sisters, or a brother and sister, or two or more members of the same family 
residing in the same house. 

(6) No pupil, whose fees shall not have been paid to the Head Mistress within four weeks 
of their falling due, shall be allowed to remain at the school ; provided that the Governor may, 
as he shall deem fit, remit, either wholly or in part, any fees payable under these Regulations. 


6. The hours of attendance at the school, except on Saturdays, shall be from 9.30 a.m. 
to 12.30 p.m. and from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. These hours may be reduced in classes of children under 
eight years of age. | ! 


7. Days proclaimed by law to be Public Holidays shall be treated as school holidays. 
8. Pupils shall be provided by the Head Mistress with books and stationery at cost price. 


_ 9. The course of studies shall comprise English, including History and Geography, French, 
Latin, Mathematics, Needlework, Natural Science, Drawing, Domestic Economy, Hygiene, and 
Physical Instruction. |
